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INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF HON. KEVIN H. WHITE, 
MAYOR OF BOSTON. 


JANUARY 1, 1968. 


Your Excellency, Governor Volpe; His Eminence, 
Cardinal Cushing; Distinguished Constitutional 
Officers, Reverend Clergy, Fellow Citizens. 


With this oath today I pledge my full devotion 
to the people of Boston. 


For me this ceremony is a beginning. For Boston 
it is a reaffirmation of a legacy of progress. 


This is a moment to reflect upon our dominant 
expectations for the future of this city, and there is no 
more appropriate place than this Hall which echoes 
our past. 


That past has brought great change to the life of 
this community, and yet today it brings us back to 
three centuries ago when in 1630 John Winthrop warned 
those sailing with him to the wilderness of Massachusetts 
that “the eyes of all people are upon us.” 


Over crowded and fortunate centuries that watch 
has moved from isolated forest outposts to the conduct 
of a power greater than anything Winthrop could ever 
have imagined. 


to 
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Today, men’s eyes are again upon us, looking not 
to see whether we can master a relentless nature, but 
whether men can subdue their own works of hand and 
mind to the enrichment of life, or whether they will be 
overwhelmed by their own creations. There is no 
return to a simpler, and perhaps more comforting day, 
to an older Boston. Science will advance; buildings 
will rise; suburbs will spread; and growth will continue. 
The issue is whether this change shall be our master, 
or we Shall master change. 


For we now know that America’s destiny, its 
grandeur or failure, will be shaped within the borders 
of its great cities. In a nation of. cities, our problems 
and our afflictions are those of our civilization. 

It is a problem not just for Boston, but for our 
entire country. Yet we are standing in the chamber 
where a small group of passionate Bostonians shouted 
forth calls of liberty which were to reshape the world. 
If our own ambitions are more modest, perhaps what 
we do in this city can help guide the common American 
quest. 


A city is not a collection of buildings and homes 
and shops. It cannot be measured in miles of pavement, 
the size of parks, or the ledgers of tax collectors. It is a 
place for people to live and work and raise their chil- 
dren. It is not walls and borders to confine the citizen, 
but an instrument to liberate his talent and imagination 
and energy. It is not a fixed and frozen construction 
of land and concrete, but a living thing constantly 
changing under the impact of clashing desires. It is 
not only shaped by us, but it shapes the quality and 
nature of our own lives. It is a place not only to pursue 
existence, but, in the oldest American phrase, to pursue 
happiness. ‘Two thousand years ago a great philosopher 
said: ‘“‘Men come together in cities in order to live. They 
remain together in order to live the good life.’ We 
can erect thousands of buildings and put down miles 
of concrete, but unless the next generation can say 
that Boston is a better and more fruitful place to live, 
we will have achieved nothing. 
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In this quest we do not build on empty ground. 
Boston is one of the great cities of the world: rich in 
tradition and culture; abundant in beauty; and wealthy 
above all in an extraordinary people. 


Thus, there is much about Boston to strengthen 
our confidence. 


Our difficulties, however, are on a towering scale. 
Within our city, there is the city of the poor—where 
families live on the edge of existence and children grow 
amidst outrageous slums. 


The smoldering discontent of poverty calls upon 
our greatest efforts not out of charity or fear, but in 
obedience to the command of American justice. 


Yet a decent income does not guarantee the good 
life. The lives of all of us are degraded when we must 
walk in fear through congested streets, breathing 
poisoned air, and denied strengthening contact with 
nature; and when our children cannot find a decent 
school or even a decent place to play. All of us are 
diminished as growth and change swallow up the 
familiar neighborhood where a man could find the 
comfort of friends, pride in common activities, and a 
share in the civic enterprise. And if the community 
dissolves, so do the vital bonds which prevent us from 
fragmenting into a city of indifferent strangers. 


Immense as they are, these problems are of our 
own creation. Therefore, they are answerable to our 
own skills. 


Governing without illusion and promising only 
what we can hope to realize, we will follow four funda- 
mental principles: 


First, we will govern with men of talent in search 
of help from the finest minds. Men and ideas move a 
city. The country is being searched for people to help 
operate our government. We do not ask them their 
party or where they were born. We ask only if they 
are able and willing to serve with dedication. Yet 
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even the best government will stagnate without a 
constant flow of new ideas. Therefore, I will establish 
a policy planning staff with full-time assistants drawn 
from the company of experts and scholars which have 
made Boston the intellectual center of the nation. 
The same centers of knowledge which have served 
every modern president can now help Boston plan its 
own future. This to my knowledge will be the first 


such enterprise in any city. 


Secondly, we will govern a modern city with 
modern methods. The manifold complexities of a 
great city and the emerging problems of the 1970’s 
cannot be met with the institutions and methods of 
an earlier time. 


I will appoint a Home Rule Commission to ex- 
amine the entire spectrum of city government and 
prepare a plan to increase its effectiveness; giving the 
people of Boston the fullest possible control over the 
public judgment which affect their lives. Into that 
government we will introduce the techniques of manage- 
ment which, helped by the marvel of computers, have 
made American private enterprise the most efficient 
and productive in the world. 


Third, we will govern mindful of the shared needs 
of the entire metropolitan area. We are part of one 
human settlement. Most of our problems, from pol- 
luted air to land use, do not respect political boundaries. 
Nor are we simply an overburdened city seeking help 
from comfortable suburbs. ‘The Boston area has no 
great natural resources. Its prosperity depends upon 
enterprising and inventive men and women, and such 
people come here—wherever they make their homes— 
because they are close to a great center of culture and 
entertainment and commerce. Boston is the heartbeat 
of this area. 


If the quality of Boston life should decline, then 
every community around it will decline. 
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Based therefore on mutual interest as well as 
aspiration, I will ask the political leaders of this area 
to form a permanent association to deal with common 
problems, not in a few specialized areas, but across 
the whole area of metropolitan concern. 


Fourth, we will govern not only for the people, 
but with the people, opening a role in community life 
to all who are interested. City services will radiate 
to neighborhood service centers providing stronger 
lines of communication between people and_ their 
government. 


None of this will be simple or swift. We know 
how difficult our problems are and how huge. 


Yet a city is not an impersonal creation built by 
forces beyond our control. It is our city. We built it 
and we will decide its future. This may not become 
the city we want. It will, however, be the city we 
deserve. 


The shape of tomorrow’s Boston will be our 
measure—the measure of our courage and sacrifice 
and generosity of spirit—the measure of each of us as 
men and women and the measure of the civilization 
we represent. 


I will do my best. I ask only that you judge this 
government by the words of Matthew: 


‘Whosoever will be great among you, let him be 
your minister; and whosoever will be chief among you, 
let him be your servant.”

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the fourteenth annual 
report of the Administrative Services Department for 
the year commencing January 1, 1967, and ended 
December 31, 1967. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section 1, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961, the Administrative Services 
Department is in charge of a Board, known as the 
Administrative Services Board, consisting of an officer 
known as the Director of Administrative Services, who 
is Chairman of said Board; an officer known as the 
Supervisor of Budgets; an officer known as the Supervisor 
of Personnel; an officer known as the Purchasing Agent; 
and the Commissioner of Assessing, the City Auditor, 
and the Collector-Treasurer, ex officiis. 

Under Section 2 of the previously mentioned ordi- 
nance, it is the duty of said Board, and more especially 
of the Director of Administrative Services, to make, 
under the Mayor, studies and recommendations with 
respect to the organization, activities, policies, and 
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procedures of all departments, boards, and officers of 
the city government so that the administration thereof 
shall be economical and efficient. 

We had one change in membership during the year, 
with Francis X. Cuddy resigning under date of August 7 
to accept an appointment as Executive Director of 
the BRA, and Mario Misci becoming the new member 
by virtue of his appointment as Commissioner of 
Assessing on August 8. 

Seven formal meetings of the Board were held during 
the year, with many informal meetings being held 
between the Director and various members of the 
Board on matters pertaining to individual depart- 
mental or divisional functions. The formal meetings 
were held in Room 48, City Hall, on the following dates: 
February 15, March 15, April 12, May 24, December 13, 
December 20, December 21. 

It might be well to note that the Director of Ad- 
ministrative Services, who serves as Chairman of the 
Administrative Services Board, also serves as Chairman 
of the Public Safety Commission, as a member of the 
Public Facilities Commission, and a member of the 
Government Center Commission, which affords him 
an opportunity to sit in on a regular basis with de- 
partment and/or division heads responsible for the 
carrying out of some seventeen distinctive functions, 
thereby giving him a wide range of knowledge in various 
fields. It is also interesting to note the number and 
name of the various fields involved, namely, general 
municipal administration; budget and personnel ad- 
ministration; purchasing, auditing, and financial ad- 
ministration; parking and traffic; civil defense: building, 
fire, police, public works, public transportation, health, 
hospital, and school operations, in addition to functions 
concerning the erecting and equipping of a new City 
Hall, and duties and responsibilities connected with 
the power and authority vested in the Public Facilities 
Commission. 

Many subjects, varied in character, were discussed, 
explored, and reviewed during the course of the year, 
which resulted in definite improvements in certain 
areas and continued studies in others. Areas in which 
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definite improvements have been attained during 1967 
or are in the process of being attained are listed herewith: 


1. The inauguration of a new system in the matter 
of tax abatements for the elderly. 


2. The production of new city maps. 
3. The establishment of a new ID card system. 


4, Consolidation of several data-processing systems 
for new City Hall operations. 


5. Records management studies. 


Expansion of Blue Cross-Blue Shield benefits 
for retired employees. 


7. Expansion of in-service training programs. 
8. Copying machine studies. 
9. New City Hall operations — various. 

10. Improvements in trash collections.

Important areas which have been studied and re- 
viewed and upon which no definite decisions have been 
made to the present time, include: 


1. The selection of a specific EDP system for the 
new City Hall. 

2. The establishment of a records storage center. 

3. Staffing requirements for the Assessing, Col- 
lector-Treasurer, and Auditor’s Offices. 


4, After-hours telephone service. 
5. Painting of city-owned cars. 


In view of the fact that our report is filed long before 
the Auditor has had an opportunity to close his books 
for a previous year, we hesitate to include any financial 
statistics regarding the costs of operating the depart- 
ment, and, rather than substitute estimates for ac- 
curate receipts and expenditures, we feel that the 
Auditor’s Annual Report, when ready, will reflect in 
detail the financial transactions of the department ina 
more complete and precise form. Our attempt to 
supply this information at this time would possibly 
result in either a variation of receipts and expenditures 
figures from those to be supplied later by the City 
Auditor or a duplication of effort on our part. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


The activities of this division have been accelerated 
during the past year due, in the main, to various studies 
being conducted in connection with our moving plans, 
which, we are hopeful, will come to a successful climax 
before the fall of the current year. Our main objective 
has been to assist architect and consultant representa- 
tives in their respective studies with a view to moderniz- 
ing and revamping certain methods and procedures in 
operations so as to be in a position to offer to the public, 
the city official and employee, the latest innovations in 
the fields of communications, equipment, and services to 
be found in any section of the country. 

Full time has been devoted by one member of our staff 
in assisting a telephone consultant in arriving at a 
solution to problems in telephonic communications 
which have been a source of irritation to many during 
the past quarter of a century. As a result of this study, 
we are hopeful that a vast improvement will be realized 
not only in the area of communications but in the area 
of cost controls, which have not been updated for many 
years. 

The Executive Secretary and another staff member 
have also been engaged in various studies pertaining to 
new City Hall operations, assisting another group of 
consultants in preparing certain equipment and layout 
plans. Among the areas covered include building direc- 
tories, door identification numbers, and a finding list 
index, an inventory of present typewriters, adding ma- 
chines, calculators, safes, bulletin boards, ete., which, 
it is hoped, will be replaced with new and modern equip- 
ment, provided funds are available. 

During the past three years the Administrative Ana- 
lyst of the division has been engaged in an extensive 
study of our active and inactive records with a view to 
establishing a records inventory program on a permanent 
basis. This is one area in which many departments have 
been lax over a long period of time. Submitted below 
is a brief report submitted by John J. Scully on the 
records inventory and clearance study, containing recom- 
mendations concerning records storage problems as they 
stand today. 
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Report of Mr. John J. Scully 


As there are twenty-six storage vaults and areas en- 
compassing approximately 180,000 cubic feet beneath 
the present City Hall and Annex Building and such an 
inventory had never been attempted in the history of 
the city, it can be appreciated that this assignment was 
a most arduous one, to say the least. Many of these 
storage areas had not been entered for several years due 
to the absence of any semblance of a records management 
policy, one phase of which would be the establishment 
of centrally administered records retention schedules, 
and would have resulted in at least an annual inspection 
of all storage areas. 


The years of neglect have caused a continuous back-up 
in open office areas of records which should have been 
placed in storage had space been made available. Ne- 
glect of the storage areas over the years and the accumu- 
lation of dust and debris made the implementation of 
the inventory program immensely disgusting and, in- 
deed, constituted a serious hazard to the health of all 
engaged in the work. Only the realization that this 
important work must, at all costs, be done so that an 
orderly exodus to the new City Hall be achieved in the 
near future inspired us to the herculean heights necessary 
to finish the job. 

Great credit must be given the students employed in 
the program under the provisions of the Work-Study 
Program of the United States Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. These young men, some of 
whom have now graduated from college, brought the 
necessary muscle and spirit needed to clean the vaults, 
make inventory listings, and, eventually, clear the many 
tons of records which have been disposed of, or re- 
located, from the storage areas described above. In 
many ways, their youthful enthusiasm and serious 
approach to the many difficult and demanding aspects of 
this work made molehills of the mountains of records we 
faced when we first started in June of 1965. 


As the final decisions on the disposal or retention of 


all records is the responsibility of our city department 
heads, the results of all records inventory activities were 
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placed in their hands, and, in consultation with their 
staff assistants, the department heads made the disposal 
or retention decisions. Form ASD-Rec 4, Records Dis- 
posal Authorization forms, were then prepared for final 
approval of the Law Department and the Supervisor of 
Public Records at the Secretary of State’s office. In 
view of the urgency of the situation, all of our city de- 
partment heads gave this matter top priority, making 
our task much easier by their cooperation in this con- 
nection. 

A number of recommendations may now be made, 
based on the experience of the past three summers’ 
records programs, as it can be seen from the foregoing 
that it is my conviction that the storage of city records 
in the future should be done under more controlled con- 
ditions than now apply. The immediate implementation 
of the following recommendations, incorporating modern 
records management techniques now employed by many 
government agencies, will insure the most effective use 
of expensive storage space soon to be occupied in the 
new City Hall. 


1. Recorps Storage CentER, establishment of. 


A new division, to be created and be part of the Ad- 
ministrative Services Department, which would super- 
vise the establishment of a Records Storage Center and 
exercise indirect control of all records filing and storage 
activities in the new City Hall. The new division would 
be known as the Records Management Division and 
also be responsible for control of inactive records storage 
practices, subject to the final approval of all city depart- 
ment heads as now applies. Historical records would 
remain under the jurisdiction of the City Clerk as is 
presently provided by law. 


2. Recorps Storage Center, location of. 


The present records storage facilities (14,000 square 
feet) in the basement and sub-basement of the Annex 
Building, Court Street, and one specially designed vault 
located on the street floor of the same building provide 
adequate facilities for inactive records storage recom- 
mended herein. This also includes elevator service from 
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all floors, which is vital for accessibility by departmental 
personnel and for records clearance activities. 


3. PERSONNEL STAFFING, REcoRDS STORAGE CENTER. 


Supervision and direction would be placed in the head 
of the proposed Records Management Division, who 
would be primarily responsible for security of all storage 
areas against unauthorized entry, application of reten- 
tion schedules and clearance of records found no longer 
administratively necessary. The federal College Work- 
Study program of the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare has proven very successful in the past 
three years of records inventory and clearance activities, 
and such students would provide an excellent staff for 
the Records Storage Center. 


4, CENTRALIZED RESPONSIBILITY, REcorDS MANAGE- 
MENT. 


In practice, the new division would be able to apply 
standardized criteria for the establishment of sensible 
retention schedules for all types of city records, which 
are now allowed to accumulate and clog such limited 
storage areas as are now available. Such a periodic 
review, usually annually, of all records in storage and 
subsequent clearance will provide maximum use of valu- 
able storage vaults. Additionally, the establishment 
and maintenance of a records storage card system for 
each departmental record would provide record identity, 
location, and ready accessibility for all records in the 
storage center. 


5. CREATION OF RecorpsS MANAGEMENT DIVISION, 
ORDINANCE. 


Such an ordinance, when written, should include: 


1. The full legal definition of a public record as defined by 
the Commonwealth and obtainable at the Office of the 
Secretary of State for the C. mmonwealth. 


2. The description of the responsibilities of the Records 
Management Division, including the review of all pur- 
chase requisitions for all new filing equipment before 
purchase is made; similarly, new applications of micro- 
filming practices in city departments should also be 
approved by the Records Management Division. 
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3. <A description of the records disposal authorization pro- 
cedures, stipulating the requirement of obtaining ap- 
proval of the Law Department and the Supervisor of 
Public Records approvals before any records disposal 
may be made. 


4. The clear restatement of the present requirement that 
historical records must be transferred and maintained 
by the City Clerk Department. 


5. The stipulation that no city department may transfer 
departmental records to another city department with- 
out the approval of the Records Management Division 
and the Law Department. 


6. Require periodic inspections of all storage areas in the 
new City Hall to provide for records clearance or re- 
location so that office areas will remain clear of inactive 
records accumulation.

As the above report was not submitted until the latter 
part of 1967, and as the Law Department questioned 
the necessity of enacting an ordinance to carry out the 
recommendations contained therein, and, further, that the 
advisability of locating a records storage center on a 
permanent basis in a building that would be occupied, 
according to present plans, by the School Department, 
was also questioned, formal action was deferred. How- 
ever, it is believed that some type of definite action 
should be taken during the current year to resolve these 
important questions of records management control and 
records storage. As pointed out by Mr. Scully, “‘the 
years of neglect have caused a continuous back-up in 
open office areas of records” and to have this practice 
continue after many of our departments are moved to 
the new City Hall would be disastrous and would 
certainly be in conflict with modern business methods, 
policies and procedures. 

Some years ago, discussions were held by previous 
boards as to the advisability of procuring a small build- 
ing or a portion of a building for the purpose of establish- 
ing a records storage center to be located somewhere in 
the city proper to be staffed by two persons and, pos- 
sibly, a messenger. The plan also incorporated the 
installation of a microfilming operation to expedite im- 
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mediate deliveries of records and preclude the necessity 
of removing original records from existing files. This 
matter was given serious consideration for some time, 
but, due to budgetary limitations and unsuccessful 
attempts to procure the type of building or space 
desired, it was decided to hold the matter in abeyance 
until such time as conditions would warrant a review 
of the situation. It would appear that the time has now 
arrived to consider either old or new proposals at the 
earliest possible date. 


In addition to the above studies, the staff of the 
division has been engaged in many other administrative 
functions, including the issuance and distribution of 
directives, the compilation of analytical and statistical 
reports for the Office of the Mayor, the preparation of 
the annual reports of the Administrative Services 
Department and Public Safety Commission, the handling 
of correspondence addressed to the Director and/or 


Board, and executive secretarial functions for the 
Administrative Services Board and the Public Safety 
Commission.

This is the first year since 1955 that we were unable 
to present an annual Conferama. Due to the enormous 
amount of work involved in preparing plans and assist- 
ing consultants in conjunction with our proposed move 
to a new City Hall, at the present writing we cannot 
promise that an opportunity will be afforded to present 
a Conferama this year, as the planning for the actual 
move to the new building will require much time and 
effort on the part of the staff of this division. If there 
is any possible chance, however, of including a Con- 
ferama presentation this year, you may rest assured 
we will arrange to organize and prepare an interesting 
program. 


IN=-SERVICE TRAINING UNIT 


The following segment of this report was compiled 
and submitted by the In-Service Training Coordinator 
for the city and contains a most thorough and com- 
prehensive outline of the various programs initiated or 
continuing for the edification of many municipal em- 
ployees in various fields of endeavor. The expansion of 
these programs and of the unit responsible for their 
implementation is a matter that will require serious 
consideration in the near future. We have to look 
forward to the replacement of many experienced and 
competent employees who will be eligible for retirement 
within the next five or ten years, and to accomplish 
this turnover in a businesslike manner will be a difficult 
task. 
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Due to a state-imposed civil service system which 
limits our authority in many areas of personnel ad- 
ministration, but more especially in establishing a 
workable recruiting program, we are stymied in pursuing 
several courses that are common in private industry, 
but we are hopeful that a revision in our present civil 
service laws, which may become a reality during the 
current year, will permit of a more businesslike ap- 
proach to these problems. The report of Theodore J. 
Hoppe speaks for itself and depicts a very clear picture 
of what we have been endeavoring to do for the benefit 
of the municipal employee. 


Ever since the day of its inception in April, 1964, the 
In-Service Training Unit has endeavored to become a 
focal and influential institution in Boston’s municipal 
government. The level of education reached in 1967 
was again more impressive than that of preceding years. 


With the start of the new year until the end of the 
spring semester in May, there was the continuance of 
all courses established in the previous year. More 
dramatic perhaps is the list of courses started in the fall 
of 1967 given here: —

As is obvious, the department head becomes an in- 
dispensable partner in all these affairs. Without the 
drive of Jeffrey J. Keating, Assistant Director of Vo- 
cational Education, Boston School Department, and 
that of James L. Burke, Senior Supervisor in Education, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of Hdu- 
cation, these objectives could not have been obtained. 
The interested teachers likewise deserve their share of 
commendation. 

Yet, along with all this expansion, the In-Service 
Training Unit faces many problems. The unremitting 
desire, of course, is to continue expansion. 

First is the problem of acquiring suitable classroom 
space. Many facets of consideration are required here, 
some of which are related. Students must be made to 
feel safe in going to and leaving geographical areas where 
school buildings are located. The Building Department 
was sorely embarrassed in finding a permanent class- 
room area alternating between Room 43, City Hall, and 
the Public Works Department hearing room, 702 City 
Hall Annex. While a conference room was made avail- 
able by the BRA, the size was not conducive to either 
good teaching or good learning. 


Most regrettably, Spanish classes for health and 
hospital nurses and doctors had to be abandoned be- 
cause of a lack of classroom availability. While such a 
class was again started with great promise, it came to a 
screeching halt when preference was granted to another 
agency. When this ouster was declared two alternatives 
were proposed — either that the class of forty students 
repair to the disused cafeteria located on the hospital 
premises or to the disused Boston College High School. 
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Obviously, neither teacher nor student could agree. 
And, when reservations were made in the Jeremiah 
Burke School, it was then learned that travel time and 
release of students would disrupt vital services. 

The increasingly growing Spanish-speaking popu- 
lation of the City of Boston makes it almost mandatory 
that the personnel of the Boston Police Department and 
the Boston Fire Department become fluent in Spanish 
conversation. Spanish courses could be conducted at 
central locations. It is not altogether impossible that 
in some instances the various guard rooms of the Boston 
Police Department or fire houses could become Spanish 
academies. 

Recommendation is strongly made that consideration 
be given to the construction of at least two classrooms 
as a projected use when the old City Hall is vacated. 

We have made little or no progress in supplying op- 
portunity to professional members of the personnel to 
engage in specialized scientific courses. Paradoxically, 
while so many of our administrative, professional, and 
technical personnel are retiring, there continues this 
vacuum. It is not just a matter of rhetoric, therefore, 
to say that we must make this transition in our policy if 
we are interested at all in replacing retirees. 

As an integral part of the in-service training pattern, 
personnel of the Park Department should be trained and 
qualified as water safety instructors. Senior lifesavers 
could be eligible for a 30-hour minimum course to 
qualify. An aquatic academy for both lifeguards and 
instructors is here suggested. Included in this course 
would be indoctrination of the responsibilities required 
for safe small boat operations. A strong supplementary 
corps of volunteers to the paid staff could be trained and 
developed by the successful students of such a course. 
American National Red Cross stands more than willing 
to furnish such a course or courses. 

There is at the present time a dearth of municipal 
accountants. While many of the personnel in this 
classification have endeavored to take Civil Service ex- 
aminations for these positions, they have not been 
successful, for the simple reason that they are examined 
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in commercial and mercantile principles of accounting 
as against their total experience in municipal accounting 
procedures. Hence, at least basic courses in general 
accounting knowledge should be afforded. 

As completion of our new City Hall draws nearer, it is 
recommended that certain key personnel be selected and 
trained to better meet the public as receptionists, pages, 
etc. This development of both mental and physical 
talents could be referred to as a ‘‘Charm Course.’’ Such 
a course undoubtedly would be a great asset in improving 
our public image. 


The In-Service Training Unit strongly encourages the 
administration to tackle head on one of the most critical 
health problems in the country today. It is commonly 
called alcoholism. No estimate can be made of what 
this annually costs the City of Boston in terms of em- 
ployee absenteeism, accidents, inefficiency, and the ex- 
pense of replacing trained workers. Nationwide, how- 
ever, costs to business are conservatively estimated to 
be in excess of two billion dollars. Officials in govern- 
mental agencies on the federal, state, and local levels are 
invited by Boston College to participate in the recently 
organized Institute on the Employed Problem Drinker. 
The Training Coordinator is gratified to report that 
active assistance was rendered to Action for Boston 
Community Development. Effective resources were 
made available by gathering together several top man- 
agement supervisors of our leading city departments who 
submitted their requests for recruits, fully effectuating 
the stipulations and recommendations of the Scheuer 
Amendment. This led at a later date to the appointment 
of Daniel J. Finn, Commissioner, Housing Inspection 
Department, by his Honor the Mayor, as Director of 
Boston’s On-the-Job Training Program. This estab- 
lished another first for Boston among the major cities 
of the United States. 


Other activities of this office included attendance at 
citizens’ seminars sponsored by the College of Business 
Administration of Boston College and the second annual 
Public Service Recognition Dinner at which public 
service awards were presented to meritorious municipal 
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and state employees. Assistance was also rendered to 
the City of New York Department of Personnel — City 
Civil Service Commission in their request to learn more 
about programs instituted by the In-Service Training 
Division to further employees’ education. 


Finally, this office is pleased and happy to acknowledge 
the initiative taken by the various departments listed, 
who through dedicated personnel are endeavoring to 
raise the standards and levels of efficiency demanded by 
the increasingly complex municipal administration.

DATA PROCESSING UNIT 


This unit was created at a meeting of the Administra- 
tive Services Board held on January 22, 1963. At that 
time it was placed under the Administrative Division 
of the department. 


The initial project in 1962 was the conversion of the 
120,000-item Public Works Department water and 
sewer billing name and address file, and the commit- 
ment and billing of the 1962 sewer use charge. 


In 1963 the unit automated the quarterly commit- 
ment and billing of water service charges, approximat- 
ing 95,000 billing accounts; the annual commitment 
and billing of the 1962 sewer use charge. The annual 
commitment and billing of fire pipe service charges of 
approximately 3,000 accounts were also converted. 

The preparation of the Police List offset master 
plates, which was formerly a function of the Printing 
Section, was automated. This consisted of the key- 
punching, verification, and listing of approximately 
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500,000 items. The Voting List was also converted as 
a by-product of the Police List file, containing approxi- 
mately 330,000 items to be key-punched, verified, and 
listed on offset master plates. 

In 1964 this unit fulfilled all its projected goals. The 
Police List application was expanded to the preparation 
of a punched listing card which is the police officers’ 
source document. The use of a punch card eliminates 
the need for manually dunning this file of 500,000 items 
for moved and deceased persons. 


Through the use of water and sewer billing cards of 
previous years, the unit was able to automate the pro- 
cedures for adding unpaid charges to real estate tax 
bills. With the assistance of the Water Division of the 
Public Works Department, the unit was able to reroute 
water meter readings so that small consumers are read 
and billed only twice a year. In conjunction with the 
rerouting, the unit prepared new meter books for the 
city’s 1,094 routes and a card cross-reference file for the 
95,000 billing accounts utilized by the Public Relations 
Branch of the Water Division. 


The annual official record of voter registration, which 
was formerly a manual operation requiring thirty-five 
man-months of labor, was automated, and now requires 
only three man-weeks of manual work. The police 
dwelling check list, which is an intricate part of the 
Police List, was transferred from the Police Department 
to this unit and consists of 100,000 lines of print annu- 
ally. 


In 1965, in anticipation of its becoming mandatory, 
the unit zipcoded its master name and address file of 
120,000 accounts. The annual preparation of 18,000 
jury summonses, formerly a manual operation requiring 
three to four man-weeks, was converted and now re- 
quires three days of machine time and no manual 
handling. 


The Police and Voting List applications were again 
expanded to the preparation of approximately 25,000 
committed Police List and polling place change post 
cards. In preparation of the eventual centralization of 
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all data processing, the unit coded its 120,000-item 
water and sewer billing file with real estate parcel 
numbers.

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BUDGET DIVISION 

The budget analysts, under the direction of the 
Supervisor of Budgets, have analyzed all departmental 
budget requests during the year, endeavoring at all 
times to reduce expenditures without curtailing services. 

Analysts have been working with outside consultants 
or, on their own, have been conducting surveys of vari- 
ous types with a view to reducing costs of present 
operations and improving efficiency in performance. 

Another important phase of this division’s work is the 
constant surveillance of expenditures of appropriations 
that have been approved by your Honor and City 
Council not only to control but to determine whether 
the monies being disbursed are for the purposes for 
which they were appropriated. 

As you are aware, one of the most important functions 
of local or national government is the budgeting of the 
taxpayer’s money so as to comply with his wishes in the 
rendering of essential services. We have made definite 
progress in improving our present operations, but there 
is much to be done, as is the case in all governmental 
enterprises of the magnitude of a municipal operation 
similar to that of Boston. 

We believe that as a result of our constant studies and 
efforts in the field of budgeting, the elimination of all 
unnecessary expenditures has become self-evident. 


COMPLAINTS DIVISION 


This division has been rendering exceptional service 
to the public at a minimum cost since its establishment 
in 1954. Prior to its establishment there was no central 
agency to which the public could turn for the registering 
of complaints, and, many times, complaints were di- 
rected to the incorrect agency with the result that little 
or no action was ever taken by the department or 
agency contacted. This condition has been rectified, 
and complaints now receive immediate attention and 
are followed through to final adjudication. 

The system of processing complaints has been im- 
proving each year; cooperation among departments has 
been excellent, and, although its services might be ex- 
panded to include a Central Information and Public 
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Relations Bureau, it is not considered feasible at this 
time as it would require the hiring of additional per- 
sonnel and expanding the area on the first floor in City 
Hall, where facilities at the present time are just not 
available. Plans are being made, however, for the ex- 
pansion of this activity in the new City Hall, where 
space has been allocated on the second floor of the 
proposed new structure. 


Some of the more important complaints registered 
concerned defective sidewalks and roadways; violations 
of the Building, Fire, and Housing Codes: clogged catch 
basins; removal of snow; and sanding of slippery streets. 
Many complaints were received regarding dilapidated 
buildings throughout the city, many of which were 
razed through the cooperation of the Building and 
Housing Inspection Departments. Owners of other 
structures which could not be legally razed were re- 
quested to make repairs, and many who did not comply 
were taken into court. 


Our reference to the possible expansion of the functions 
of this division prompts us to mention that, as a result 
of publicity received when the division was established, 
many requests for information concerning the city, 
such as its hotels, motels, and historic points of interest, 
were received and handled to the best degree possible. 
We are hopeful that as soon as the opportunity presents 
itself to expand division activities and locate in a more 
accessible area in the new City Hall, we should be in a 
position to render more efficient and maximum service 
at a minimum cost. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


The passage of Chapter 763, the “Collective Bar- 
gaining Law,” which authorized the city to recognize 
labor organizations for the purpose of collective bar- 
gaining, has added a new concept to municipal per- 
sonnel administration. 


Early in the year the Supervisor of Personnel or his 
representative testified at numerous meetings of the 
State Labor Relations Board for the purpose of de- 
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termining appropriate bargaining units to represent 
employees in departments under our jurisdiction. 

After the various labor organizations were recognized 
by Mayor Collins or certified by the Labor Relations 
Board, the Mayor’s Labor Relations Representative 
formed a bargaining committee consisting of himself as 
Chairman, the Supervisor of Personnel or his repre- 
sentative, and the appointing authority for the depart- 
ment in which the unit exists. 

The Personnel Division provided staff assistance in 
the areas of position classification, departmental organ- 
izational structures, wage and salary administration, 
personnel policies and procedures, and other pertinent 
statistical data, during negotiations. 

The implementation of the agreements, as listed below, 
required amendments to various city and county classi- 
fication plans and a public hearing: 
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The transition from the old increment system, which 
included longevity provisions, to a new six-year maxi- 
mum increment system, required detailed analysis of 
every personnel record card to determine the new rate 
of pay and future step-rate dates for all employees 
covered by these contracts. 

Special attention was given to Rule 8 (d) and Rule 9 
(f) cases to evaluate each on individual merit. 

A public hearing was held by the Supervisor of 
Personnel to amend and adjust the Classification and 
Compensation Plan. Labor officials and other em- 
ployees were present to hear the reading of the amend- 
ment and the explanation of the proposed changes. 
There were no objections to the amendments. 

In addition to various salary increases effected in 
1967, agreements covering the larger number of em- 
ployees provided for subsequent adjustments, to be- 
come effective July 3, 1968, and April 3, 1969, a total 
of increases equivalent to four pay steps from the 
August 31, 1966, salary schedule, during the life of the 
contracts. 


Fringe benefit improvements resulting from col- 

lective bargaining negotiations are listed below: 

a. Overtime. 

b. Adoption of bereavement leave. 

ec. Compensation for temporary service in a higher 
level position. 

d. Accrued vacation up to employee’s full vacation 
entitlement when employment is terminated by 
death or retirement. 

e. Professional certification providing additional 
compensation for employees holding certain posi- 
tions who furnish satisfactory evidence of re- 
quired certifications. 

f. Appeal procedure providing the right to appeal 
to the Supervisor of Personnel relative to the 
propriety of the compensation grade assigned 
to any position covered by the agreement. 

g. Grievance and arbitration procedure involving 
matters concerning compliance by the municipal 
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employer with the express provisions of the 
agreement. 


h. Grievance and arbitration procedure for discipline 
and discharge of a provisional employee with 
more than nine months of continuous service, 
culminated by final and binding arbitration. 


Step 3 of the grievance procedures in all contracts 
requires the Supervisor of Personnel to participate in 
the resolution of complaints concerning contract ad- 
ministration and the alleged unreasonable or arbi- 
trary discipline or discharge of a provisional employee. 


A new polaroid identification system was established 
by the Personnel Division to insure public safety and 
to provide a convenient method of introduction for 
investigatory, inspectional, and other field personnel. 


In conclusion, the Personnel Division continually par- 
ticilpates in and exchanges personnel data and period- 
ically conducts wage and fringe benefit surveys with 
other municipal, state, federal, and private agencies, to 
analyze and evaluate our personnel administration 
program. 


HEALTH BENEFIT AND INSURANCE UNIT 


On December 31, 1967, we completed our fifth com- 
plete year of operations. Even though we had started 
in the year 1967 with an increase in Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield rates, without any change in benefits, we were 
successful, in April, after many meetings, in formulating 
a new contract and improving employee benefits to the 
advantage of more of our employees and their families, 
and at the same time were successful in securing a 
reduction in rates. With this new contract, expendi- 
tures for out-patient care plus prescribed medicines, 
which in the past were usually borne by the employee, 
are now reimbursed at the rate of 80 percent, after a 
nominal deductible amount per annum. 


The benefits paid by Blue Cross-Blue Shield on 
behalf of our employees and members of their families 
since August of 1962 amounts to well over $1,000,000. 
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It is very apparent that if this type of protection were 
not available, costs for medical and hospital services for 
employees, both active and retired, would have created 
extreme hardships in many cases and would have 
been prohibitive in others. 


The year 1967 marked the first in which the city 
agreed to pay at least half the cost of Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield and Life Insurance (if any) and Medicare for all 
retirees and all those covered under the contract. This 
was gratefully accepted by all retirees because it meant 
an additional amount of money in their retirement 
checks each month. 


In November, Mayor Collins, with the approval of 
the City Council, accepted Section 9C of Chapter 32B. 
With the acceptance of this section, the City of Boston 
agreed, effective January 1, 1968, to pay 50 percent of 
the cost of Blue Cross-Blue Shield for the surviving 
spouses of retirees who are recipients of a monthly 
check and were subject to a deduction at the time for 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield coverage. Individuals in this 
category now pay only 50 percent of premium costs. 


Also in November, Mayor Collins, with the approval 
of the City Council, accepted Section 9D of Chapter 
32B, which pertains to the surviving spouse of a fire- 
fighter who is receiving or will receive two-thirds or 
full retirement allowance, or an annuity (based on 
line of duty death benefit only). For this surviving 
spouse the city agreed to pay 75 percent of the cost of 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield, with the surviving spouse 
paying the other 25 percent. 


The work load of this unit has increased considerably 
with the changes in our Blue Cross-Blue Shield con- 
tract, plus the fact that because the city has accepted 
part of the cost for retirees, we are called upon by this 
group (approximately an additional 9,000 people) to 
cope with their problems of claims and benefits. 


This work is in addition to our daily routine of en- 
rolling new employees, processing death claims for 
payment, and answering inquiries by phone. 
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PURCHASING DIVISION 


The principal objective of the Purchasing Division 
is to maintain the best possible value of all supplies, 
materials, and equipment purchased for its tax dollar. 
Substantial savings made by effective procurement of 
supplies and materials during the past several years 
should clearly point out to our tax-conscious public 
the capabilities and recognition of the Purchasing 
Division as a profit-making function of the city. One 
of the policies of the Purchasing Division has been to 
have unrestricted listings of prospective bidders, thereby 
creating greater competition with resulting savings 
to the city. 


Market trends and new methods to streamline 
operations with using departments are constantly being 
studied and revised in order that buyers can intel- 
ligently discuss and service said departments. Bulk 
buying is the keystone of good purchasing, and con- 
stant attempts are being made to have various de- 
partments anticipate their future needs in advance to 
enable the Purchasing Division to buy commodities 
in this manner. The policy of open-door bidding has 
been maintained over the past year bringing in new and 
valuable sources of supply. 


Specifications are continually being revised to obtain 
the best quality of supplies, materials, and equipment, 
having in mind proper quality of item purchased and 
suitability for its intended use. Maintenance items are 
tested for durability and easiness of application by use 
of sample tests when necessary. Constant research to 
effect savings is sought between trade name products 
and their equal lower cost product under chemical desig- 
nation. 


Improvement in method of purchasing uniforms by 
ordering custom-made uniforms, made to exact speci- 
fications, from one sucéessful low bidder as opposed to 
former two-step method of ordering material from one 
bidder and makeup of uniforms from another, has re- 
sulted in greater satisfaction from a standpoint of 
service and elimination of waste from excess material. 
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New revised requirements for fresh fruits and vegetables 
permit greater competition while maintaining the same 
high quality and continued low prices. 


With reference to drugs, many thousands of dollars 
have been saved. To cite a few examples: the price of 
Kapseals #379 Chloromycetin bottles of one hundred 
were reduced from $25.50 to $18.00; Cidex, formerly 
costing $8.75 per gallon, was purchased for $7.70 per 
gallon; Sumycin Caps, formerly purchased for $4.74 per 
hundred, were purchased for $3.75 per hundred. 


Broadening the scope of specifications on many items 
without sacrificing quality has saved thousands of dol- 
lars. Example of same — police crash helmets, formerly 
purchased for $29.50 each, now being purchased for 
$18.05 each; dog license tags, formerly purchased for 
93 cents each, now purchased for $.054 each. 


By means of readvertising for bids when information 
warranted same, many thousands of dollars in savings 
have been made. With reference to Electric Cable #12 
5,000 feet, the original bid received was $1,389 per one 
thousand feet; as a result of readvertisement the same 
item was purchased for $519.74 per thousand. Another 
example of savings by readvertisement was on kitchen 
equipment, which resulted in approximate savings of 
$1,000. A routine function of this office is the continual 
checking of specifications to determine if the city is 
getting the desired product at the lowest price. 


Purchase orders handled for the year 1967 involved 
an expenditure of $13,335,921.56 as against $10,613,- 
254.26 for 1966, or an increase over the previous year of 
$2,722,667.30. 


The Purchasing Division is at present operating on a 
limited basis, and until the legislature and community 
as a whole realize that funds are lost by not functioning 
as a central purchasing division — that is, purchasing 
supplies, materials, and equipment for all departments 
whose budgets are appropriated from the tax dollar — 
savings will only be of a limited nature. 
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SURPLUS PROPERTY UNIT 


The lack of storage space that existed during 1965-66 
increased during 1967. The programs sponsored by the 
federal government resulted in the delivery of such 
furniture and equipment as school desks and chairs, 
hospital beds, etc. The School Department alone re- 
ceived 9,000 pupils’ desks and chairs, and the Mattapan 
Chronic Hospital received 200 hospital beds and bedside 
tables. As a result of this program the School and 
Hospital Departments transferred the used furniture to 
this unit. Pupils’ desks and chairs have been stored in a 
BRA building, but the hospital beds remain in the cor- 
ridors of the Mattapan Hospital due to a lack of proper 
storage space. Long Island Hospital accepted a portion 
of the beds, but this created another storage problem at 
Long Island. The property in question is classified as 
good to excellent and is usable. This property becomes 
available when a department receives new equipment, 
but, in most cases, the receiving department fails to 
notify the Purchasing Division until the new equipment 
is put in place, thereby creating another problem when 
a request is made for immediate removal of old equip- 
ment. Many requests for used equipment have been 
complied with, but, if we had a central storage facility, 
it would be possible to comply with 90 percent of these 
requests. 


We have been successful, however, in transferring 
much surplus property from one city department to an- 
other. For example, the Printing Division and the 
Water Division of the Public Works Department dis- 
continued their operations of addressograph systems. 
We were then able to transfer some of this equipment to 
the Main Hospital Department and to the Mattapan 
Hospital. The balance of this equipment has been 
offered for sale to used equipment firms. 


Immediate thought should be given to locating a 
central storage facility somewhere within the city due 
to the proposed move to the new building during the 
current year when much of our present furniture and 

equipment shall be declared surplus. 
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It is our intent to supplement inventories of present 
furniture and equipment taken recently with updated 
information in order to be in a position to fill requests 
from other departments not moving to the new City 
Hall. 


OFFICE MACHINE REPAIR UNIT 
The following work was performed by this unit in 
1967: 
1,139 Repair calls and inspections 
41 ‘Typewriter overhauls 
33 Adding machine repairs 
9 Typewriters junked (used for parts) 
2 Adding machines junked (used for parts) 
2 Time clocks repaired 


Six men from the ABCD training program are being 
trained in typewriter repairing and maintenance. The 
time spent on teaching each man approximates fifty 
hours per month. Total time devoted to this all-impor- 
tant work for the year 1967 was 1,050 hours, at an in- 
struction charge of three dollars per hour. 

It is interesting to note that this unit performed the 
services listed for approximately ten months with but 
one employee. It is needless to say that the cleaning 
and lubricating service suffered somewhat, but the 
repair service was maintained. As the cleaning and 
lubricating function prolongs the life of machines, it is 
important and imperative that a new replacement for 
the employee who transferred to another department 
be considered immediately. 

It is estimated that if the services rendered by this 
unit were performed by outside contractors, the cost 
would be ten times the amount now expended. 


PRINTING SECTION 
We have met and maintained our objective and goal 
of operation of a printing plant for the production of 
printed reports, documents, letterheads, pamphlets, and 
miscellaneous forms used by city departments in 
conducting their activities. 
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In the ten-year period 1957 to 1967, we have suc- 
ceeded in lowering the cost of operation, in the face of 
increasing costs for material supplies and services and 
an average 45 percent cost of living increase in wages for 
employees.

Through the improvement and adoption of better 
procedures and work methods, we have effected a reduc- 
tion in the number of employees from 123 in 1957 to 82 
in 1967. We will study the feasibility of a plan of 
attrition by not replacing those employees who are 
separated from our payroll for any reason, be it for 
retirement, death, or some other cause, whenever such 
abolition of jobs will not reflect on the efficiency of the 
plant. 


Through a definite replacement program for outmoded 
and obsolete machinery substantial savings have been 
effected in costs of presswork, typesetting, and repeat 
jobs through the use of offset and multilith. 

Continual study and appraisal of performance of the 
“newest and most modern equipment in the industry is 
part of our program to insure that we can maintain the 
printing requirements of the city at rates that are com- 
parable to those charged by private firms. 


ART COMMISSION 


The Art Commission accomplished a minimum of 
services this year, having cleaned and refinished the 
bronze part of the monument at Codman Square, leav- 
ing the granite until later, as the work was interrupted 
by vandals and it seemed useless to continue. 

Restoration of the granite boulder marking the loca- 
tion of the first post office of Noah Worcester in Brighton 
was completed, and the rest of our funds were kept in 
reserve for meeting the cost of two new swords for the 
Washington and Shaw figures on the Common and in 
the Public Garden. 

As you are aware, the commission has the custody and 
care of all works of art owned by the city. No work of 
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art can be accepted by the city, erected, or placed in 
any public way without the approval of the Art Com- 
mission. In addition, it is also responsible for the up- 
keep of monuments in public squares and the care of 
existing paintings owned by the city. 

The activities of the commission have been more or 
less limited over recent years because of budgetary 
limitations and other factors which prevent large expen- 
ditures of public funds at the present time. Annual 
expenditures are, and have been, in the vicinity of 
approximately $2,000. 


This department is privileged in having associated 
with it the outstanding individuals who comprise the 
membership of the Art Commission and who contribute 
their services to the city. 


Boston has always enjoyed a high standard among the 
large cities of the country and the world in its appreci- 
ation of the arts, and it is comforting to know that per- 
sonages of such high caliber in this particular field have 
been selected to take charge of this important function 
of government.

CONCLUSION 


Since the establishment of the Administrative Services 
Department in 1954 there has been a steady but gradual 
improvement in techniques, procedures, and methods in 
performing municipal functions and operations which, 
prior to that time, were performed, in many instances, in 
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the same manner as obtained at the turn of the century. 
We admit that this has been a tedious and difficult task 
to change systems and habits that have been in existence 
over a long period of years, but the results of our efforts 
to date are slowly but surely being reflected in a more 
efficient operation in all areas of municipal administra- 
tion. 


When a new administration takes over the reins of 
government, it is customary and proper for new officials 
to inquire, in the first instance, as to the functions and 
responsibilities of each and every department and, 
secondly, as to work performed, problems solved or un- 
solved, areas explored, and last, but not least, the accom- 
plishments. As we have outlined in the early part of 
this report the functions and responsibilities of the board 
and department, we shall attempt in the following 
schedules to list some of the major accomplishments of 
the department since its inception together with studies 
or surveys of a major character conducted during this 
period. This information should be of tremendous value 
in equipping the new board with an overall knowledge 
of what has been accomplished or initiated in the past 
with a view to advancing new ideas and making prepara- 
tions for present and future policy. 


Rather than go into detail concerning the various ac- 
complishments, recommendations, and ideas advanced 
since the establishment of the department, which are 
contained in previous annual reports, we will merely list 
below a table of important subjects considered during 
the fourteen-year period, including studies or surveys 
conducted or suggested, rules or regulations put into 
effect, new activities recommended, and many other 
items of an administrative nature that were either 
adopted or given consideration:

The establishment of an Organization and Methods Unit 
under the Administrative Division to conduct various 
surveys and studies with a view to reducing the need for, 
or possibly eliminating the need for, hiring of consultants 
in many instances. (Lack of suitable space and sufficient 
personnel have delayed this move.)

The appointment of a liaison officer to keep city officials 
informed re all federal aid programs which would result 
in the city’s receiving its maximum share of federal aid 
and assistance.

The centralization of tabulating equipment in Hall and 
Annex. (To be established in new City Hall.) 


The above list covers many phases of municipal 
operations in which the Board and/or Department 
have had an active interest during its fourteen-year 
life and represents an investment that has been paying 
dividends in the form of advances in administrative 
techniques which, in turn, have resulted not only in 
substantial savings in several categories but in a more 
efficient and businesslike method of handling and 
administering city affairs. 


However, there is much more to be done in the fields 
already explored and in additional areas where studies 
have been initiated but held in abeyance because of 
circumstances beyond our control. There are many 
new problems that will arise after departments have 
moved to the new City Hall, and many of these, we are 
hopeful, will be resolved prior to the actual moving date. 


We feel that we and previous Boards have contributed, 
in some small measure, to the advancement and de- 
velopment of modern and progressive administration 
in municipal affairs, and we are hopeful that our suc- 
cessors, under your guidance, will continue these 
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efforts not only in the best interests of the city but in 
the attainment of a position in the field of public ad- 
ministration that will be second to none.

DeaR Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, Sec- 
tion 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are pleased 
to submit herewith the fourteenth annual report of the 
Public Safety Commission for the year commencing 
January 1, 1967, and ended December 31, 1967. 

The chief function of this commission under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 203, Acts of 1959, as amended by 
Chapter 194, Acts of 1961, is to coordinate the work of 
all departments concerned with public safety, to the end 
that there may be efficient and concerted action by said 
departments, particularly in time of emergency and or 
disaster. Under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section 9, 
of the Revised City Ordinances of 1961, this commission 
is an integral part of the Administrative Services De- 
partment. 

The members of this commission, including the execu- 
tive secretary to the commission, serve without com- 
pensation and without an appropriation of any char- 
acter, thereby obviating the necessity of submitting a 
financial statement concerning expenditures. 

In accordance with statutory requirements, meetings 
were held monthly during the year 1967 on the following 
dates at Room 43, City Hall: 


January 19 July 20 
February 16 August 17 
March 23 September 21 
April 13 October 19 
May 18 November 16 
June 22 December 21 


During 1967 several changes in Board membership 
took place due to resignations and the appointment of 
a new Commissioner of Health and Hospitals, appointed 
by Mayor John F. Collins under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 656 of the Acts of 1965. 

Under date of January 11, 1967, Dr. Andrew P. 
Sackett was appointed Commissioner of Health and 
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Hospitals, thereby filling the vacancy occasioned by the 
abolishment of the former Health Department and the 
position of Health Commissioner held by Dr. John T. 
Foley, under the provisions of the above-mentioned 
statute. As the organization of the new Department 
of Health and Hospitals was under study and review 
during the greater part of 1966, the appointment of a 
new Commissioner did not take place until early 1967. 

Under date of February 21, 1967, Richard R. Thuma, 
Jr., was appointed Building Commissioner, vice Daniel 
J. Finn, Commissioner of Housing Inspection, who was 
filling the position of former Building Commissioner 
Col. Robert E. York on a temporary basis. 

Under date of August 23, 1967, Leslie W. Magoon was 
appointed Civil Defense Director as a result of the 
resignation of Chief John E. Clougherty, who returned 
to his previous position as Chief of the Fire Department. 

Under date of October 30, 1967, John H. O’Neill, Jr., 
was appointed as Acting Parking and Traffic Commis- 
sioner due to the resignation of Thomas F. Carty, the 
previous Commissioner, who accepted an appointment 
with the M.B.T.A. 

Under date of November 1, 1967, Leo F. Cusick was 
appointed General Manager of the M.B.T.A., due to 
the resignation of Rush B. Lincoln, Jr. 

All the above appointments resulted in automatic 
membership on the Board in accordance with the pro- 
visions of existing statutes. 

Although the Committee of Licenses is a subcommittee 
of the Public Safety Commission, its functions and 
operations are carried on within the Building Depart- 
ment, in accordance with the provisions of Section 2, 
Chapter 203, Acts of 1959, and a report of its activities 
for the year 1967 will be incorporated into the annual 
report of the Building Department. 

Each year, since the establishment of the Public 
Safety Commission in 1959, we have been endeavoring 
to keep informed and updated on all matters pertaining 
to public safety. This policy has increased our knowl- 
edge in this field and has resulted in the establishment 
of new techniques and procedures in facing the many 
challenges that must be met by various public safety 
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agencies in this era of fast-moving developments in the 
areas of science, medicine, transportation, crime and 
accident prevention, air and water pollution, etc. 

During 1967 our reviews, studies, and discussions 
were varied in character and covered several subjects, 
the more important of which are listed below in subject 
and commentary form. 


ID Cards 


At the request of the Board, a study was initiated by 
the Executive Secretary to ascertain the various types 
of cards being used by inspectional and investigatory 
personnel, more especially in public safety agencies, and 
the results of this study were directed to the attention 
of Mayor Collins, the Chairman of this Board, and mem- 
bers of the Administrative Services Board. It was found 
that there was no consistency in the type of cards being 
issued by the various departments, some departments 
using business cards, others using badges, and several 
departments having no type of identification whatso- 
ever. This condition has been corrected by the procure- 
ment by the Personnel Division of the Administrative 
Services Department of modern picture-taking equip- 
ment, which will incorporate on a small laminated card 
a color picture of an individual, the signature of the em- 
ployee, his supervisor, and Mayor, his payroll number, 
his title, and the department to which he is assigned. 
This program was inaugurated during the latter part of 
1967, and schedules for the taking of pictures of all em- 
ployees involved have been set up by the Personnel 
Division of the Administrative Services Department for 
the early part of the current year. This program is 
considered an important phase in public safety, as it 
protects the public from being harassed or disturbed by 
individuals whose motives for entering a place of busi- 
ness or a home are sometimes questionable. 


City Maps 


For several years this Board has been advocating the 
compilation of a new set of city maps or atlases for 
which many city departments were in dire need. This 
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was another area where consistency in map design and 
information were lacking, with several departments 
utilizing various types of maps with conflicting and 
erroneous information contained thereon. When the 
project was given consideration on several occasions 
since 1955, it was the consensus that the costs for up- 
dating and issuing new maps or atlases were prohibi- 
tive, ranging from a minimum cost of $500,000 to $1,000,- 
000. However, with the cooperation and assistance of 
the Planning Division of the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, it was possible to produce a new set of city 
maps during 1967 after four or five years of preliminary 
study and review, at a cost of approximately $700,000, 
with the federal government contributing toward the 
greater part of this expenditure. 

We are, therefore, happy to report that five types of 
maps are presently available in the planning division of 
of the Boston Redevelopment Authority, which division 
is under the supervision of Mr. Howard Bennett. These 
maps are available to city departments without cost, 
and those interested in procuring a set or sets of maps 
outside of the city government may obtain the same at 
a nominal fee. The five map categories are listed below: 


1. Blocks and street names. 

2. Blocks, street names, and topography. 

3. Blocks, street names, and parcels. 

4. Blocks, street names, parcels, buildings, and 
street addresses. 

5. Blocks, street names, parcels, street addresses, 
parcel areas, and block numbers. 


During the latter part of 1967 the mapping division 
of the Boston Redevelopment Authority in conjunc- 
tion with the Engineering Division of the Assessing De- 
partment have been engaged in inserting accurate parcel 
numbers on map set No. 4. This will be a long and 
tedious project, but we are hopeful that a finished prod- 
uct will be available sometime during the current year. 
This is the first time in many, many, years that the city 
has produced maps that may be utilized in the future 
for uniform reporting of conditions pertaining to health, 
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fire, police, housing, building, and assessing operations 
and other aspects of every block or small geographical 
area throughout the entire city. Future plans will incor- 
porate the programming of information on EDP tapes 
for immediate reference. ‘The proposal to install a 
modern computer in the new City Hall will fit in nicely 
with our map programming plans for future implemen- 
tation into the new programming system. 


Crime Prevention and Control 


Under the dates of March 28 and 29, our former 
Chairman, Arthur G. Coffey, and Police Commissioner 
Edmund L. McNamara attended the National Confer- 
ence of Crime Control in Washington and reported to 
the Board in April that President Johnson was request- 
ing that $50,000,000 be appropriated by Congress for 
fiscal 1968 for planning improvements in crime preven- 
tion control, known as the ‘‘Safe Streets Bill,’’ with the 
greater part of the proposed appropriation to be devoted 
to planning grants, research, and pilot projects. It was 
further recommended at the National Conference that 
an agency be appointed in every state and city through- 
out the country, to be specifically responsible for the 
carrying out of plans. 


At the suggestion of Mayor Collins, the Board sub- 
mitted a list of public and civic-minded officials who 
might be considered for appointment to the suggested 
agencies, when and if the proposal was approved by 
Congress. In a report submitted by Superintendent 
Mulloney of the Police Department in October, he 
stated that proposed changes in the President’s ‘‘Safe 
Streets Bill,” which had already passed the House, 
provided for the disbursement of appropriated monies 
for crime control through the Governors of the various 
states, and, under such legislation, the Governor’s 
Public Safety Commission, of which Commissioner 
McNamara is a member, would, in all probability, 
become the planning agency for crime control programs. 
Due to the uncertain status of the bill, it was the 
Board’s contention that we should adopt a ‘*Wait 
and See” attitude on future developments, thereby 
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making it impractical for his Honor the Mayor to appoint 
an official committee at this time. 


After=Hours Telephone Service 


This subject was given consideration on several 
occasions due to increased public demands for 24-hour 
telephone service, and, although it was the consensus 
of this Board that such service should be inaugurated 
by tying in after-hour calls with the City Hall number, 
LA 3-5100, either in City Hall where policemen are on 
duty twenty-four hours seven days a week, or Police 
Headquarters where policemen could be assigned to 
this service after a brief schooling in overall municipal 
operations, the Administrative Services Board, however, 
felt that such a service was not warranted due to the 
present system of 24-hour coverage by the Fire, Police, 
Hospital, and Sewer and Water Departments. Due to 
projected costs for inaugurating such a system, the 
scarcity of qualified personnel who would be willing to 
work outside of regular business hours, and the con- 
tention that the greater portion of requests for service 
after regular business hours pertain to functions pres- 
ently conducted on a 24-hour basis, the matter was 
held in abeyance for some future date when conditions 
might require an immediate review and initiation of 
such a program. 


Antimissile Sites 


On November 20 a most interesting meeting was held 
in the office of the Mayor at the request of officials of 
the United States Defense Department, headed by 
Maj. Gen. Melville B. Coburn, who commands the 
Army Air Defense Missile Forces within the north- 
eastern portion of the United States. All members of 
this Board were present in addition to Barry T. Hynes, 
President of the City Council, who presided in the 
absence from the city of Mayor John F. Collins. Others 
present included Mr. Walter G. Bilowz, Chairman, 
Board of Selectmen, North Reading; Hon. Kenneth 
Landergan, Mayor of the City of Gloucester; Mr. John 
O. Stinson, Town Manager, Ipswich; Mr. Herbert F. 
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Gent, Jr., Chairman, Board of Selectmen, Reading; 
Mr. Arthur Emerson, Chairman, Board of Selectmen, 
Georgetown; and Mr. Leslie Merrifield, Chairman, 
Board of Selectmen, Middleton. 

Under date of November 15 Secretary of Defense 
Robert 8. McNamara announced that the Communist 
Chinese-oriented antiballistic missile system approved 
for deployment would be named the Sentinel System. 
The purpose of the meeting was to brief those present 
as to plans now under consideration, as this area had 
been selected for a detailed exploratory survey as a 
part of site verification procedures to determine if 
tentative locations meet the Sentinel System site re- 
quirements. This new system would be under the 
jurisdiction of the Corps of Engineers, the Army Ma- 
teriel Command, and the Army Defense Command. 

A brief outline of the remarks of the two main speakers 
is submitted below: 


MAJOR GENERAL MELVILLE B. COBURN 


“T am sure you have heard about, or read, the 
speech which Secretary of Defense McNamara made 
in San Francisco on the eighteenth of September 
announcing that the United States had decided to 
produce and deploy the Sentinel, a Chinese Commu- 
nist-oriented antiballistic missile system. The design 
of the planned system is: 

a. First, to protect against a Communist Chinese 
intercontinental ballistic missile attack which might, 
by the mid-1970’s, be directed against population 
centers of the United States. 

b. Second, to provide an option to defend some 
minuteman intercontinental ballistic missile sites 
against a missile attack. 


ce. And, third, to defend our population against 
the improbable but possible accidental launch of an 
intercontinental missile by any nuclear power. 


‘““Ag you know, the question of whether we should 
install an antiballistic missile system — that is, a 
weapon capable of destroying hostile intercontinental 
ballistic missiles — has been considered by the De- 
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partment of Defense for some time. The test of a 
nuclear explosive by Communist China and China’s 
progress in the development of means of delivering 
nuclear weapons make it necessary for us to es- 
tablish a defense to counter this potential danger. 
Specifically, it is estimated that the Chinese Commu- 
nists could have a small but militarily significant 
force of ICBM’s in the mid-1970’s. As pointed out 
in Secretary McNamara’s speech, it was necessary 
to make an immediate decision in order to have a 
defense in position by that same time. 

“An American antiballistic missile system had 
been under development for some years in the so- 
called. Nike-X antiballistic missile system of the 
army. You may recall seeing the article in Life 
Magazine of September 29 on this subject. The 
cover of the magazine depicted one of our atlas 
intercontinental ballistic missiles, fired from Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base, California, being intercepted 
by a missile of an early version of our antiballistic 
missile system which was fired from a test site located 
at Kwajalein atoll in the Pacific. The distance 
from Vandenberg to Kwajalein is approximately 
4,000 miles. 

“The system which we have decided to install is 
the product of the Nike-X research and development. 
We have named the new weapon the Sentinel. 

“The purpose of our presentation today will be to 
tell you about the Sentinel System and why your 
particular area has been selected as one of the possible 
sites for elements of the system. 

“The orientation we are conducting today is an 
extension of our operation understanding, but instead 
speaking of our Nike Hercules System, which will 
continue to provide the capability to destroy bombers, 
we are speaking of the new Sentinel System, which 
was designed against intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles.”’ 


COLONEL DOUGHTIE 
“T suspect that foremost in your mind) is the 
question of why the New England area was selected 
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as the location for a portion of the Sentinel System. 
The location of the New England area is such that 
it is a key position in the complex of Sentinel defenses 
protecting the entire country. 


“In the New England area a great deal of prelimi- 
nary work has already been done to try to find possible 
locations for the equipment — locations which will 
provide the greatest protection for each dollar spent. 
The objectives of the defense dictate the direction 
in which the radars must search, and the general 
areas in which equipment must be located to make 
the greatest contribution to the overall effort. The 
approximate locations and orientation of the radars 
were derived from detailed studies utilizing the 
latest analysis techniques available. These pre- 
liminary analys*s indicated that a missile-firing site 
should be located within an area in the vicinity of 
Boston. 


“Now these tentative general locations were not 
arrived at hurriedly. For approximately eight years 
the department of the army has had a team of ex- 
ceptionally well-qualified people, both military and 
civilian, working on this problem. The team included 
real estate specialists, geologists, engineers, utilities 
experts, and representatives of the weapon system 
contractors, and they have looked at the New England 
area aS well as most of the other areas in the United 
States. 


‘Before the team went into the Boston area all 
suitable public and private properties were reviewed 
and pertinent data analyzed to determine the possible 
feasible sites which could be considered. We tried to 
confine our search to federal property, but we were 
not always successful. We naturally felt that by 
locating of federal property we would reduce the im- 
pact of our actions on city and local plans. 


“Upon arrival in the area the team reviewed the 
possible sites with the local Army District Engineer 
Staff to determine if there was anything which would 
cause a potential site to be immediately rejected. In 
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addition, almost all unimproved real estate was ex- 
amined to see if it could be used. 


“The remaining candidate sites were then examined 
by aerial reconnaissance, thus resulting in the rejection 
of some sites due to obvious reasons such as nearby 
high-rise construction which would obstruct the radar 
view. Finally, a reconnaissance on the ground was 
made of the remaining sites, and more potential sites 
were eliminated from consideration because of geo- 
logical conditions — that is, the property was too 
swampy, too uneven, or too rocky. 


“Once again the sites were culled over and reduced 
in numbers, for various reasons such as probable 
availability. The coordinates or selected locations 
were then analyzed on our computer facility at 
Colorado Springs to determine their possible contri- 
bution to the overall defense of the nation. 

“In the case of the Boston area, our map indicates 
some of the possible locations at Swan Pond, George- 
town, Gloucester, Reading, Ipswich, and the Natick 
Naval Annex near Sudbury. After more detailed 
analyses, these locations as well as possibly some 
others may be considered for exploratory surveys, 
which consist of subsurface exploration and radio 
interference measurements.” 

It was pointed out at the close of the meeting, which 
lasted for a period of two and a half hours, that in all 
probability Boston areas would not be considered be- 
cause of the density of population and other factors, 
but it was believed only proper and logical for the 
core city of the Commonwealth to be aware of what was 
being planned and the purpose for such planning. 


National Civil Defense Exercise 


A National Civil Defense Exercise, in which several 
public safety agencies of city government participated, 
was conducted during the latter part of November. 
This exercise was promulgated, directed, and controlled 
by the Department of the Army, Office of Civil Defense, 
and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and local 
communities were classed as participants only. 
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The objectives were: 


1. To exercise state and local plans for increasing 
readiness measures during a deteriorating inter- 
national situation. 

2. To provide the means for evaluating selected as- 
pects of emergency operations plans (including 
joint military /civil mutual support plans) of state 
and local governments, and of civil defense readi- 
ness at these levels. 

3. Toprovide an opportunity for civil defense officials 
and staffs at all levels to identify, analyze, and 
resolve major problems applicable to a nuclear 
attack situation. 

4. To provide simulated emergency conditions which 
will require officials at all levels of government to 
exercise appropriate decision-making processes, to 
include those concerned with the timing and sub- 
stance of the official information, advice, and in- 
structions that would be released to the general 
public. 


The results of this exercise were most enlightening to 
those present and gave the Public Safety Commission 
an up-to-date and clearer view of current procedures in 
an area of operations which may become more complex 
and time-consuming as time goes on. Instructions and 
briefings were conducted in the categories of responsibili- 
ties, exercise controls, operational reports, evaluation 
reports, radiological defense, communications, warnings, 
conduct, and administration. 


Disasters 


The following circular was distributed to all city de- 
partments concerning disasters and hurricanes, and we 
consider it of sufficient import to include it in our 
annual report. 


PSYCHOLOGY OF DISASTER 


The majority of people believe that a disaster is something 
that happens to someone else — never to themselves or to 
their families. 
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This “delusion of personal invulnerability” to a disaster 
has been and can be counteracted by vigorous training or by 
imaginative actions or both. 

The awareness of the emotional needs of people and some 
knowledge of methods to use in meeting these needs in a 
disaster will increase your ability to care for yourself and 
others. 

Any effort you make to inform yourself and your family will 
be of the utmost value and importance in any disaster. 

Knowledge allays unreasonable fears. Anyone can ac- 
cumulate level-headed facts about what to do by taking Civil 

_ Defense courses. They are free for the asking. 

Perhaps as a means to a higher end, Civil Defense should 
emphasize the idea of preparing for the more psychologically 
tolerable natural disaster (fire, hurricanes, etc.). 

How many families in Chicago, marooned in their homes by 
blizzards, wish they had stocked up with the Civil Defense’s 
list of survival needs while they waited for trucks to get 
through with food and other supplies? The Civil Defense 
program would have been equally valuable in Rhode Island 
during the hurricane of 1938 or in Worcester after the tornado 
of 1953. | 

These should be sufficient reasons for making a thoughtful 
householder stock a corner of his cellar with nonperishable 
food and water, first aid supplies, and a transistor radio. 
Common sense suggests that this same corner would be a 
good place to store a shovel, an axe, a kerosene lamp, and 
one’s camping gear. 

It wouldn’t hurt; it would be a start. All of which is a 
roundabout way of saying to all: Get with it! Your Boston 
Civil Defense Office stands ready and eager to help you. 


IMPORTANT FALLOUT FACTS 
What Is Radioactive Fallout? 


Radioactive fallout consists of small dust particles, each 
of which acts like a miniature X-ray generator. 

After a nuclear explosion, these dust particles are drawn 
high into the atmosphere and carried away by upper wind 
currents to drop, unheard and often unseen, hundreds of 
miles from the point of explosion. Radioactive rays are 
generated in each bit of dust. 


What Is the Danger? 
Radioactive rays are dangerous to human tissue, depending 
on the amounts absorbed. 
Significant Facts 
1. The greater the distance, the lesser the amount of fall- 


out, the greater the time to implement your community and 
family disaster plan. 
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2. Radioactivity decays rapidly within the first forty- 
eight hours and then more gradually. 


3. Shielding. The amounts of radioactivity received can 
be controlled by shielding the body from the rays emitted by 
the falling dust. Three feet of earth or fifteen inches of 
concrete will provide almost complete protection. 


What We Can Do 


Remain in a fallout shelter as long as necessary, dependent 
on the intensity of the radioactivity in your area. Remem- 
ber you will be advised over the Emergency Broadcasting 
System when it is safe to come out and for how long. 

If you do not have a specially designed shelter, remain in 
your basement. 


Cover the windows with concrete blocks or earth. 
Above all, do not remain out of doors until advised to do 
So. 


HURRICANE SAFETY PRECAUTIONS 


1. Hurricanes are always accompanied by gale winds, 
torrential rains, and flying debris. Board up, put on storm 
shutters, tape, or otherwise protect windows. 


2. Keep your radio or television on and listen for the 
latest Weather Bureau warnings and advisories. 


3. Get in extra food, especially items which can be eaten 
without cooking or with very little preparation. Remember 
that electric power may be lost. 


4. Sterilize jugs, bottles, cooking utensils, and fill with 
drinking water, as municipal water service may be inter- 
rupted. 


5. Have flashlight and/or other emergency lights in 
working order and keep them immediately available. 


6. Don’t touch loose or dangling wires. Report such 
damage to the light and power company, or to the nearest 
police officer. 


7. Report broken sewer or water mains to the Water De- 
partment. 


8. Unless you are qualified to render valuable emergency 
assistance, stay away from disaster areas where you may 
hamper first aid or rescue work. 


9. Bealert to prevent fires. Lowered water pressure makes 
fire-fighting difficult after storms. 


Know and Heed Your Civil Defense Signal 
There will be only one signal sounded on our Warning System (sirens). 
A 3- to 5-minute wavering sound. 
Suggested Emergency Food 


Drinking water in bottles and jars, packed to avoid breakage. Store 
at least seven gallons for each member of the family. Remember that 
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fruits and vegetables packed in water will also give extra liquid for 
emergency drinking purposes. Another source is your hot water heater, 
which will supply thirty to sixty gallons of water depending upon the 
2 of the tank. Drink only water or other liquids that you know are 
safe. 


Fruits and juices Milk Baby food 
Vegetables Instantaneous drinks Raisins and chocolate 
Soups Canned meat and fish Packaged cereals 


Emergency Medical Supplies 
The same as you have in your medicine cabinet under normal routine 
conditions — 
Iodine Petroleum jelly Aspirin 
Bandaids Bandages Alcohol 


and whatever else you may feel necessary. 


Tornadoes 


Although this area of the country has been fortunate 
insofar as tornadoes are concerned, we nevertheless do 
not forget the tragic results of the tornado which hit 
the City of Worcester in June of 1953. We therefore sub- 
mit below a copy of a bulletin issued by the United 
States Department of Commerce which was forwarded 
to all city departments and distributed throughout the 
Boston School System by the Superintendent of Schools, 
William H. Ohrenberger: 


TORNADO 


No wind on earth is more violent than the tornado, and 
nothing in nature can produce more total destruction in so 
short a time. In seconds, a tornado can transform a thriving 
community into a ruin. 

ESSA, the Environmental Science Services Administra- 
tion, through its Weather Bureau, keeps constant watch on 
the nation’s weather. When conditions are such that tor- 
nado generation is possible, ESSA issues a tornado watch. 

The tornado watch is the first alert for a specified area to 
be on the lookout for tornadoes. When a tornado is actually 
observed or indicated by radar, a tornado warning is issued. 
This means that persons in the area covered by the warning 
should take emergency precautions immediately. 

ESSA’s warning service is our first line of defense against 
these vicious storms — but it cannot save lives unless you 
give your cooperation. 

When you receive a tornado watch, continue normal ac- 
tivities but be alert to weather outside, and stay near a radio 
or television set to hear further watches and any tornado 
warning for your area. 
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When you receive a tornado warning, seek inside shelter, 
preferably in a tornado cellar, underground excavation, or 
steel-framed or reinforced concrete building. Stay away 
from windows. If you are in an office building, stand in an 
interior hallway on a lower floor, or basement. . Factory 
workers should post a lookout and move to the section of 
the plant offering greatest protection. In homes without 
tornado shelters the basement usually offers greatest safety. 
Seek shelter under heavy furniture in the center of the house 
if you have no basement. Keep some windows open, but 
stay away from them. Do not stay in house trailers when a 
tornado warning is received. 


IN SCHOOLS, GO TO AN INTERIOR HALLWAY OR BASEMENT SHEL- 
TER, AVOID AUDITORIUMS, GYMNASIUMS, AND OTHER 
STRUCTURES WITH WIDE, FREE-SPAN ROOFS. 


If you see a tornado — and if there is time — report it to 
your local Weather Bureau Office or to law enforcement 
agencies. 


During tornado emergencies stay tuned to radio or tele- 
vision for latest messages from the Weather Bureau. 


Snowstorms 


We experienced two serious snowstorms in 1967, one 
on March 15, which was the heaviest to blanket Boston 
in six years, and another on November 15 which was 
one of the fastest-hitting blizzards to visit Boston for 
many years. The March 15 storm dumped 10.9 inches 
of snow on the Hub and heavy amounts throughout the 
state and most of New England. The November storm 
and cold wave was the earliest winter storm in memory, 
with many motorists being caught in their cars with 
fading batteries and gasoline supplies, and without being 
equipped with snow tires. Abandoned vehicles of all 
descriptions made streets impassible to police and fire 
apparatus, and many people found it impossible to reach 
home until late in the evening. 


Even though the ‘Emergency Communications 
Center’? at Civil Defense Headquarters was activated 
upon both occasions and rendered exceptional service to 
the public, nevertheless it was necessary during the 
November storm to activate headquarters in the Mayor’s 
Office also, as the suddenness of the storm coupled with 
the glazing of highways in a matter of minutes required

extraordinary speed and coordination to meet the 
emergency in such a short period of time. 


Several recommendations for improvements in oper- 
ations were submitted after the November storm and 
are presently under consideration, the more important 
of which were: 

1. That a helicopter be procured for use by the Fire 
Department for observational purposes, especially 
when twenty or thirty fires are being fought 
throughout the city simultaneously. 

2. That closer contacts be made available to the 
School Department by the M.B.T.A. and city 
departments so that, when decisions are being 
made concerning the closing or opening of schools, 
confusion will be lessened, and schedules for ren- 
dering various services may be gauged in a more 
efficient manner. 

3. That a two-way radio system between the Super- 
intendent of Schools and M.B.T.A. officials be 
installed. 

4. That receptacles filled with sand be placed in 
various locations along expressways running 
throughout the city. 

5. That a new type of signal system be devised that 
would alert schools and other departments — and 
more especially the public — to any major emer- 
gency or disaster. 


All of the above recommendations are being studied 
for possible implementation into our 1968 budget request. 


Miscellaneous 


Two disturbances during the year were handled so 
efficiently and diplomatically by Police and Fire Depart- 
ment personnel that they were not allowed to expand or 
explode out of proportions — one in the Roxbury Dis- 
trict in June and another in the vicinity of the Sack 
Theatre in May, where both incidents were described by 
the police as ‘‘confused groups” rather than “riots.” 

A study was made by the Police and Fire Departments 
regarding the tactics used by rioters in New York during 
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the eruptions that took place in that area last summer. 
One interesting aspect of this study which was directed 
to the attention of Board Members concerned the utiliza- 
tion by rioters of hydrant caps which were removed and 
used as missiles, even though both caps on an individual 
hydrant were chained together. (In Boston we have 
individual chains.) The Public Works and Fire Depart- 
ments have had this matter under study during the latter 
part of the year, and it is anticipated that suggestions 
or recommendations will be offered in the not too distant 
future to minimize the possibility of such a tactic being 
carried out in the Boston area in the event of a major 
riot, which, we realize, is always possible but highly 
improbable. 


The Board’s attention was directed to a hazardous con- 
dition existing for a long period of time on the M.B.T.A. 
line on Huntington Avenue, extending from Longwood 
Avenue to Northeastern University. Space reserved for 
pedestrians boarding and departing from streetcars in 
this area is very limited, and the Public Utilities Board 
notified M.B.T.A. officials to the effect that something 
must be done to discontinue this hazard. Several sug- 
gestions were made to eliminate this hazard — including 
the widening of the street area, reducing the width of 
sidewalks, removing trees on the reservation, erecting a 
fence, or, as a last resort, eliminating the stops within 
the area. The Public Works Department, the Traffic 
and Parking Department, and the BRA have had this 
matter under study during the latter part of 1967, and it 
is hopeful that some solution, as a result of this study, 
will be forthcoming at an early date. 


A review of our procedural manual on snow removal 
operations resulted in several amendments to improve 
efficiency in procedures and to clarify several points 
which were not too clear in directives issued by a previous 
chairman. One of the main changes recommended and 
adopted was to amend the designation of the agency 
which was previously known as the “Snow Coordinating 
Table.” This title was changed to ‘“Hmergency Com- 
munications Center,’ which more properly identifies the 
function. Since 1961 this function has been operating 
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successfully — in the White Stadium in the first instance 
and presently at Civil Defense Headquarters. This 
service, which is activated on a round-the-clock schedule 
during any type of an emergency, has rendered outstand- 
ing service to the public, and, although we do not have a 
listing of the many services rendered during this period, 
we nevertheless feel that thousands of individuals have 
been assisted who, previous to this time, would have 
been at a loss to know just where to turn during an 
emergency. This service cannot and should not be 
measured in dollars and cents, as the saving of even one 
life or the alleviation of distress in even one instance is 
well worth the time, effort, and monies expended. 


SUMMARY 


The field of public safety has been expanding rapidly 
- during the past decade due to advances in techniques 
in approaching various problems and the emergence of 
many new problems brought about by world tensions, 
population increases, and increased demands by the 
public for better services. 


As a result of the fast pace in which we presently live 
—more especially in the fields of science, medicine, 
electronics, etc., in which this area of the country has 
played an important and leading role — it has become 
extremely difficult to devote the time, money, and 
energy required to study and review the various health 
and safety factors involved to the degree desired. 
However, we are obliged to rely more or less on studies 
made on the federal and state levels to insure our 
residents of the best protection possible. 


Three areas of health where hazards and risks have 
become more prevalent and to which much publicity has 
been devoted during the past year are heart disease, 
lung cancer, and air and water pollution. For several 
years we have been following reports and developments 
in the field of water and air pollution, as it would appear, 
from all indications, that there may be some direct or 
indirect connection between air pollution and the two 
aforementioned afflictions. 
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We note, according to a survey conducted by the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare, that 
Boston ranks with Detroit, Newark, Pittsburgh, and St. 
Louis as areas having the second-worst air pollution 
problems in the country. HEW’s National Center for 
Air Pollution Control in Washington evaluated the 
air in sixty-five metropolitan areas, using air samples, 
fuel consumption, and population statistics. The re- 
port stressed that rating communities according to 
the severity of their air pollution problems is not a 
simple matter and that ‘‘ratings provide only a rough 
measure of the true severity of overall pollution prob- 
lems.” 

As the air pollution problem is one that is widespread 
throughout the country, we are happy to learn that 
both the federal and state governments are deeply 
concerned and are endeavoring to arrive at some 
solution that will at least ease the present situation. 
The expenditure of large sums of money to hire com- 
petent and qualified engineers and technicians by both 
the federal and state agencies is a step in the right 
direction and should, we are hopeful, result in not only 
discovering the causes for but the eventual scientific 
means to combat and eliminate this health hazard 
which has been creating havoc throughout all the 
metropolitan areas of the country. 


We have a deep appreciation of what the challenges 
will be in the years ahead, and it is our intent and 
purpose to continue our efforts, as we have in the past, 
in each and every area where the health and safety of 
the public are concerned.

Motor VEHICLE EXCISE 


The motor vehicle excise was originally created by 
the passage of Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, which 
law became effective as of January 1, 1929. This act 
provided that an excise should be assessed on all regis- 
tered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax formerly 
assessed on this class of property. This law became 
Chapter 60A of the General Laws. 

This excise, per Acts of 1960, Chapter 758, is levied 
at a fixed state rate of $66.00 per thousand and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the State Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all 
assessors of the various cities and towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (i) of chapter 658 of 
the Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respect- 
fully submits a combined annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1967. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Michael A. DeSimone, appointed by the Mayor, City 
Auditor John T. Leonard (ex officio), and Thomas J. 
McGrimley, elected by the membership. Mr. DeSimone 
is chairman. The City Treasurer is the custodian of 
the funds, and Mr. Paul L. Carty is secretary and 
executive officer. 
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SECTION I 


STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suf- 
folk after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is 
paid by the City of Boston, automatically became 
members of the State-Boston Retirement System, un- 
less ineligible under its provisions, and the Boston Re- 
tirement System, which was established on February 1, 
1923, by chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to 
new members. 


Every person whose employment began prior to Oc- 
tober 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the Boston 
Retirement System or had other pension rights or no 
pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, under 
certain conditions of make-up payments, to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System during the three-montk 
period between October 1, 1946, and December 31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by 
chapter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 


Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for non- 
members and Boston Retirement System members for 
an indefinite period.

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INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CONDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 
(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement—At any time be- 
tween ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before 
age fifty-five after having completed twenty or more 
years of creditable service. 

2. Compulsory Retirement—Group I, last day of the 
month in which the member attains age seventy. 
Officials and general employees including clerical, ad- 
ministrative, and technical workers, laborers, mechanics, 
and all others not otherwise classified. 

Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire 
Departments not classified in Group I. Members 
whose regular and major duties require them to have the 
care and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of 
defective delinquents. 

3. Ordinary Disability—A member of the retirement 
system who has not attained age fifty-five and who has 
completed fifteen or more years of creditable service, or 
a member who is a veteran, as defined by law, who has 
completed ten or more years of creditable service, and 
while under the maximum age for his group, may be 
retired by the Retirement Board subject to whatever 
proof of disability it may require. Such a member 
must be permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

4. Accidental Disability—In order to be eligible for 
retirement under this provision a member must be totally 
and permanently incapacitated for further duty through 
an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in the per- 
formance of his duties, before attaining the maximum age 
for his group, and retirement will be allowed only if (a) 
notice was given to the Retirement Board within ninety 
days of the occurrence or (b) application for such retire- 
ment is filed within two years of the occurrence or (c) the 
member received workmen’s compensation for the same 
injury or, if a member of Group II, a record of the injury 
is on file in his department. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 
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In case of application for either form of disability 
retirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of the 
disability, its cause and likelihood of being permanent, 
should accompany the application. 

Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of Public 
Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, and 
the third representing the employee member. The 
Retirement Board will act upon the recommendation 
of this panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBER RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


- The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 

at stated intervals of any member under age sixty pre- 
viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to en- 
gage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his allowance 
may be reduced. If the member’s physical condition 
after such examination permits, the Retirement Board 
may order his reinstatement with the approval of the 
head of his department. 


REPORT OF INCOME 


In accordance with chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the 
retiring authority any income received from gainful 
occupation. The law further provides that if the 
income from gainful occupation added to the pension 
payment exceeds the regular compensation which would 
have been paid to the member had he continued in 
service, such excess shall be refunded to the Retirement 
Board. 


SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of 
creditable service, and salary. An additional sum of 
$15 per year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, 
is allowed if the member is a veteran. In no event shall 
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the retirement allowance exceed 80 percent of either 
the highest five-consecutive-year average or the highest 
two-consecutive-year average salary, whichever is ap- 
plicable in individual cases. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to one 
half of the regular compensation for one year immedi- 
ately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuity 
based on his accumulated deductions. 


Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard to 
age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision con- 
sists of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate 
of regular compensation on the date of the accident or 
the average rate of the last twelve months during which 
regular compensation was received, whichever is greater. 
In addition, $312 per annum is payable for each de- 
pendent child under age eighteen, or for each child over 
age eighteen, if unmarried and physically or mentally 
incapacitated from earning; plus an annuity based 
on the member’s accumulated deductions, providing 
that such pension and annuity shall not increase the 
total allowance to more than the annual rate on which 
the pension is dead. 


TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a Superannuation retirement allowance. 

Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member. 
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Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 

Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age SAD aN 
may receive a retirement allowance. © 

Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive years’ 
average salary, plus an annuity based on his age and 
accumulated deductions. 


OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (b): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option 
(a). This allowance is so calculated that in the event of 
death before the total payments under the annuity 
portion of the allowance equals the amount of the 
accumulated total deductions to the member’s credit at 
the date of retirement, the balance is paid to the bene- 
ficiary. 

Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option is 
smaller than Option (a) and is so calculated that upon 
the death of the member two thirds of such smaller allow- 
ance is payable to the beneficiary. This allowance is so 
calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary will 
affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the spouse, 
child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the bene- 
ficiary dies before the effective date of retirement, 
member may make a new election of either of the three 
options. After the retirement allowance becomes effec- 
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tive, the death of the beneficiary, before the death of 
the member, elected under Option (c) does not alter 
the allowance. 

Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (6). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance is 
computed to be less than $360 per year. In such cases 
a member will receive a refund of his total deductions 
and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $360 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash refund 
of his total deductions and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must be 
paid. 


OTHER BENEFICIARIES 


Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
vivorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, 
or sister, providing one is named on a prescribed form 
and such form is on file at the Retirement Board at the 
time of the death of the member in service. 


A member may name any person as beneficiary to 
receive a lump sum payment. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the mem- 
ber and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH BENEFIT 


Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in the 
performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 

The allowance granted under this section consists of a 
pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of regular 
compensation on the date of such injury or equal to two 
thirds of the average annual rate of regular compensation 
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for the twelve-month period for which he last received 
regular compensation immediately preceding the date of 
death, whichever is greater, and an additional pension at 
the rate of $312 yearly for each dependent child under 
age eighteen, or if over said age and physically or men- 
tally incapacitated for earning. 

In no event shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 

In addition, a lump sum payment of the member’s 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his 
surviving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 


REFUNDS 


Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a mem- 
ber shall receive a refund of his total contributions and 
interest, or, if otherwise eligible, a retirement allowance. 


VETERANS 


A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 
was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total period 
of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own request, 
with the approval of the retiring authority, be retired 
from active service at 65 percent of the highest annual 
rate of compensation, including any bonuses or tempo- 
rary wage increase and including any maintenance 
allowance payable to him while he was holding the 
gerade held by him at his retirement, and payable from 
the same source. 

A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and pay- 
able from the same source; provided he had been in said 
service for at least ten years, with a further allowance of 
1 percent of said annual compensation for each addi- 
tional year of service, but not to exceed 65 percent in 
any case. 
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In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 


The above sections apply also to members of the 
Boston Retirement System and those veterans who are 
members of the Non-Contributory System. 


FINANCING 


Contributions made by members of the State-Boston 
Retirement System are at the rate of 5 percent of 
salary, not including overtime or bonuses. Additional 
contributions may be made at the rate of 5 percent of 
salary, not to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 

All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 


The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 


Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member are 
transferred from his account in the annuity savings fund 
when a retirement allowance becomes effective for the 
member. Also transferred to this fund are any amounts 
standing to the credit of the member in the special fund 
for military service. The total amounts so transferred 
on account of any member shall thereby establish the 
initial annuity reserve for the annuity portion of his 
retirement allowance. 


Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts 
appropriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of the 
administration except those amounts as may be appro- 
priated for the special fund for military service credit. 
All pensions to members or to beneficiaries are paid from 
this fund. 

The special fund for military service credit is the fund 
establishing the amounts which would have been paid 
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into the system as regular deductions by members thereof 
on military leaves of absence had these members re- 
mained in the active service of the City of Boston. 


The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses are paid. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 529 members from 
active service; of this number 390 were for service, 1. was 
a termination allowance, 14 for ordinary disability and 
51 for accidental disability. Survivorship allowances 
amounted to 64, and 9 accidental death benefits were 
granted. 


The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,690, of which 529 were retirements, 1,010 were due to 
resignations, dismissals, and transfers to other retire- 
ment systems, 55 were due to veteran retirements, and 
58 were due to death. 


Members enrolled in the system during 1967 amounted 
to 3,494, of which 20 were former members of the Boston 
Retirement System who joined the State-Boston Re- 
tirement System in accordance with chapter 391 of the 
Acts of 1958. This brought the net amount of active 
members to 23,617. 


The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions, dismissals, deaths, veteran retirements, and 
transfers to other systems throughout the Common- 
wealth was $1,554,478.46 for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1967. 
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Boston Hovusine AUTHORITY 


Under the provisions of Chapter 507 of the Acts of 
1948, the employees of the Boston Housing Authority 
became eligible for membership in the State-Boston 
Retirement System as provided by sections 1-28 of 
Chapter 32 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 

During the year the Board retired 10 male members 
and 2 female members due to superannuation, 1 for 
accidental disability, 1 for ordinary disability, 1 ac- 
cidental death benefit was granted and 7 survivorship 
allowances were granted. 

Withdrawals from membership amounted to 25. 

New members enrolled during 1967 amounted to 48, 
bringing the net number of active members to 914. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions and deaths was $17,080.02. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further pro- 
vided employees who transferred from the Boston 
Housing Authority and other eligible employees mem- 
bership in the State-Boston Retirement System under 
the provisions of sections 1-28 of Chapter 32 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 

During the year 167 new members were employed. 

Withdrawals from membership amounted to 96, 
including 5 members who transferred to other retire- 
ment systems, leaving a total net membership of 530. 
The amount of cash refunded due to resignations and 
transfers was $61,011.48 for the year ending December 
31, 1967. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 


Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958 provided for the 
transfer of the Sumner Tunnel from the City of Boston 
to the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. All em- 
ployees who were members of the Boston Retirement 
System or of the State-Boston Retirement System on

the date of the transfer retained all their retirement 
rights. Any person who became an employee of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority after said date of 
transfer was not eligible for membership. 

During the year 2 members resigned, 1 survivorship 
allowance was granted, 1 member transferred to another 
retirement system, and 1 veteran was retired. This 
brought the net active membership to 31. 

The amount of cash refunded due to resignations 
and veteran retirement was $10,804.63 for the year 
ending December 31, 1967.

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SECTION II 


BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1923, there were in force a num- 
ber of non-contributory retirement plans for employees 
of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, school teachers, school janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court officers, probation 
officers, and judges. 

Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on Febru- 
ary 1, 1923, asystem of retirement for employees of the 
City of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system 
became known as the Boston Retirement System. 

The system went into effect on February 1, 1923, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible for a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action 
on their part, unless they waived this right. All persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not recelve any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1923, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 


A member reaching the age of sixty years may be re- 
tired on his own request, or on the request of the head 
of his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement al- 
lowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to 
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the annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not 
exceed one half of the employee’s average salary for 
five years immediately preceding retirement. 

If a member has been an employee for a period of fif- 
teen or more years, the total retirement allowance shall 
not be less than $480 a year. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, a 
member under age sixty who has completed fifteen years 
of service in the city or county may be granted a retire- 
ment allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, in ad- 
dition, a pension equal to nine tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. 


MepicaL Boarp 


The Medical Board consists of three physicians, a sur- 
geon, a medical practitioner, and a neurologist. The 
Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital on nominations made by the senior medical 
staff. The Medical Board shall arrange for and pass upon 
all medical examinations and report in writing to the 
Retirement Board its conclusions and recommendations 
thereon. 


ACCIDENTAL DiIsABILITy RETIREMENT 


If a member becomes disabled as the result of an acci- 
dent occurring in the performance of duty, regardless of 
age and length of service, he may be granted a retirement 
allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions and, in addi- 
tion, a pension of such an amount as will, together with 
the annuity, be equal to three fourths of the annual 
compensation received by him during the year immedi- 
ately preceding the date of accident. 
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RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


Once a year every member under the age of sixty who 
has retired for disability shall submit to a medical ex- 
amination by the Medical Board appointed for the pur- 
pose. If the Medical Board shall find that the disability 
for which the member was retired has ceased, the member 
may be restored to active duty, or, if the member fails 
to submit to an examination, his retirement allowance 
shall be discontinued. 


Report oF INCOME 


Members retired for disability from the Boston Retire- 
ment System or by any other retirement system are also 
subject to chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DratH BENEFITS 


Regardless of length of service, a death benefit may be 
granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result of 
an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 

This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, a 
pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, or, if 
he leaves no widow, to his children under age eighteen 
and unmarried, or, if he has no children under age eight- 
een and unmarried, to his dependent father or mother. 


OpTions AT RETIREMENT 


No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 

Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or benefi- 
clary. 

Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to 
member throughout his leftime, and the same allowance 
paid to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a blood 
relative, throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 
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Option 3: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 

Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. 
The member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 


There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 


REFUNDS 


If a member resigns or is dismissed from active service 
before retirement the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 percent compound interest will be returned to 
him. If the member dies before retirement, the total 
amount which he has contributed with compound inter- 
est at 4 percent will be paid to his legal representative 
or to the beneficiary or beneficiaries named. Bene- 
ficiaries must be blood relatives. 


VETERANS 


The ‘‘veteran law” as explained in the first section of 
this report is also applicable to eligible members of the 
Boston Retirement System. 


FINANCING 


Each member contributes 4 percent of his regular 
compensation. All contributions are based on regular 
compensation received. Overtime and extra pay are not 
assessable. 

The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated liability con- 
tribution. The normal contribution covers the liability 
on account of current services of members. The accumu- 
lated liability contribution covers the liability on account 
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of services rendered before the establishment of the sys- 
tem and will be discontinued when the liability is 
liquidated. 

The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year there were 5 retirements. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
43, of which 2 were resignations, 2 were due to death, 
and 15 were veteran retirements. Also included were 
24 members who joined the State-Boston Retirement 
System in accordance with chapter 391 of the Acts of 
1958. This brought the net active membership to 196. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions, deaths and veteran retirements was $178,827.67 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1967.

SIR: 
In accordance with the provisions of Section 115, 
Chapter 479, of the Acts of 1938, as amended, I submit 


herewith a brief report of the activities of the Building 
Department during the year 1967.

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DEPARTMENT ORGANIZATION 


The Building Department was established by Chapter 
280 of the Acts of 1871, 

“An Act to Provide for the Regulation and In- 
spection of Buildings, the More Effectual Prevention 
of Fire and the Better Protection of Life and Property 
in the City of Boston,”’ 


and came into being on October 2, 1871. 


This act, with various revisions and amendments, 
controlled the erection and alteration of buildings and 
related matters until July 16, 1892, when it was super- 
seded by Chapter 419 of the Acts of 1892. This act, 
although amended from time to time, remained in 
effect until August 1, 1907, when it was superseded by 
Chapter 550 of the Acts of 1907, which remained as the 
Building Law of the City of Boston until 1943. 

The present Building Code, Chapter 479 of the Acts 
of 1938 as amended, 

“An Act for the Codification, Revision and Amend- 
ment of the Laws Relative to the Construction, 
Alterations, and Maintenance of Buildings and Other 
Structures in the City of Boston,”’ 

was passed by the Legislature on June 27, 1938, with the 
provision that it take effect upon its acceptance by the 
Boston City Council. Acceptance by the Council was 
delayed pending granting by the Legislature to the 
Council authority to make revisions in the law as 
passed by the Legislature. This authority was granted 
by Chapter 217 of the Acts of 1938; whereupon the 
Council proceeded to hold a series of public hearings on 
proposed amendments submitted by architects, build- 
ers, property owners, and various civic organizations. 
As a result of these hearings numerous amendments to 
the act were accepted by the Council, and on May 10, 
1943, Parts 1 to 25 of the act were approved. Parts 
26 to 32 were approved by the Council on December 21, 
1943. Part 33, “War Provision,’”’ and Part 34, “‘Fall- 
out Shelters,’’ were added by later amendments. Since 
1943 the code has undergone several minor and three 
major amendments or revisions. Part 23, “Live and 
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Dead Loads,”’ Part 28, “‘Steel and Iron,” and Part 29, 
“Excavations and Foundations,’ have been completely 
revised, updated, and rewritten, and are incorporated 
in recent reprints of the code. Part 25, ‘‘Wood,”’ 
Part 26, ‘‘Reinforced Concrete,’ and Part 27, ‘‘Pre- 
cast Gypsum Concrete,” are now undergoing revision 
and updating. 


The Building Code places upon the Building Depart- 
ment the duty of inspecting the erection, alteration, 
repair, moving, or demolition of all buildings or struc- 
tures, except those specifically exempted by Section 107 
of the code, and the issuance of permits therefor. The 
department also issues permits for and inspects the 
installation, repair, replacement, or extension of all 
utilities such as plumbing, gas fitting, electrical work, 
elevators, fire-extinguishing apparatus, engines, dyna- 
mos, generators, boilers, heaters, ovens, and other heat- 
producing apparatus governed by the code. 


The department administers the zoning regulations 
formulated and adopted by the Boston Zoning Com- 
mission under authority of Chapter 665 of the Acts of 
1956. These regulations, which became effective on 
December 31, 1964, superseded the original Zoning Act 
of June 5, 1924. The provisions of Chapter 143 of 
the General Laws, insofar as they are applicable to the 
City of Boston, are also administered by the Building 
Department. The department inspects and certifies all 
places of assembly such as stores, restaurants, taverns, 
dance halls, and places of similar occupancy accommo- 
dating fifty or more persons. 


Also placed in the department by ordinances of the 
City Council, but not under the control or supervision 
of the Building Commissioner except in the matter of 
communicating with the Mayor and submitting annual 
reports of their activities, are the Board of Appeal, the 
Board of Examiners, the Board of Zoning Adjustment,* 
and the Zoning Commission. Chapter 616 of the Acts 


* The Board of Zoning Adjustment ceased to exist with the taking effect of 
the new zoning regulations formulated under Chapter 665 of the Acts of 1956, 
on December 31, 1964. 
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of 1955 established in the Building Department the 
Beacon Hill Architectural Commission, which Com- 
mission has the duty of passing on the appropriateness 
of all changes in the exterior architectural features of 
buildings in the Historic Beacon Hill District. Reports 
of these Boards are incorporated herein. 


Chapter 616 of the Acts of 1955, in order to promote 
the general welfare of the public and to maintain the 
area as a landmark in the history of architecture and as 
a tangible reminder of old Boston as it existed in the 
early days of the Commonwealth, created the Historic 
Beacon Hill District, bounded 

“southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon 
street; westerly by a line parallel with and 150 feet 
distant westerly by the westerly side of Beaver street; 
northerly by Beaver place; easterly by Brimmer 
street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly again 
by a line parallel with and eighty feet distant westerly 
from the westerly side line of Charles street; northerly 
again by the southerly side line of Charles street; 
northerly again by the southerly side line of Revere 
street; westerly again by the westerly side line of 

Myrtle street; northerly again by the southerly side 

line of Myrtle street; and easterly again by the west- 

erly side line of Hancock street and said side line ex- 
tended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, how- 
ever, from said area land of the Commonwealth and 

the estates numbered 26 to 88, inclusive, and 98 to 136, 

inclusive, on Myrtle street,” 
in which no permit may be issued by the Building De- 
partment unless certificate of appropriateness or cer- 
tificate of nonapplicability of the statute, issued by the 
Beacon Hill Architectural Commission, which was estab- 
lished under the act creating the historic district, or 
that no exterior architectural feature was involved, was 
on file in the office of the Building Commissioner. 


The historic district was enlarged and extended by 
Chapter 315 of the Acts of 1958 to include a contiguous 
area, bounded 

“southerly by Byron street; westerly by Brimmer 
street; southerly again by Beaver place; westerly again 
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by Embankment road; northerly by Pinckney street; 
and easterly by a line parallel with, and eighty feet 
distant westerly from, the westerly line of Charles 
street.”’ 


Chapter 622 of the Acts of 1963 further enlarged and 
extended the district to include an area contiguous 
thereto bounded 

“southerly by Myrtle street; including, however, 

the estate numbered 26 to 88, inclusive, and 98 to 136, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street; southerly by Revere 
street; westerly by the alley located to the rear of the 
estates numbered 130 to 140 Charles street; northerly 
by the northerly boundary Jine of the estates numbered 
140 Charles street; and by said boundary line ex- 
tended diagonally in an easterly direction across 
Charles street, to Putnam avenue; northerly by Put- 
nam avenue; westerly by West Cedar street; northerly 
by Phillips street; easterly by the rear property lines 
of the estates numbered 79 to 61 West Cedar street; 
northerly and westerly by the northerly property lines 
of the estates located at the northerly ends of Belling- 
ham place, Sentry Hill, and Goodwin place, and the 
northerly sideline of the estate numbered 37 Grove 
street; easterly by Grove street; northerly by Revere 
street; easterly by Irving street; but including the 
estates located on Rollins place,” 


and also another contiguous area bounded 

“northerly by a line parallel to and forty feet dis- 
tant southerly from the southerly sideline of Cam- 
bridge street; easterly by Bowdoin street; southerly 
by Derne and Myrtle streets; westerly by Irving 
street; generally southerly by the northerly, easterly, 
and westerly boundaries of the area defined in section 
one B; southerly by Revere street; westerly and 
northerly by Embankment road; and northerly by 
Charles Street Circle, and including the estates located 
as 131 and 141 Cambridge street and 2-16 Lynde 
street.”’ 


Chapter 625 of the Acts of 1966, which became effec- 
tive on December 1, 1966, created a “Back Bay Resi- 
dential District”? and established within the framework 
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of the Boston Redevelopment Authority a “Back Bay 
Architectural Commission’’ which is empowered to pass 
on all building construction and related matters within 
the district. The Building Commissioner may not grant 
permits for construction within the area unless the 
application therefor bears a certificate from the com- 
mission that no exterior architectura] feature is involved 
or is accompanied by a certificate of design approval. 


The ‘‘Back Bay Residential District”? comprises the 
area bounded as follows: 

‘westerly by the easterly side Jine of Charlesgate 
Kast; northerly by the southerly side line of Back 
street; easterly by the westerly side line of Embank- 
ment road; northerly by the southerly side line of 
Beacon street; easterly by the westerly side line of 
Arlington street; southerly by the northerly side 
lines of the public alleys between Newbury street 
and Commonwealth avenue, from Arlington street 
to the westerly side line of Massachusetts avenue, 
said lines being extended across intervening streets 
and Massachusetts avenue; westerly by the westerly 
side line of Massachusetts avenue; and southerly by 
the northerly side line of Newbury street.” 


Chapter 737 of the Acts of 1960 established state- 
wide regulations relative to gas fitting in buildings 
throughout the Commonwealth. These regulations 
superseded the Boston Gas Fitting Regulations on 
February 1, 1961. 


Chapter 168 of the Acts of 1962 transferred from the 
Building Department and placed in the Traffic Com- 
mission the licensing, supervision and control of all 


open-air parking spaces. This transfer became effective 
on July 1, 1962. 


Chapter 623 of the Acts of 1962 amended Section 121 
of the building code by repealing or revoking all provi- 
sions of the code relative to the examination and licens- 
ing of journeymen and master gas fitters and placing 
such powers and duties in a board established in the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities by Chap- 
ter 737 of the Acts of 1960, effective October 3, 1962. 
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Under Chapter 143 of the Genera] Laws, Section 71G, 
as amended by Chapter 616 of the Acts of 1963, effective 
November 5, 1963, the granting of licenses to operate 
elevators throughout the Commonwealth was placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Safety.

LEGISLATION 


During the year there were no changes made in the 
Zoning Law by the Legislature. 


Four previous amendments to the enabling act were 
as follows: 


Chapter 408, Acts of 1957 — An act which extended 
the time for the acceptance of the zoning enabling act 
by the City Council to June 13, 1958. 


Chapter 77, Acts of 1958 — An act which increased 
the membership of the Zoning Commission from nine to 
eleven members by adding two additional appointments 
at large by the Mayor, required the confirmation of 
appointments by the City Council, and increased hear- 
ing and meeting quorums. 


Chapter 244, Acts of 1964 — An act postponing the 
effective date of the Boston Zoning Code to December 
31, 1964. 


Chapter 642, Acts of 1966 — An act which eliminated 
Section 2 of Chapter 665, Acts of 1956, which provided 
that use of a particular parcel of land for a municipal 
purpose in a district where dwellings are permitted 
required a special order of the Zoning Commission, 
thereby eliminating any further need for special order 
applications. 
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Public hearings, executive sessions, and inspection 
trips were held as found necessary, the staff of the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority rendering such as- 
sistance as was essential in the way of investigations, 
field surveys, drafting, and secretarial work. A detailed 
record of the proceedings has been filed in the office of 
the Commission. This record is open to public in- 
spection and notice of decision has been mailed to all 
parties in interest.

The Board of Examiners was created by city ordi- 
nance in 1913 and reestablished under legislative act 
in 1938. The Board acts upon applications of persons 
desiring to be licensed in Boston as construction super- 
intendents, approving or rejecting said applications 
under certain rules and regulations adopted as procedure 
by the Board. The members are appointed by the 
Mayor and are delineated under the ordinances as an 
architect or engineer, a contractor or mechanic, and a 
lawyer or a person with legal qualifications. 

During 1967 the Board accepted for examination 180 
applicants. Of these 149 were approved for license, 
thirty were rejected, one applicant failed to appear for 
examination. Lapsed licenses reissued numbered 243, 
and the number of current renewals was 2,179.

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Administration 
(a) Personnel and Administrative Expenses 


During the fiscal year 1967 an Administrative Plan 
PL 85-606 submission was made to the Office of Civil 
Defense, Region One. This plan was accepted and 
approved for the latter half of fiscal year 1967, and will 
save the Boston Civil Defense Department $24,000 in 
Administrative expenses the first year and $49,606 dur- 
ing fiscal year 1968-69. 

(6) Program Paper and Programs Report 

The Program Paper submission for fiscal year 1966-67 
and fiscal year 1968-69 has been made as required by 
the Office of Civil Defense, Region One. ‘The paper 
describes the specific things a local government intends 
to do during the year to build its civil defense capability. 
It reflects the maximum activity possible, within local 
manpower and budget limitations, in the following pri- 
ority areas: community shelter-planning, emergency 
operational planning, increased-readiness planning, at- 
tack warning, radiological monitoring, emergency com- 
munications, supporting emergency functions, and 
supporting public education programs. 

To be eligible for federal financial assistance, each 
local government must submit a program paper each 
federal fiscal year. A semi-annual progress report is 
also required. An approved program paper is required 
before requests for financial assistance will be considered, 
including any of the following: 

(1) Personnel and Administrative expenses 

(2) Contributions for Civil Defense equipment and 
facilities 

(3) Contributions for student expenses 

(4) Acquisition of surplus property 


Local Program papers must be approved by state 
prior to submission to the OCD, Regional Director, for 
his approval. 


(c) Change of Administration 

The resignation of Leslie W. Magoon as director was 
accepted by the Mayor and the appointment of Capt.

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Crvit Drrenske ACTIVITIES, 1967 


Statement of Policy 


The National Fallout Shelter Survey which was 
initiated during the fiscal year (1962) by the Depart- 
ment of Defense, signalled the change in basic planning 
policy for evacuation of urban target areas in the event 
of enemy attack, to that of ‘‘Directed Movement to 
Shelters.” 


Shelter 


As a result of the Phase II survey and updating 
programs conducted by the Army Corps of Engineers, 
the City of Boston showed a potential of 3,722 shelters 
with enough space to house 2,845,836 people. Presently 
1,108 shelters with a capacity of 1,310,482 people have 
been licensed and marked. Approximately 560 shelters 
to care for 473,317 people have been stocked with food, 
water, medical, and radiological equipment. All this 
equipment utilized for stocking public fallout shelters 
is supplied free of charge by the federal government. 
At an average cost of $2 per person, this policy repre- 
sents a savings of $946,634 to the City of Boston. 

The stocking of fallout shelters has been a problem 
because laborers have not always been provided to 
handle the transfer of supplies. However, trucks 
utilized in these transfers have been supplied by the 
National Defense Transportation Association members 
resulting in a considerable saving to this city of nearly 
$52,000 in transportation costs. 

In addition to already existing logistical problems, 
the urban renewal program has reduced the number of 
potential shelters already established and stocked with 
supplies. resulting in the additional burden of retransfer 
of supplies from buildings to be demolished. 

The fallout shelter license and stocking program 
will continue over the next several years, with additional 
programs directed to initiating family shelters in deficient 
areas of the city. Almost 90 percent of Boston’s public 
Shelter capability is located in areas which make up 
about 10 percent of the total land area. Although 39 
percent of the peak daytime population is located in 
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this same area, only 18 percent of the peak nighttime 
population is found in the sheltered area. It has been 
determined that we can shelter up to 57 percent of the 
daytime population of (1,200,000) and 34 percent of 
the night population of (697,197) within 1.5 miles of 
movement. Therefore, it 1s necessary that we have a 
combination of public and family shelters to provide 
protection for all citizens day and night. In the last 
analysis this protection must be provided by an in- 
formed public willing to assume the responsibility for 
protecting their families. 


As of June 11, 1968, the Bureau of Census has com- 
menced a home fallout protection survey, with the 
objective of informing the residents of Boston as to 
the relative protection in their homes and how to im- 
prove it. The Boston Civil Defense Department 
personnel will be available to answer requests for in- 
formation on the survey and provide brochures and 
other assistance where needed. 


Warning System (NAW AS) 


An extension of the National Air Warning Attack 
Svstem was installed on November 17, 1965, in the 
Boston Police Headquarters. The City of Boston now 
receives the air raid warning immediately upon in- 
ception at the North American Air Defense Command 
in Colorado. The National Air Warning Attack Signal 
reaches the Massachusetts State Warning Point and 
warning points within the state from the North Ameri- 
can Air Defense Headquarters (via) the National III 
Warning Center, Washington, D.C. The Principal 
State Warning System Point located at the Massa- 
chusetts Police Headquarters, 1010 Commonwealth 
avenue, will retransmit the initial air raid warning 
information over all its available communications sys- 
tems to local communities. The Secondary Warning 
Point located at Boston Police Headquarters, 154 
Berkeley street, receives the warning simultaneously 
with the primary warning point. The Bureau of 
Operations will then retransmit the warning to local 
Boston police stations with instructions to activate 
the air raid sirens. This system is tested twice a day 
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the warning being received at the primary and secondary 
warning points instantaneously upon inception. The 
average time required to warn the several states and 
acknowledge receipt of warning is eighty seconds. 


The original installation of the Civil Defense warning 
system in the City of Boston provided complete warning 
coverage of the city through the use of 121 sirens. 
The city was divided into fourteen sections in which 
police district stations were designated as control 
points. Installed in these stations were controls elec- 
trical, and telephone, which provided power and mode 
of operation, after notification by Police Headquarters 
of an existing emergency. The average number of 
devices per control point was eight. 


During the past several years four Police District 
Stations 2, 3, 16, and 17, have been deactivated or 
demolished resulting in no automatic warning coverage 
of West Roxbury, Back Bay, and the entire area north- 
east of Massachusetts avenue. Because of building 
demolition and deactivation twelve sirens were removed 
causing gaps in warning coverage. There are twenty- 
two devices presently inoperative for various reasons, 
e.g., electrical, mechanical, or beyond economical re- 
pair. 

In the past there has not been a comprehensive 
program for testing, inspection, preservation, and pre- 
ventive maintenance. Devices, stands and supports 
were allowed to deteriorate and a poor situation became 
progressively worse. At the present time the warning 
system is in need of extensive repairs, partial or com- 
plete replacement of sirens and stands. In some cases, 
expensive control units were not recovered from de- 
molished or deactivated buildings. In one case, Police 
District 2, the warning device and control units were 
not returned to this department’s warehouse as indicated 
to the Boston Redevelopment Authority. (Ref: Civil 
Defense letter, dated November 13, 1967, to Mayor 
Collins.) 


As of April 8, 1968, a project application has been 
submitted to update the warning system at a cost of 
$240,000. The federal share for updating this system 
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and putting it in working order will be $120,000; pro- 
viding the City of Boston agrees to allocate the money 
required to implement the project. 


Radiological 


In the event of a nuclear attack on the United States 
and under various wind situations, any area of the 
country could experience a serious fallout situation. 
Therefore, an organized capability of detecting, measur- 
ing, reporting, and analyzing levels of fallout radiation 
is needed to furnish information to authorities at all 
levels of government as a basis for making decisions 
affecting the period of shelter occupancy; restoration of 
vital facilities, firefighting, law enforcement, rescue, 
decontamination, emergency exposure to radiation, and 
other vital tasks. 

The fixed monitoring stations located at fire houses 
are provided with radiation kits and have trained moni- 
tors on duty at all time. Eighty-two fixed radiological 
monitoring stations have been established at police 
divisions, fire houses, the U. 8. Public Health Hospital, 
Employees Liability Insurance buildings and are fully 
equipped with federal Radef kits containing Geiger 
counters, survey meter, dosimeters, and gas masks. 
About 1,700 regular firefighters have received training 
in radiological monitoring, an additional 517 civilian 
Radef monitors have been trained and assigned to 
public fallout shelters, seventy-four monitors having 
been trained during fiscal year 1967. 


Support Training 
(a) Medical Self-Help 


The Medical Self-Help Training Course was de- 
veloped by the Public Health Service in cooperation 
with the Office of Civil Defense. It is endorsed by the 
American Medical Association and many other national 
health organizations. If a disaster strikes and there is 
no doctor, the Medical Self-Help Training Course may 
mean the difference between life and death. During 
the 1967-68 school year 7,919 students in public and 
private schools were trained in this area. 
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Public Information 


In addition to answering hundreds of telephone and 
written requests for information concerning the public 
fallout shelter program, distribution of thousands of 
copies of brochures on fallout protection; the family 
fallout shelter; first aid; home protection exercises; 
headquarters emergency sanitation; this department has 
held public and private meetings enlisting the services 
of the U. 8S. Army Corps of Engineers as well as those 
of our own personnel to acquaint public and private 
building owners with basic information about the public 
or community fallout shelter program. Boston Civil 
Defense personnel have visited building owners and 
licensees to provide data concerning protection factors, 
storage problems, legal implications, and other detailed 
information. 

Numerous speeches and briefings have been given to 
military, civic, social, professional, and fraternal groups 
and it is expected that specific meetings will be arranged 
by this department to acquaint city officials and repre- 
sentatives of business and industry with the latest De- 
partment of Defense policies. 


Civil Defense Exercise 1967 


In compliance with Administrative Services Depart- 
ment Directive No. 22, September 29, 1965, a Civil 
Defense Readiness Exercise was held on October 4, 1967. 
The purpose of this exercise was to review the actions 
which the state Civil Defense Director might take dur- 
ing a period of increased international tension and also 
to assist our effectiveness in carrying out those actions. 

As a follow-up to the above Readiness Exercise, a 
CDEX-67 exercise was held. This exercise describes a 
series of international events resulting in the breakdown 
of diplomatic relations and an eventual attack upon the 
United States. The Action Log describes the hourly 
communications and intelligence reports, plus those 
necessary command decisions taken by the Boston Civil 
Defense Director and his staff. The Log appears to be 
a comprehensive assessment of a simulated war-caused 
disaster from the beginning of the Increased Readiness 
Period; Attack and Immediate Postattack Period; and 
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the In-Shelter and Shelter-Emergency Period. It was 
our objective (1) to provide an opportunity for Civil 
Defense officials to identify, analyze, and resolve major 
problems applicable to a nuclear attack situation; (2) to 
provide simulated emergency conditions which would 
require officials to exercise appropriate decision making 
processes; (3) to include those concerned with the 
timing and substance of the official information, advice, 
and instructions which would be released to the general 
public. 

Simulated actions were taken to increase readiness. 
prior to the attack, as were actions taken on warning; 
the simulated strike, and radiological situation. News 
releases were also simulated on Emergency Public In- 
formation, and on those situations which could be 
anticipated in the future. Communications were main- 
tained with other levels of government by telephone, 
RACES Radio Net, and Hot Lines.

In our quarters the truck was used as a lighting plant 
at four multiple alarm fires in Boston. 

Our quarters are manned from 7 p.mM.—12 P.M. each 
night by a duty crew consisting of one officer and four 
fire fighters. 


Our quarters have been manned approximately 4,500 
man hours to date. All man hour figures in this report 
were computed on a one officer and four fire fighters 
for duty basis. 


Total number of members at this date is twenty-two: 
one captain, five lieutenants, and sixteen fire fighters. 

At the present time Engine Company CD-10 responds 
to mutual aid signals transmitted by the City of Boston 
with the exception of Quincy and Cambridge, also the 
company is phoned into service to the Boston Fire 
Alarm Office on transmission of a fourth or greater 
alarm fire or on a combination of multiple alarms which 
constitute a fourth alarm response. 


Planning 
(a) Civil Defense Emergency Operating Center for the 
New City Hall 


In the near future the Boston Civil Defense Depart- 
ment will be relocated in the New City Hall at present 
under construction. When completed, a modern Emer- 
gency Operating Center will be available to all city de- 
partments and other agencies concerned with natural 
or war-caused disasters and any potentially dangerous 
situations that would require the mutual cooperation 
of these agencies. 


In order that the Emergency Operating Center may 
function properly under disaster-type contingencies, 
it is imperative that an adequate communication plan 
be established. Much of the basic research has been 
accomplished during the last half of fiscal year 1967. It 
is my intention to hire Mr. Sherman Wolf, Director of 
Two-Way Radio, as Project Engineer and Consultant 
to write a comprehensive Emergency Communication 
Plan for Boston. It will be Mr. Wolf’s function to 
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conduct a detailed survey and examination of the 
Emergency Communication facilities and systems in 
Boston and to provide a communication plan which 
will integrate these resources into a flexible plan for 
the Civil Defense Emergency Operating Center. 

The purpose will be to make full use of all communica- 
tion facilities, as appropriate, for any emergency, 
without interference with the primary function thereof, 
and to maintain liaison between all city departments 
and other agencies as needed during periods of potential 
disasters, such as snowstorms, hurricanes, floods, civil 
disturbances, or war-caused disasters; so as to ensure 
the continuity of local government during these con- 
tingencies. 


A contract to accomplish the above is at present 
under consideration by the Legal Department for the 
City of Boston. 


(b) Civil Defense Gurage and Depot 


On November 13, 1967, a project application was 
made to the Public Facilities Department for the 
Capital Improvements Alterations and Repair Program 
on the planned construction requirements for this de- 
partment. 


At that time, it was stated that the Boston Civil 
Defense Department urgently required a new Garage 
and Logistical Support Depot. This building is needed 
for the preservation of emergency equipment of all 
types (rescue trucks, generators, medical supplies, etc.) 
and as an Operating Center to carry out the everyday 
stocking program for fallout shelters. 


Justification 

1. Dover Street warehouse will be utilized by BRA. 

2. The Albany Street garage has insufficient space 
for our operation. 

3. This action will result in a reduction of operating 
costs (rentals). 

This project is at present under consideration by the 
Finance Commissioner for financing.

Str, — In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 

In accordance with chapter 236 of the Acts of 1966, 
registration was held as follows: 

At the central office from 9 a.m. to 5 P.m., Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays excepted; from January 3 to 
September 6, inclusive; from September 27 to October 
18, inclusive; and from November 8, to December 
29, inclusive. 

At the central office from 9 a.m. to 10 P.m., Saturdays 
included as noted, August 26, 29, 30, 31, September 5 
and 6 for the Preliminary City Election; and on Octo- 
mero, 4, 5, 6, 7, 10, 11, 16, 17, and 18 for: the City 
Election. 
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At locations in each of the twenty-two wards from 
6 p.m. to 10 P.mM., except on Saturdays when the hours 
were from 9 a.m. to 10 P.m. on August 26, 29, 30, 31, 
September 5, 6, for the Preliminary City Election. Reg- 
istration sessions were also held on October 38, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
9, 10, 11, 16, 17, and 18, for the City Election. 


Physically Disabled: In accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter 196 of the Acts of 1946, persons quali- 
fied to vote, but who are unable to appear at a registra- 
tion office because of a physical disability were examined 
in their homes or other places of confinement upon re- 
ceipt of an application for such registration. Applica- 
tlons were received from 105 such persons. Of that 
number 52 were found to be qualified and were duly 
registered. It was found that 17 of the applicants were 
previously registered and on the voting lists. Persons 
so registered or on the voting lists were furnished with 
applications for absentee ballots for the City Election. 
There were 36 applications received that were not acted 
on as the persons were not qualified or refused to register 
or because the application was received too late to be 
acted upon. 


Supplementary Registration of Federal Service Per- 
sonnel: Under provisioxs of chapter 51, sections 50 and 
51 of the General Laws, as amended by chapter 283 of 
Acts of 1966, extended the time for such registration to 
on or before 4 P.M. of the day preceding a preliminary or 
an election. There were 26 such registrations in Boston. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS 


At the State Election November 8, 1966, the number 
of voters on the list was 294,900. The number of voters 
on the first list published by the Board was 267,878. 
From that time to the close of registration for the City 
Election there were added the names of 18,920 persons. 
Included in this latter figure are the names of 4,133 
persons who were restored to the voting list without 
registration, under the provisions of chapter 244 of the 
Acts of 1947. The number of voters on the final list 
sent to the polls on the day of the City Election, held 
on November 7, 1967, was 286,798, a decrease of 8,102 
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from the number of persons on the list at the preceding 
State Election. The number of voters on the final 
list, December 29, 1967, was 286,812. 


NOMINATION PaprErRs, REFERENDUM AND RECOUNT 
PETITIONS 


A total of 145 persons declared their intentions for 
nominations to city offices; 25 for Mayor, 86 for City 
Councillor, and 34 for School Committeeman. Forty- 
four of these did not file nomination papers. The re- 
maining 101 candidates submitted 7,119 nomination 
papers on which 181,486 names were certified; 12 can- 
didates were certified for the office of Mayor (1 with- 
drew after certification and 1 was disqualified by the 
City Ballot Law Commission), 45 candidates were certi- 
fied for the office of City Councillor and 20 candidates 
were certified for the office of School Committeeman; 
28 papers petitioning for the recount of the votes cast 
for the office of City Councillor and for School Com- 
mitteeman were filed after the City Preliminary on which 
704 names were certified; 1 initiative petition for Repeal 
of the Elimination of Racial Imbalance in Public Schools, 
consisting of 1 paper on which 10 names were certified; 
1 initiative petition for Limiting the Purposes of Pre- 
Primary Conventions, consisting of 127 papers on 
which 3,032 names were certified; 1 initiative petition 
providing for the Reduction of the House of Represent- 
atives, consisting of 281 papers on which 4,017 names 
were certified; 1 initiative petition relative to the holding 
of a Constitutional Convention in 1971, consisting of 172 
papers on which 2,500 names were certified; 1 initiative 
petition for Repeal of Law requiring Photo of Licensee 
and Extension of Period for Automobile Licenses, con- 
sisting of 2 papers on which 10 names were certified; 
making a total of 7,730 papers filed, on which 191,759 
names were certified. 


RECOUNTS 
Recounts of votes cast in the City Preliminary were 
held in various wards on October 3, 4, and 5. Recounts 
of the votes cast for City Councillor were held in Wards 
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1, 18, 19, 21, and 22. Recounts of the votes cast for 
School Committeeman were held in Wards 1 and 21. In 
addition to the above wards, recount petitions were 
filed for City Councillor in Wards 7, 11, 16, 17, and 20, 
as well as for School Committeeman in Wards 3 and 22, 
but contained an insufficient number of valid signatures. 
There were no recounts following the City Election. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST 


The names of 4,803 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. 


JURORS 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1967 contained 
the names of 9,812 residents of Boston. During the 
time covered by this report 6,418 were drawn for jury 
service.

SPECIAL COMMENTS 


Lae a7 C8 

There were 2,099 fires in buildings during 1967. 
Several of these were large fires, the most spectacular 
occurring in the C. Crawford Hollidge Department Store, 
141-148 Tremont street, on Saturday, February 18, 
1967, about 7.10 a.m. Five alarms were sounded and 
the building was a total loss. 


2. Fire Prevention 

Again this year as in the past, the Fire Prevention 
Division submitted an entry in the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association Contest which is a measuring device 
for fire prevention programs conducted throughout the 
country. The Boston Fire Department placed first in 
the Commonwealth, fourth among cities of over 500,000 
population, and fifth nationally. 

The Inspection Force of this division has established 
a program of inspection designed so that the occupants 
of the premises to be inspected can make no advanced 
preparations to circumvent the honest viewing of any 
location. The total number of inspections made by the 
Inspection Force of this division totaled 26,273 for the 
year 1967. Places of assembly were also inspected by 
this Force a total of 2,918 times. Additional inspections 
were made by the officers in the subdistricts where the 
places of assembly are located. In locations requiring a 
specialized knowledge, the inspectors of this division 
specially trained in that field were assigned to make 
these inspections to ascertain that no fire hazard existed 
or continued due to a lack of knowledge. All matters 
concerning other city departments were reported by the 
inspections of this division on the necessary forms to the 
department charged with this responsibility. These 
totaled 750. 

The Arson Inspection Squad of the Fire Prevention 
Division is charged with the responsibility of investi- 
gating the cause and circumstances of every fire and 
explosion occurring within the city limits. The results 
of these investigations are to help determine whether 
such fire was caused by carelessness, design, or is a 
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violation of law. These investigations are carried on for 
the use of the Boston Fire Department in removing 
causes of fires and explosions, apprehending of culprits 
responsible for fires and the turning over of all the facts 
and evidence to the office of the State Fire Marshal. 
Many hours of investigation were spent in investigating 
cause of fires where arson was suspected in a series of 
multiple alarm fires that occurred in the North End 
section of Boston where deaths and injuries were many. 
Undetermined, suspicious, and incendiary fires totaled 
530. Injuries reported and investigated totaled 61 with 
deaths attributed to fires totaling 31; 6 arrests were 
made in the course of a year and 8 cases were presented 
to the Municipal Court; 2 convictions were obtained; 
one case was tried in Superior Court and a conviction 
was obtained. 


This department continues with its routine In-Service 
inspections by company units of the department. In- 
formation and inspection recorded is appraised in this 
division and in those instances where further action is 
required, the inspection report is brought to the attention 
of Fire Prevention inspectors for closer study of the 
problem. Their findings are made known to the District 
Fire Chief and the fire company involved with recom- 
mendations and corrective action necessary. These in- 
spections are in excess of 8,700 in the course of a year. 


3. New Equipment and Apparatus 

In keeping with technological advances in the field of 
communications, the Boston Fire Department purchased 
55 portable Channel 2 radios for on-fire-ground oper- 
rational use. The radios permit the officer in charge of 
a multiple alarm fire to exercise tactical command not 
only on every side of the fire but also permits immediate 
communication with personnel who may be operating 
inside a building. ‘This device permits every area to 
keep the Command Center informed of conditions and 
needs. Operating on a very high frequency band, these 
radios are also keyed in to Command Posts in three 
different locations in the city as well as a Mobile Com- 
mand Post to facilitate on-fire-ground communication. 


Fire DEPARTMENT 5 


One of the more important changes which occurred 
in the year 1967 was the changing over of propulsion 
power of fire apparatus from gasoline engine to diesel 
engine. All engine changes required saw the conven- 
tional gasoline-powered engine replaced by diesel. Appa- 
ratus procurement stipulated that diesel power was to 
be furnished as well as power steering and driving aids 
which permit ease in handling of heavy equipment. Con- 
tracts were awarded for the purchase of 13 pumping 
units of 1,250-gallon capacity and one telescopic ladder 
truck, with delivery in 1968. All units ordered are to be 
equipped with power aids and automatic transmissions. 
The telescopic ladder truck (aerial platform truck) is 
equipped with a platform at the top which can be used 
to effect rescues, as a water tower, aS a work platform, 
for window ventilation, removal of shutters; also as an 
elevator for lifting personnel and equipment to upper 
floors and the stretching of hose to these floors. The 
platform will hold four persons and can be operated 
either from the top or the base. New specifications for 
tractor units require quick disconnects for electrical 
circuits, hydraulic circuits, power circuits, etc., and a 
universality of connecting requirements and fifth wheel 
arrangement to permit the shifting around of tractors 
and trailer units as the needs of the department dictate. 
This preplanning is the initial start of a program to gear 
the vehicular requirements of the department to a 
reasonable program of replacement in order to avoid in 
the future the need for a highly accelerated compensa- 
tory program of repair necessitated by old age of appa- 
ratus falling heir to the ills and vicissitude of obsoles- 
cence. New chiefs cars were supplied to each fire dis- 
trict. Each car was equipped with automatic trans- 
mission, power steering, and power brakes. 


4. Fire Stations 

The construction of eight new fire stations has been 
authorized. In cooperation with the Fire Department, 
the Public Facilities Commission of the City of Boston 
is working on preliminary plans for two of the stations. 
Preliminary plans for additional stations will be pre- 
pared as soon as definite sites have been procured. 
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The new stations are to replace old fire houses which 
are obsolete or which will require relocation due to rede- 
velopment activities in the city. The Public Facilities 
Commission has prepared a program for alterations and 
repairs to eight pieces of Fire Department property, 
based on surveys by members of its staff and officials 
of the Fire Department. 


5. Training Division 

Forty-eight new fire fighters were appointed to the 
department on January 18, 1967, and were given seven 
weeks of intensive training and drilling in basic proce- 
dures at fires, including engine and ladder company 
operations, use of special equipment, first aid, rescue 
work, and the handling of radioactive materials. 


6. Civil Disturbance 

The Boston Fire Department suffered its first exposure 
to civil disorder in June of 1967 in the Blue Hill Avenue 
section of Roxbury. The disturbance which rocketed 
into a full-blown incident within a twelve-hour period 
saw the Boston Fire Department immediately adopt 
emergency operating procedures to permit its continued 
fire protection of the city and to cope with the meteoric 
escalation of fire incidents within the area involved. 
Prompt geographic definition of the area, isolation 
thereof, withdrawal of fire equipment to the perimeter, 
application of a Task Force operating concept, quali- 
fied response only for fire apparatus, police protection 
for personnel, personnel protection material, emergency 
shortwave communication control, retention of person- 
nel on duty and expanded mutual aid arrangements 
proved relatively successful without any serious lessen- 
ing of the basic fire protection of the city. The period of 
disturbance began on June 2, 1967, and after peaking on 
the third day, began deescalating, reaching a ‘‘Period of 
Unrest”’ on the fifth day, a phase which permitted the 
department to return to cautious normal operation with 
the return of operational control and communications 
to usual facilities. One fire lieutenant suffered a gun- 
shot wound in the right hand at the scene of a false 
alarm at Rockville park and Warren street, Roxbury.

7. Alarms 
The department responded to 32,311 alarms during 


the year, 184 of which were multiple alarms and 10,882 
were false.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DIVISION OF HOSPI- 
TAL SERVICES, BOSTON DEPARTMENT OF 
HEALTH AND HOSPITALS 


The Commissioner, Department of Health and Hospitals, 
Boston, Massachusetts. 


Sir: 

It is my privilege to submit the second annual report 
of the Deputy Commissioner-Hospital Services for the 
year 1967. The mechanism of an ad hoc committee for 
the purpose of preparing an annual report was used for 
the first time this year. Mr. Arnold W. Fieber, Assistant 
Deputy Commissioner-Medical Records, served as chair- 
man of this committee. Miss Catherine Sullivan, R.N., 
Assistant Deputy Commissioner-Nursing, David S. Sher- 
man, M.D., Assistant Deputy Commissioner-Hospital 
Services, and Mr. Frank E. Guiney, Assistant Deputy 
Commissioner-Hospital Services served as members of 
the committee. The chairman was authorized to call 
upon any persons within the hospital who might be of 
assistance in the drafting of the annual report. Compara- 
tive data for the year 1967 in relation to those presented 
for the year 1966 are available, although they were not 
included in this report. For the future, I would recom- 
mend maintaining the continuity of comparative data. 

It is almost axiomatic that the person responsible for 
drafting the annual report will encounter difficulty in 
obtaining reports from departments and divisions. This 
year in reporting for 1967 was no exception to this. 

The merger of the Department of Health and the 
Department of Hospitals, which caught the imagination 
of major sections of the country, is sufficiently new to 
still present problems in developing systems and mechan- 
isms for effecting the potential of the merger. Efforts of 
administrative personnel, department heads, and others 
within the Hospital Services Division have been most 
instrumental in moving steadily and really quite progres- 
sively toward realization of the benefit of a merger, 
especially with regard to the functional unity of the three 
hospitals. Regularly recurring meetings of principal 
persons in the administrative structure of the Division of 
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Health and Hospitals and the continuation of adminis- 
trative rounds, in which all assistant deputy commis- 
sioners participate, have served effectively common ob- 
jectives in delivery of medical services. 


The national revolution of the delivery of medical 
services has not left the Department of Health and Hos- 
pitals untouched! Much remains to be done toward the 
objectives outlined in my annual report of 1966. Progress 
being made on a national level toward careful analysis 
and development of mechanisms for the delivery of 
medical services on an integrated and regional basis is 
not felt at the local level. The opportunity for the De- 
partment of Health and Hospitals to serve as an aggressive 
pacemaker, influencing delivery of medical and health 
services on a regional basis, remains a challenge. 


There is universal acceptance of the fact that the hos- 
pital is the organizing focus for health care. Nearly 
seven years ago there was effort made to get at the crux 
of the problems in the organization, administration, and 
management of the Boston City Hospital. There was 
brought together an administrative structure commen- 
surate with the highly intricate and complex problem of 
delivery of health services from a municipal facility that 
had affiliated with it three excellent medical schools. 
In the Division of Hospital Services this effort has con- 
tinued through strengthening of departments by ap- 
propriate analysis and recruitment of competent persons 
to organize and redevelop various departments in ac- 
cordance with trends and problems in the delivery of 
medical services. 


Miss Catherine Sullivan joined the Department of 
Health and Hospitals on April 1, 1967, as Assistant 
Deputy Commissioner-Nursing. Her responsibilities in- 
clude the total nursing services and nursing education 
of the entire Department of Health and Hospitals —a 
tremendous complex responsibility which is being managed 
most efficiently. Miss Sullivan’s career in the United 
States Public Health Service has brought important as- 
sets to the department’s nursing service and nursing edu- 
cational programs. 
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Mr. Arnold W. Fieber joined us on October 16, 1967, 
as Assistant Deputy Commissioner — Medical Records. 
Mr. Fieber had an outstanding record of accomplishment 
at the Lahey Clinic in Boston. He has already made a 
major contribution in the correction of serious deficiencies 
in the Medical Records Department. Mr. Fieber’s re- 
sponsibility extends throughout the Department of Health 
and Hospitals. 


Miss Faine McMullen became Coordinator of Health 
Manpower Training on July 5, 1967. Her imagination, 
resourcefulness, and administrative competency assures 
a “breakthrough” for the department in critical areas of 
health manpower training, recruitment, and retention. 
At some point the position of Coordinator of Health 
Manpower training should be located within the Personnel 
Department as a division head. 


The annual report of 1966 made reference to the study 
of the Social Service Department. Although it is beyond 
the scope of this report, it is reasonable to note here the 
appointment of Mr. George I. Krell as Assistant Deputy 
Commissioner — Medical Social Service. Mr. Krell 
joined us from a major position in California where he 
was Chief, Bureau of Social Services, Medicaid Programs 
for the State of California. Mr. Krell’s responsibility for 
social service throughout the Department of Health and 
Hospitals assures us of the development of programs and 
service compatible with public expectation of a major 
health services resource such as the Department of Health 
and Hospitals. 


By way of summary, it can best be said that the 
opportunity for the Boston Department of Health and 
Hospitals to become a pace setter and a leader in the 
delivery of total health services remains available. This 
opportunity could be lost. In the interest of the official 
health and hospital agency of the City of Boston joining 
forces with other health and hospital agencies of the city 
in order to provide maximum and optimum services as 
needed, serious efforts in development of sources of 
financing must be courageously made. Demands upon 
knowledgeable and sophisticated leadership shall be 
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great, and rest heavily upon all who choose to sustain 
the effort in bringing about continuation of service at a 
high level of care for those who seek it — either single- 
handedly or in collaboration with other institutions on a 
formal or informally organized basis.

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DATA BY SERVICE AND DEPARTMENT FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1967 


First and Third Medical Service (Tufts) 

There were 2,977 patients admitted, 104 more than the 
previous year. There were 368 deaths and 167 autopsies. 
Average daily census was 84. 

The Circulation Laboratory provided clinical services 
in (1) adult cardiology, (2) pediatric cardiology, (3) pre- 
natal cardiology, and (4) coagulation and control. Active 
research and teaching programs under the Director, Dr. 
Joseph V. Messer, continue. 


Second and Fourth Medical Service (Harvard) 

There were 3,229 patients admitted and 16,325 out- 
patient visits. 

The Thorndike Memorial Laboratory comprises some 
185 active members and seven honorary consultants, 
Serving to attract a very high quality of trainees for re- 
search and clinical activity in cardiovascular disease, 
microbiology, diabetes and metabolism, endocrinology, 
renal disease and electrolytes, liver, nutrition and G.I. 
diseases, infectious diseases, and hematology. Many 
scientific papers were published during the year by this 
unit. 


Fifth and Sixth Medical Service (Boston University) 


The Fifth Medical Service had 1,536 admissions, and 
the Sixth Medical Service had 1,525 admissions. 


Electrocardiography Laboratory 
Under the direction of Lawrence B. Ellis, M.D., this 
section had a 19 percent increase in ECG’s over the pre- 
ceding year. December, 1967, had the highest number 
of ECG’s taken, 2,592, and there was a total for the year 
of 29,804. 


Dermatology Service 
The residency program was again accredited by the 
American Academy of Dermatology. The Dermatology 
out-patient clinic, operating four mornings per week, had 
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approximately sixty patient visits per day. An average 
of five in-patient dermatology consultations were made 
each day, with a total of sixty-three patients hospitalized 
during the year. The department sponsors and partici- 
pates in an active research and educational program. 


Neurology Service and Research Unit 

After many years of dedicated service Dr. Derek E. 
Denny-Brown retired as Director at the end of 1966. 
Simeon Locke, M.D., was appointed Acting Director 
until mid-1967, at which time Flaviu C. A. Romanul, 
M.D., became Acting Director. The Neurological Service, 
though independent, is closely allied with the Neuro- 
surgical Service, and with all the medical services of the 
hospital. The Neurological and Neurosurgical Services 
continue to share responsibility for the forty-eight beds 
on Wards Medical 7 and 8. However, the rotation of 
neurosurgical residents to Long Island Hospital, insti- 
tuted in July, 1958, was terminated during the year, as 
were the programs involving the Children’s Medical 
Center and the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital. 

There were 360 in-patient admissions for investigation 
and treatment and 2,899 out-patient visits for 1967. In 
addition, the service provided 1,966 consultations on 
neurological problems throughout the hospital as re- 
quested. The Cerebrospinal Fluid Laboratory received 
4,384 specimens, necessitating 10,070 determinations of 
gammaglobulins. The Electroencephalography Labora- 
tory logged 747 in-patient recordings and 317 out-patient 
recordings. The Neuropathology Laboratory has reported 
on 314 autopsies in addition to special biopsies and re- 
ports. The service has continued to contribute in a 
meaningful way to the research and educational activities 
of the department. 


Psychiatry 
The Psychiatry Service continued its phase of growth 
and development during the year by increasing its re- 
search program two-fold. Specifically, research in alco- 
holism was sponsored by a quarter million dollar grant 
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from the National Institute of Mental Health, National 
Center for Prevention and Control of Alcoholism. 

The clinical services of the Psychiatry Service were 
bolstered by the addition of Carl N. Brownsberger, M.D.., 
formerly assistant professor at the University of Wash- 
ington in Seattle, who joined the service in August as 
full-time Director of the Psychiatric Consultation Service. 

General goals for the near future include enlargement of 
clinical services for ambulatory patients through the 
development of a better organized Psychiatric Emergency 
Service, and through the provision of an expanded Psychi- 
atric Service staff. 


Alcohol Study Unit 


The Alcohol Study Unit, funded by an initial three- 
year grant from the National Center for the Prevention 
and Control of Alcoholism, National Institute of Mental 
Health, has begun a comprehensive psychological investi- 
gation of the behavior of the chronic alcoholic. The 
unit, whose program began June 1, 1967, is located on the 
second floor of Building HH, South Department. It has 
facilities for the study of the behavior of four alcoholic 
patients and accomplishes this end with a complex of 
operant behavioral programming equipment, including 
a small, special purpose computer-central data processor, 
along with complete yoked closed-circuit television 
systems to enable continuing surveillance of all patient 
behavior. The unit also contains a modestly equipped 
metabolic and clinical laboratory. During the course of 
the first year of the study, unit personnel designed and 
tested the reliability of several behavioral-observational 
instruments to measure human behavior not amenable 
to direct recording by the operant behavioral apparatus. 
A series of behavioral studies have investigated the rela- 
tive influences on specific behaviors of the chronic alco- 
holic of social interaction and alcohol, two relevant 
variables thought to influence this behavior importantly. 
In addition, the interaction of these two variables is being 
explored by techniques permitting systematic manipula- 
tion on the availability and “cost” of each of the two 
variables. 
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The Alcohol Study Unit was established initially in a 
pilot basis through municipal funding. This led to the 
successful application of a National Institute of Health 
grant. Peter Nathan, Ph.D., is in charge of this unit. 


Pediatric Service 


A total of 5,004 patients were admitted in 1967; 27,965 
patients were seen in the Out-Patient Service, while about 
125 children were seen each day in the Emergency Ward. 
The patient load was somewhat diminished this year 
because of diminished space during the renovations of the 
Mary E. Curley Pediatrics Building. 


PEDIATRIC SURGICAL SERVICE ADMISSIONS 
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First Surgical Service (Tufts) 

A total of 1,709 persons were admitted during the year, 
and there were 877 operations. House officers rotate to 
the Mt. Auburn Hospital, the Boston Veterans Adminis- 
tration Hospital, the New England Medical Center 
Hospital, and the Overholt Thoracic Clinic. 


Third Surgical Service and Research Laboratory 
(Boston University) 

This service had 1,708 patients admitted, with 1,109 
operations performed. This service has maintained its 
accreditation with the American Board of Surgery and the 
American College of Surgeons and operated in close 
affiliation with the Boston University School of Medicine. 
The thirteenth annual seminar sponsored by this service 
was held on May 3, 1967, with the entire proceedings 
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published in the American Journal of Surgery (September, 
1967). The service is involved in several and varied 
research activities, and the Director and his staff have 
published several papers in the leading professional 
publications. 


Fifth Surgical Service (Harvard) and Sears 
Surgical Laboratory 

The Surgical Service showed a significant increase, with 
a rise to 1,704 new patients treated and with a rise in 
operations performed up to 1,053. Extra corporeal pig 
liver perfusion for treatment of lethal hepatitis and 
exchange transfusions used in this condition represented 
new avenues of surgical therapy. 

Teaching at all undergraduate levels continued to 
form an important activity of the service. 


Urology 

This service continues to expand its services. In 1960 
there were 578 admissions, and in 1967 there were 845. 
An active accreditated training program, affiliated with 
University Hospital, Veterans Administration Hospital 
in Providence, Veterans Administration Hospital in 
Boston, and the Pondville State Cancer Hospital, con- 
tinues to assure a supply of interns and residents on this 
service. 

Thoracic Surgery 

Dr. John Strieder, founder, Director and Chief of this 
service, retired in June of 1967 after many years of 
dedicated work. Dr. Robert Berger was appointed the 
new Director of the service on July 1, 1967, succeeding 
Dr. James Bougas. Renovation for a new Intensive Care 
Unit was initiated during the year. Approximately one 
third of all admissions to the service are for trauma. 
The activity of this service consists of pulmonary, 
esophageal, and traumatic operative procedures. In 
addition, over 500 minor procedures and endoscopies 
were performed, with 600 consultations provided to 
other sections of the hospital. 


Neurosurgical Service 


The Neurosurgical Service has continued to develop 
and grow more complex, with the majority of the work 
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now concerning itself with patients with nontraumatic 
condition. This flowering of the neurosurgical program 
has resulted from a vastly improved resident staff and an 
increase in the number of full-time visits on the Neuro- 
surgical Service. ‘There were 411 adult in-patient ad- 
missions during 1967, resulting in 432 diagnostic proce- 
dures and 424 operations, of which 328 were classified 
as major. Consultations to the Out-Patient Clinic 
increased as 804 patients received care and treatment by 
visits. In addition to in-patient, out-patient, and 
accident floor duties, the service has increased its in- 
terests and active participation in varied research and 
educational programs. 


Orthopedic Surgery Service 
Affiliations with the Lahey Clinic, Boston, the Shriners 
Hospital, Springfield, the Lakeville Hospital, Lakeville, 
and the Massachusetts Hospital School im Canton 
continue. Residents of the Surgical Services of the three 
affiliated medical schools rotate to the Orthopedic 
Surgery Service. 


Department of Physical Medicine 


The staff in this department was increased during the 
year. At the Boston City Hospital 27,760 patient visits 
were made, while at the Mattapan Chronic Disease 
Hospital there were 15,933. This department has in- 
creased service to the Chronic Disease Hospitals at Long 
Island and Mattapan. 

Since April 1, 1967, Dr. Paul I. O’Brien has graciously 
served as Acting Director. Arthur A. Thibodeau, M.D., 
is now Acting Director. 


Gynecology and Obstetrics 


The service, since July 1, 1967, has been under the 
Directorship of Dr. David Charles, professor of obstet- 
rics and gynecology, and chairman of that department at 
Boston University School of Medicine. 

During this year the Maternal Infant Care Program 
has come into effect, and at the present time we are 
functioning with five Satellite Clinics. 

There is a Cancer Screening Program under the di- 
rection of Dr. Douglas J. Marchant. Planning has been 
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worked out for the physical improvement of the building 
for the care of the patient. There has been a 10 percent 
decrease in the number of obstetrical cases and deliveries 
in the past year. 


Department of Anesthesiology 

Anesthesia was administered to 10,432 patients in 1967. 

During the year the Nursing Service assumed responsi- 
bility for the administration of the Recovery Room. 

This department is an integral part of the Harvard 
Anesthesia Center, joined with the other Harvard 
affiliated hospitals and their anesthesia departments in 
the general area of anesthesia research and improved 
clinical and training facilities. 


Ophthalmology Service 

In 1967 Dr. Simmons Lessell was appointed Director 
of the service. There have been significant changes in 
personnel and organization, with beginnings of renovations 
and equipping of the physical plant which promise to 
provide improvements in the quality of patient care. 
OPD visits totaled 16,822; there were 372 surgical opera- 
tions, and over 2,000 visits to special clinics.

Department of Dentistry 

Richard Taylor, D.M.D., resigned as Director of De- 
partment of Dentistry on August 30, 1967. Philip L. 
Maloney, D.M.D., was appointed as the new Director on 
September 1, 1967. 

This service, which handled 17,388 patients in the 
Out-Patient Department as well as 5,811 hospital patients, 
has increased the number of patients. This service is 
now treating patients at Long Island and Mattapan 
Chronic Disease Hospitals.

During 1967 construction of the new laboratories was 
completed, and the department moved to its new larger 
quarters. 

The bacteriological activities continue to show a steady 
rise of approximately 10 percent per annum, which has 
been going on for the past twelve years. Without doubt 
this rise is due to an increase in the number of chronically 
ill patients, the increased availability of new drugs, and 
methods of treatment requiring more precise bacterio- 
logical identification and increasing awareness of the 
frequency with which bacteriological factors in disease 
are operative. 

The laboratory has continued to serve the hospital in 
collaboration with the Thorndike Memorial Laboratory. 
Members of the laboratory have served as consultants 
in infections and pulmonary diseases, have performed all 
of the cytogenic studies that the hospital needed, have 
provided immunological consultation, and have begun to 
plan community health activities. 


CuinicaAL LABORATORIES 

Dr. Jane Desforges is the Acting Director of the Clinical 
Laboratories, replacing Dr. William Moloney. The 
laboratory is now about 90 percent automated during 
the day. Each year additional demands are placed upon 
this important facility. Over 740,000 tests were done in 
1967. Modernization, additional space, and critically 
needed trained technicians are items of high priority. 
The course for laboratory technicians is a resource for 
the department. 


Bioop BANK 
This unit is under the supervision of Dr. John Merritt. 
During this year additional services were made available 
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for hemophiliacs, and patients suffermg from macroglo- 
binemia and thrombocytopenic. Procurement of blood 
continues to be most difficult. 


ImmuNo-HemaToLocy LABORATORY 

The work in this laboratory becomes more complex 
since there are more demands for special serologic tests 
such as cold aggiuitinius and hemoglobinopathy. 


Hematotocy LAaBoraToRY 

The Hematology Laboratory continues to be very 
active in teaching house staff and technicians as well as 
in providing facilities for routine and special hematologic 
studies. 


Department of Pathology 
This diagnostic service now comprises a senior staff of 
nine pathologists and twenty-one interns and residents 
in various levels of training. There was an increase in 
the number of cancer cytologic diagnostic tests per- 
formed during this year. 


STATISTICS ON ROUTINE WoRK 
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Department of Radiology 
This department has many training programs in radia- 
tion physics, radium therapy, nuclear medicine, and 
radiobiology. 
The patient load has increased from the previous year 
in all sections of the department.

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Department of Inhalation Therapy 


There is a continuing growth within this department 
and the Lung Station along with the establishment of a 
Central Arterial Blood Gas Laboratory early in 1967. 
Statistics for 1967 reveal 189,484 treatments; 4,680 con- 
sultations; and 1,456 emergency resuscitation calls for 
the Inhalation Therapy Services. The Lung Station, 
Pulmonary Function Laboratory, and Arterial Blood 
Gas Laboratory also reflect a significant measurement of 
growth and development while providing these vital 
services to all areas of the department. The department 
continues to maintain a very active teaching program 
for physicians, nurses, and para-medical personnel. 


Central Supply 

Miss Annetta L. Romano, R.N., Director, reports a 
continuing growth both in volume of purchases and in 
services provided. During 1967 material and supplies in 
excess of $250,000 were purchased and distributed by - 
this unit. Many new disposable items were adopted _ 
during the year, and study and evaluation is continuing 
on others. Miss Romano also is responsible for supervision 
of the operation of the sterile solution room. 


Nursing 


A special assistant to the Assistant Deputy Commis- 
sioner — Nursing was appointed in September. She will 
work as a coordinator with the ODWIN program (open- 
ing doors wider in nursing). The activities of the program 
include recruitment, academic preparation, and financial 
assistance that places special emphasis on recruiting and 
assisting minority and low-income students into and 
through a nursing program. 


NuRSING SERVICE — BCH 


This has been an exciting year. Greater interest has 
been demonstrated in all the facets of patient care. Staff 
nurses attended a four-week program in Coronary Care 
Units funded by the United States Public Health Service. 
Nursing service supported continuing education, both 
intramural and extramural. Several of the hospital’s 
standing committees have added a nurse representative 
to their membership. 
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BCH Scoot or Nursine 

In September seventy-six students graduated, and 
eighty-six students were admitted to the School of Nurs- 
ing, making the total school enrollment 249. 

The school statement of philosophy was revised and 
accepted by the faculty in October. Included in it is the 
following: ““The faculty has faith in the soundness of 
the diploma program as essential to the basic interests of 
society.”’ Nursing education in a diploma school must 
be a broad, flexible course of study coordinating theory 
and clinical experience. 


ScHOOL oF PracticaL NurRsING 

The first class of student practical nurses is nearing 
completion of their program. Out of the twenty-six 
students who were admitted to the school, twenty-two 
remain and expect to graduate in a few months. 

Seven new instructors were added to the faculty to 
prepare for the second class, which will be admitted to the 
school early next year. 


Social Service Department* 


In addition to providing service to the three hospital 
facilities within the department, the social service staff 
participated in the following activities: 


1. A staff member arranged visits to nursing homes 
for residents, assistant residents, and interns. 

2. Medical social work was discussed on the “Career 
Day” program held by the Mission Church High 
School in Roxbury. 

3. A social worker and public health nurse visited 
twenty-eight nursing homes for the purpose of 
making a social evaluation and a nursing assess- 
ment of their ability to give appropriate care to the 
patients transferred to these facilities from the 
Department of Health and Hospitals. A meaning- 
ful transfer agreement with those facilities certified 
for medicare was initiated. 

4. The staff worked with personnel from the Depart- 
ment of Health and Hospital’s Alcoholic Anony- 
mous program to cooperatively strengthen and 
expand benefits to the AA members.

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Chaplains 
CATHOLIC 

Rev. Kenzel F. McLaughlin, S.J., head Catholic chap- 
lain, states that down through the years the Jesuit 
Fathers of the Immaculate Conception Church on Har- 
rison Avenue have served as chaplains at the Boston 
City Hospital. 

Coverage is on a 24-hour per day basis to care for 250 
to 300 patients daily. 

A new practice is to administer the last rites, now 
called sacrament of the sick, to all patients sixty-five 
years of age and older. 

Hospital personnel also benefit from the one daily mass 
and four Sunday masses. 


JEWISH 

Rabbi Meyer J. Strassfeld made 3,148 visits to 978 
Jewish patients admitted to the Boston City Hospital. 
His visits bring comfort, hope, and identification to 
patients by providing prayer books, reciting prayers, ar- 
ranging for Kosher food, and representing spiritual con- 
cern of the hospital. 


PROTESTANT 
The Rev. John M. Billinsky, Rev. Henry C. Brooks, 
and Rev. A. Elmore Plummer provide pastoral and 
counseling services to the Boston City Hospital on a 
24-hour, 365-day schedule. Some 10,330 persons received 
attention by them — patients, hospital personnel, and 
relatives of patients. An important activity has been 
the training of interfaith clergy in the art of ministering 
to the sick. 
Health Training Programs 

On August 18, 1967, Miss Faine McMullen was ap- 
pointed Coordinator for this new program, which is 
administratively under the Deputy Commissioner — 
Hospital Services, Department of Health and Hospitals. 

The Coordinator is chairman of the Committee on Ad- 
missions and Advancements. The primary function of 
this committee is to assure a minimum loss of health 
manpower personnel through coordinated program of 
admissions, transfer, and retention of trainees within 
the department. 
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Pharmacy 

We completed the first full year of directorship by Mr. 
Anthony Ricciardone over the pharmacies of the three 
hospitals. 

During this past year a reorganization of the depart- 
ment was instituted, with many new innovations being 
implemented. 

John W. Schermerhorn, Ph.D. functioned as a con- 
sultant to the Pharmacy Service for the department. He 
%s a professor at Northeastern University, College of 
Pharmacy. 

Medical Record Department 

On October 16, Mr. Arnold W. Fieber, RRL, assumed 
his duties of Assistant Deputy Commissioner — Medical 
Records. During the two remaining months of the year, 
changes in the methods of maintaining medical records 
were instituted, and a general reorganization was begun. 


Medical Library 
The Medical Library serves the regular hospital medical 
staff as well as students from the medical schools as “A 
Medical Library Away from Their Own Library.”

A Medical Library research grant from the Health, 
Education and Welfare, National Library of Medicine, 
Public Health Service, was received in 1967. 


Management Services 

HouUSEKEEPING 

During 1967 all ward porters were placed under the 
direct control of the Housekeeping Division. This move 
allowed the Director of the Division to more effectively 
carry out all of the responsibilities of hospital house- 
keeping. Plans have been made for the transfer of linen 
control from Housekeeping to the Laundry and the 
transfer of all household cleaning supplies from the Ware- 
house to Housekeeping. These changes will be made 
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during 1968. Due to the inability to recruit male house- 
keeping personnel we were unable to complete the take- 
over of housekeeping functions in the remaining patient 
areas. 


Dietary DEPARTMENT 

Servomation Corporation has made a_ preliminary 
study of our dietary department during the last few 
weeks of 1967. They have been awarded a contract for 
in-depth study, and recommendations will be forthcoming 
during 1968. Plans also have been made to assign ten 
ward porters to the Dietary Department for the express 
purpose of placing the responsibility for delivering food 
to patient areas in the kitchen where it belongs. 


Launpry DEPARTMENT 

During 1967 this department has been going through 
some changes in preparation for the installation of new 
machinery and possibly the consolidation of the Long 
Island and Mattapan laundries with the laundry in the 
main hospital. In 1967 a survey conducted by Lewis 
Associates showed a need for the expenditure of at least 
$250,000 to accomplish the laundry consolidation. 


AMBULANCE SERVICES 

The contract for two-way radios was awarded and 
installation in all ambulances will be made in 1968. 
Effective use of ambulances and immediate contact with 
ambulances will be possible. The year 1967 saw another 
Increase in the number of trips for blood. This is caused 
by the shortage of blood in the immediate area. 


Volunteer Service 

There is one area of service which, while not unique to 
the hospital, is one which is extremely important to the 
hospital and its patients. 

This is Volunteer Service. It may run the gamut from 
escorting patients to delivering flowers, from helping to 
feed patients to working with the children in our Pediatric 
Department, from waiting on customers from our gift 
cart to providing clothing for needy patients upon dis- 
charge from the hospital. 

Volunteer Service, indispensable to the hospital, is 
provided by hundreds of conscientious individuals who 
want to help others without thought of any reward to 
themselves. 

There were 55,756 hours provided by 546 volunteers.

Deputy Commissioner — Administrative Services 
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ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 


There was a midyear change in leadership as the 
duties and responsibilities in fiscal affairs and manage- 
ment of the newly merged department were substantially 
increased. Dr. W. Roy Hamilton was appointed Deputy 
Commissioner on July 22, succeeding Joseph P. Lally. 
Dr. Hamilton brought a vast expertise in government and 
modern management procedures at the federal, state, 
and local levels. For three years he served as fiscal 
advisor to Mayor Collins and effected city-wide manage- 
ment improvements. 

Dr. Hamilton’s review of other city department 
policies, oversight of fiscal financial matters, and haison 
with federal agencies was appropriate for his new assign- 
ment. Among his other previous credentials were teach- 
ing posts at both the University of Maryland and Wayne 
State University, fiscal consultant to the Governor of 
Maryland, and staff director and consultant to the Out- 
door Recreation Resources Review Commission. 

In a major move toward modernizing the management 
practices in the department, personnel and general service 
functions were placed under Dr. Hamilton’s supervision. 
His other financial concerns included purchasing and 
control, legal affairs, administrative and management 
services. 

Immediate efforts were launched to install computerized 
data-processing equipment. Contracts were negotiated 
for the acquisition of a sophisticated Honeywell H 200 
computer to supplement the original IBM data-processing 
machinery. Job descriptions had to be written, and 
there was difficulty in acquiring personnel because of wide 
competition in both the hospital and business com- 
munities. 


New Systems EMPLOYED 


A complete revamping of current business systems 
began, with emphasis on admitting and charge proce- 
dures. The Admission’s Department began gathering 
more complete patient background information to facili- 
tate billing needs. Both credit and collection systems 
were scrutinized and increased efforts made to receive 
payments from those able to pay. 
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The total cost of operation or general ledger expense 
for the year was nearly $28.5 million as compared to 
$23.6 million. Collections rose from about $8.7 million 
to nearly $11.3. A much higher collection, figure was 
anticipated during the next calendar year as the new 
systems became more familiar to the staff.

The Division of Community Health Services is re- 
sponsible for the health and care of the nonhospitalized 
patient. This includes responsibility for the emergency 
services, out-patient clinic services, the employee health 
services, and the public health services. The division 
enforces statutory laws, ordinances, and regulations 
dealing with public health. Through its seven neighbor- 
hood health units the division provides many health 
services to the maternal and child health; dental health; 
environmental health; and public health nursing. The 
division is also responsible for coordinating the many 
health activities and services being offered by other public, 
private, and voluntary organizations serving the people 
of Boston. 


Ambulatory Clinic Services 
Out-PaTIENT DEPARTMENT 

The changing social order is creating new and demand- 
ing challenges in the provision of health services. The 
new health needs demand revision in the traditional 
concepts of the organization and delivery of health 
services. ‘The hospital is considered the principal organiz- 
ing focus of a new and more effective system for the de- 
livery of comprehensive health services. The best possible 
out-patient services have become an indispensable element 
in the provision of comprehensive health services. 

Boston ‘City Hospital’s Out-Patient Department pro- 
vides a wide variety of diagnostic, treatment, and reha- 
bilitation clinics for the citizens of Boston. During 1967 
approximately 298,783 patient visits were made to these 
clinics, and approximately 64,590 individuals were treated, 
including 17,086 new patients. 

There is continued improvement of out-patient services 
at Boston City Hospital. Among current developments 
are new services, procedures, and programs such as: 

1. The Visiting Nurse Association has assigned a 
VNA staff nurse to coordinate services patients receive 
in the Out-Patient Department with those required at 
home. From the patient’s standpoint, this means im- 
proved continuity provided in his care. 
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2. A public health nurse has been assigned on a 
full-time basis to the Out-Patient Department to facili- 
tate patient care in nursing homes and eliminate the gap 
that too often exists between the hospital and the nursing 
home. The public health nurse performs a number of 
distinct functions which contribute to improvement of 
nursing home care of the patient discharged from the 
hospital: (1) She develops and maintains channels of 
communication between the Out-Patient Department and 
nursing homes so that pertinent information about the 
patient is made readily available to those providing care; 
(2) she works and consults with hospital personnel so 
they may better understand the problems faced by nursing 
homes and transmit more practical nursing information; 
(3) she arranges for transfer agreements between the 
department and those nursing homes that qualify for 
such agreements. She also works closely with other 
agencies to upgrade nursing homes, thus increasing the 
numbers able to qualify for admission. 

From October 1, 1967, to December 31, 1967, 245 
nursing home placements and 225 follow-up visits were 
made with regard to patients placed in nursing homes. 
Thirty-four evaluation team visits by social workers and 
public health nurses were made to nursing homes. 

3. During 1967 the Pediatric Clinic was renovated to 
allow for more personalized patient care. A number of 
large rooms were divided into two, providing each doctor 
with an individual examining room. Also, a full-time 
visiting physician is present in the Pediatric Clinic daily, 
allowing for better supervision of the medical staff and 
improved patient care. 

4. The High Risk Prenatal Clinic, established in 1967, 
provides prenatal patients defined as high risk with ap- 
propriate specialty care, intensified appointment sched- 
ules, additional home visits, and treatment in or out of the 
hospital as needed. Referrals are made to this clinic 
from the four neighborhood prenatal clinics and the Out- 
Patient Department’s Prenatal Clinic. 

5. The Out-Patient Department’s Eye Clinic was 
reorganized to allow for improved patient care. The 
newly established appointment system accords the 
patient a continuing relationship with the physician. 
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6. New modern equipment has been purchased and 
put in use. New wheelchairs and a new pressure steri- 
lizer have been purchased. A new lighting system has 
been installed, and a room in the Male Surgical Clinic 
was renovated for use as a minor operating room. 

In-service training for nurses was continued in 1967. 
The purpose of this program is to supplement the nurses’ 
education, update their knowledge, and keep the staff 
advised of clinic and policy changes. Thirty-five nurses 
participated in the Spanish course, and twenty nurses 
participated in the personnel supervision course sponsored 
by the department. 


Emergency Services 


EMERGENCY FLOOR 

One of the greatest problems facing the Emergency 
Floor today is the mounting patient load. In the past 
thirty years emergency floor visits have increased 150 
percent. During 1967 approximately 144,756 patient 
visits were made to the Emergency Floor. 

In addition to the increased use of the emergency 
service, there has also been a qualitative change. ‘Thirty 
years ago almost all patients coming to the Emergency 
Floor were medical emergency or accident cases. Today 
less than one third are medically urgent or accident cases. 
A large part of the increase in nonemergency is due to the 
public’s growing dependence on the emergency services 
for acute and routine medical care. This “‘overuse’’ of the 
Emergency Floor results from the difficulty of obtaining 
prompt medical care in the community. As the tradi- 
tional family doctor has disappeared from the urban 
scene, the Emergency Floor has come to be used by many 
residents as a substitute. This has placed a heavy burden 
on the facilities, space, and staff of the Hospital. 

In order to face these serious problems and improve 
services to patients, the emergency service continues to 
undergo change and reorganization so that the non-urgent 
patient can be quickly and efficiently seen and treated 
without lowering the high quality care that has his- 
torically been provided to the seriously ill or critically 
injured patient. 
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The number of nurses, doctors, and attendants has been 
increased, and working schedules have been altered to fit 
peak loads. New employees are carefully screened for 
their ability to deal courteously with patients. 

Senior residents have been added to the Emergency 
Floor staff. A medical and surgical senior physician is 
present on the floor twenty-four hours a day not only to 
examine patients, but also to supervise patient care. 
This helps ensure adequate and prompt care at all times. 
Newly organized examining rooms have alleviated the 
strain in congested areas. Two female examining rooms 
have been added, one for gynecological purposes. A 
third first-aid room is now operative and in constant use. 
A new emergency-acute trauma room has been introduced 
to provide better care for those acutely ill. 

New intensive care beds, fifty new stretchers, and fifty 
new wheelchairs have been added, resulting in improved 
patient services. Air conditioners have been placed in 
key areas for patient comfort. 

During the last two years an increased effort has been ~ 
made to recognize the importance of the patient’s re- 
action to and impression of the Emergency Floor ex- 
perience. A continuing in-service staff training program 
has been conducted on the technical aspects of patient 
care. Supervisory personnel instruct all staff to handle 
patients with tact and dignity. 

A number of problems have not yet been solved al- 
though efforts are being made to bring about solutions: 

1. There is need for a triage system of screening 
patients for priority of treatment. The purpose of 
triage is to give each patient a brief medical evaluation, 
determine priority of need for care, and assign him to 
the appropriate service. It is planned to institute a 
triage system in 1968. 

2. There is great need for recruitment of personnel 
who speak Spanish to enable the service to surmount 
the language barrier which occurs with our Spanish- 
speaking patients. 

3. Because of space problems the Emergency Floor 
is not physically able to best meet the increased 
patient load. Plans have been prepared to solve this 
problem and will be instituted during 1968. 
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While there is still room for improvement in the func- 
tioning of the Emergency Floor, patients now receive, 
in most instances, reasonably prompt and effective 
attention. The underlying need is for an organized 
community system of medical care which will make 
comprehensive primary care financially within reach, 
accessible, and acceptable to all the people of Boston. 
This system will separate it from the emergency services 
of the central hospital which performs a district function. 


Transportation Office 

The Transportation Office provides an efficient trans- 
portation service both within the hospital and to the 
community. The Transportation Office is composed of 
two major units—the Ambulance Service and the 
Hospital Transportation Service. 

The Ambulance Service, which operates six ambulances 
and employs fourteen ambulance attendants, makes over 
11,000 trips annually. More than half of these ambulance 
trips are to provide transportation of ill patients to and 
from the hospital and other institutions. 

The Hospital Transportation Service also provides for 
transportation of patients within the hospital and serves 
the Admitting Office, the Emergency Floor, X-ray operat- 
ing rooms, hospital wards, and laboratories, and trans- 
ports 400 to 500 patients daily. 


Resuscitation Unit 


This office, created in 1966, provides standardized 
training to hospital employees in the management of 
cardio-respiratory emergencies. ‘The office also has the 
responsibility to provide and maintain fifty-four portable 
resuscitation carts. These carts are strategically located 
throughout the hospital complex. Approximately 500 
cases of cardiac arrest occur annually on the wards and 
emergency floor. This important program provides 
proper equipment and trains personnel so that they are 
available almost instantly whenever and wherever needed. 

The Resuscitation Unit has also conducted sixteen 
teaching seminars for various groups throughout the 
hospital since July 1967. 
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Child Health 
INFANT AND PRESCHOOL CHILD 


During 1967 the department conducted weekly child 
care clinics in thirty locations throughout the city. The 
objective of these clinics is to provide infants and pre- 
school children with health supervision. The program 
provides the following services: (1) health appraisal; 
(2) immunization against polio, diphtheria, pertussis 
(whooping cough), tetanus, smallpox, and measles; 
(3) child health care counseling for mothers; (4) home 
visits by the public health nurse; and (5) referral to 
specialty services of the department—such as pediat- 
rics, nutrition service, special nursing service, tubercu- 
losis clinic. 


Expansion of service beyond traditional preventive 
pediatric care has been introduced in East Boston. This 
clinic provides treatment services as well as traditional 
health supervision. It is planned to expand other child 
care clinics to include therapeutic services in the near 
future. 


During 1967 approximately 49,955 patient visits were 
made to the various well baby clinics involving over 
6,765 patients. 


School Health 


The school health program serves approximately 
30,000 parochial school children. 


Complete physical examinations are provided annually 
to children in Grades one, five, and eight. Other students 
receive physical exams at the request of the public health 
nurse or teacher. 


Vision and hearing tests are conducted by the public 
health nurse for children in selected grades. During the 
school year September, 1966—June, 1967, 13,248 
vision tests and 7,508 hearing tests were administered. 
Referral and follow-up services were provided to the 1,335 
children who failed with 830 receiving treatment. Another 
505 did not need immediate treatment. The 335 children 
who failed the pure tone hearing test were referred to 
medical resources for further diagnostic study and/or 
treatment. 
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Necessary immunizations are given to pupils not ade- 
quately protected. The public health nurse arranges for 
and assists the physician in giving the physical examina- 
tion and immunization. 


Dental Services 
There are 25 different dental clinics conducted by the 
Division of Community Health Services. Seven are 
located in the health units, seven in municipal buildings, 
three in public schools, and eight in parochial schools.

Orthodontic clinics are held twice weekly at the 
Whittier Street Health Unit. During the year there were 
1,050 patient visits made to this clinic. 

Major dental disabilities requiring general anesthesia 
are referred to and treated by the department’s Oral 
Surgery Service. During 1967 plans were developed 
to bring topical fluoride and dental prophylaxis to ap- 
proximately 7,800 additional children in 1968. 


Tuberculosis Control 

In 1955 Boston ranked first in the nation for tuber- 
culosis morbidity and mortality among cities over 
500,000 population. ‘Today Boston ranks eleventh in 
the nation for the number of active reported cases and 
twelfth for the number of tuberculosis deaths. Contrib- 
uting most significantly to this decline has been the de- 
partment’s program of ambulatory treatment of pul- 
monary tuberculosis. We receive requests from all over 
the world for a description of this program. 

The department’s tuberculosis program involves case 
finding, treatment, control of active cases and their

contacts, hospitalization of infectious cases, follow-up 
on all known cases, tuberculin test positives and their 
contacts. , 

During 1967 there were 276 new cases of tuberculosis 
discovered. At the end of December approximately 234. 
active cases were under treatment. Fifty-nine deaths 
due to tuberculosis occurred during 1967. 

The Chemotherapy Clinic, held four times a week, is 
currently providing medication to 1,671 patients. Fol- 
lowing an adequate course of chemotherapy the patient 
is transferred to the Postchemotherapy Clinic, where he is 
followed for the next five years. Conducted daily, the 
Postchemotherapy Clinic is following an _ additional 
1,305 inactive cases. The program also conducts a twice- 
weekly Diagnostic Clinic for the evaluation of patients 
with suspicion of pulmonary lesions and a Surgical 
Clinic where postsurgical patients are followed by thoracic 
surgeons. The program’s radiologic facilities took 35,654 
chest X-rays in 1967. 

During 1967 tuberculin testing was augmented as an 
annual program in the public and parochial schools. To 
date this year 15,436 school children have been tuberculin 
tested. 


Adult Health and Disease Control 

This bureau maintains constant surveillance over 
communicable disease through control, detection, fol- 
low-up, and epidemiological study of all reportable 
diseases. 

In 1967 the bureau implemented a diabetes screening 
program. Diabetes screening clinics are located in the 
Charlestown, Harvard Street, Hyde Park, East Boston, 
Savin Street, South Boston, and Whittier Street Health 
Units, and in the North End Union. During this initial 
period 389 people were screened for diabetes, and 79 
were referred for more definitive studies. 


Environmental Sanitation 


The Bureau of Environmental Health is responsible 
for the supervision and inspection of all food-processing, 
eating, and drinking establishments; grocery stores, 
bakeries, fruit and vegetable markets; soda fountains, 
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hospital kitchens, school cafeterias, snack bars and 
vending machines, convalescent and nursing homes, day 
care agencies, swimming pools, and the collection of milk 
and water samples. It also supervises the quality of 
ground meats. When substandard conditions are noted, 
the department first tries to obtain correction by means of 
persuasion, education, and informal hearings conducted 
by the Deputy Commissioner for Community Health 
Services. Only if these procedures fail are formal legal 
proceedings undertaken. In 1967 forty-nine informal 
hearings were held, and seven violations were referred to 
the courts. 

In May of 1966 a program of night inspections of eating 
establishments was instituted. The purpose of this 
program is to supervise and inspect food establishments 
open only during the evening hours. Also included are 
those open during the day and evening but which have 
separate day and night shifts. In the past, these food 
establishments were not inspected. This demonstration 
proved successful in improving food handling practices 
and was continued in 1967. 

During 1967, 72,206 day inspections, 837 night in- 
spections, and 2,823 reinspections were made; 263 
nursing homes, 87 rest homes, and 370 day care centers 
were also inspected. 


Advisory Committee 

The division organized the Health Services Advisory 
Committee during 1967. Its purpose was to stimulate 
and assist in the planning and development of compre- 
hensive health services. The committee met on a monthly 
basis and was kept fully informed of all health-related 
plans in the formative stages. In this manner reactions, 
comments, and endorsements were offered and considered. 


Health Statistics 
Gathering statistics is one of the essential activities of 
the department. The Bureau of Health Statistics col- 
lects, tabulates, analyzes, and presents numerical data 
on marriage, birth, divorce, illness, disability, and death 
according to time of occurrence, age, sex, race, cause of 
death, and geographic location. This information assists 
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the department in understanding health problems and 
needs of the community and in planning new programs. 

The Bureau also issues permits for the burial, removal, 
and transportation of the dead. It processes, checks for 
accuracy and completeness, and codifies all death certifi- 
cates. In addition, deaths due to reportable diseases are 
reported weekly to the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, and weekly statistical reports on mor- 
bidity, death in certain age groups infant mortality, 
and the communicable disease incidence are forwarded 
to the United States Public Health Service Communicable 
Disease Center and the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health. 

Health Education 


Health education has as its goal the improvement of 
the health behavior of the population being served. This 
goal is directed toward helping people assume personal 
responsibility and act intelligently to protect their 
health. It includes effective use of available services and 
the development of support by the community for es- 
sential health programs based on demonstrated need. 
During the past year assistance has been given to a wide 
variety of local citizens groups active or interested in 
health. This in fact, has been one of the most dynamic 
aspects of the department’s program. 

Another aim of health education is to provide a program 
of continuing postgraduate education for the professional 
staff. Formal training and orientation programs con- 
ducted by the division are essential for maintenance of 
high quality for the citizens of Boston. Such training 
programs also encourage new recruits into the field. 

In 1967, the division served as a field training center 
for four public health graduate students from the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts. These students received 
orientation and training and are carrying out special 
projects in public health. In return for what they learned, 
they served the department in several service areas. 

The division continued to participate in orientation 
and training in public health for students from the 
Boston City Hospital School of Nursing, Simmons Col- 
lege School of Nursing, Boston University School of 
Nursing and the Boston College School of Nursing. 
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Forty nurses from the hospital and community service 
programs participated in a nine-month Spanish course 
sponsored by the Department of Health and Hospitals 
and conducted by the Boston School Department. 

Staff members participated in a number of the teaching 
programs of.universities in this area. Papers by members 
of the professional staff were presented at several national, 
regional, and state meetings during the year. 


Special Programs 
MATERNAL AND INFANT CARE PROGRAM 

Late or inadequate prenatal care has been shown to 
increase the incidence of prematurity, which in turn leads 
to increased infant mortality and morbidity. The reasons 
for this delay are multiple — the inconvenience of going 
to the clinic, the large number of other children in the 
household, overcrowded clinic conditions, or a lack of 
knowledge of the importance of early prenatal care. In 
an effort to make good maternity care more easily avail- 
able and accessible, four neighborhood maternal and infant 
care clinics were established in 1967. 

This program is jointly funded and sponsored by the 
Children’s Bureau, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, and the Division of Community Health 
which administers the program at four of the department’s 
neighborhood clinics and at the Boston City Hospital. 

The aim of the program is to reach out into the com- 
munity and deliver high quality medical care and pre- 
ventive health services to mothers and their infants 
during pregnancy and thereafter. Services include: 
(1) medical supervision — at each visit the patient is 
examined and advised by the obstetrician; (2) public 
health nursing, including home visits; (3) social services; 
(4) nutrition and homemaker services; (5) day care 
centers; (6) routine laboratory testing, including Rh, 
blood type, serology, tuberculin testing, and complete 
urinalysis; and (7) a cancer screening test. 

During 1967 approximately 2,631 patient visits were 
made to the neighborhood maternity clinic, involving 
626 patients, and mothers participating in the program 
delivered 280 infants at the Boston City Hospital. 
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Preschool Vision Screening Program 

This project financed by the United States Public 
Health Service, is designed to screen children between 
the ages of three and six for early evidence of visual 
abnormalties. Such a program is essential before the 
child’s sixth year because an unrecognized or untreated 
abnormality or impairment of vision occurring during 
these formative years may lead to permanently impaired 
vision. 

Approximately 3,318 children have been screened to 
date, resulting in 400 referrals for follow-up. 


Centaum 


Project Centaum is a cooperative program between the 
Department of Health and Hospitals and the Boston 
School Department. It is designed to provide compre- 
hensive health, social, and education services to school- 
enrolled unwed pregnant girls and their families. Es- 
tablished in September, 1963, it has been one of the pio-. 
neering programs in the nation designed to give the preg- 
nant teenage girl a chance to continue her education and 
daily life with a minimum of disruption. 

Special classes are conducted by the Boston School 
Department. The Boston Department of Health and 
Hospitals provides prenatal, obstetrical, and postnatal 
care, general medical treatment, and public health 
nursing ‘services. Social services, vocational counseling, 
psychiatric and psychological services are also provided. 

During 1967, 153 girls participated in this program. 


Day Care Center 

This is a play program for children whose mothers or 
siblings are receiving treatment in the Out-Patient 
Department. Since its opening in May, 1965, the Day 
Care Center has served 6,964 children from 1,358 families. 

The Center includes a play room equipped with toys, 
tables, and chairs, a room for creative art, a music room, 
and an outdoor play area equipped with sliding boards 
and swings. The children’s play is well supervised by a 
competent staff who also read to the children and guide 
them in painting and other creative art work. 
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During 1967 the Day Care Center served 1,182 children 
from 504 families and had a total attendance of 4,916 
children. ‘This program was funded as a demonstration 
by the Charles H. Hood Foundation. The demonstration 
aspects ended December 30, 1966, at which time the 
department assumed fiscal responsibility for the program. 


Accidental Injury Surveillance Program 

This is a cooperative program between the United 
States Public Health Service Division of Accident Pre- 
vention and the Department of Health and Hospitals. 

The purpose of the program is to collect detailed in- 
formation and data relative to selected accidental injuries. 
Information is collected by interview and accident site 
investigations. Interest is focused on burns, fractures, 
and amputations, and the sequence of events leading to 
these types of injuries. 

During 1967 approximately 300 accidents were investi- 
gated by this group. 


Drug Addiction Treatment Program 


This program is administered by the Department of 
Health and Hospitals and conducted in cooperation with 
the Drug Addiction Rehabilitation Board of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. Initiated in October, 1966, 
the program intends to treat drug addiction patients from 
Boston on an out-patient basis. While the program 
emphasizes psychiatric consultation for the patient and 
his family, it also provides medical assessment and care 
of the patient, social services, health education, and con- 
sultation to community agencies. 

Another purpose of the program is to determine the 
role of an out-patient clinic in the field of drug addiction 
treatment and rehabilitation. 

During 1967 this program provided services to 174 
patients, including seventy-four new patients.

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EVALUATION, RESEARCH, AND PLANNING 


A continued expansion of projects was undertaken 
under the leadership of Dr. James V. Sachetti, who es- 
tablished the post of Deputy Commissioner of Evaluation, 
Research, and Planning a year ago. After forty years of 
intimate relationship with all aspects of the department, 
Dr. Sachetti is in a key position to offer valuable support 
in three major categories: Planning, Consultant and Ad- 
visory, and Specific Assignments delegated by the 
Commissioner. 


The first complete and accurate evaluation of the 
total area involved in hospital services was accomplished. 
Patient care, teaching, and research all were included in 
the survey of existing facilities. Participation continued 
with the members of the Public Facilities Department in 
preparation for awarding the Space Consultant contract. 
A revised plan for new construction estimated at $80 
million was submitted to the department’s administration 
and Board of Trustees after its acceptance by Public 
Facilities. 

Representation with countless outside agencies during 
the year included the Department of Public Health, 
Public Health Service, Boston Redevelopment Authority, 
Model Cities, National Institutes of Health, Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, Massachusetts Hos- 
pital Association, and the Joint Commission on Accredita- 
tion of Hospitals, among many others. 

Cooperation with the Assistant Deputy Commissioner 
for Hospital Services became accelerated in regard to 
accreditation requirements. A transportation study was 
conducted to guide architects for designing adequate 
parking facilities. Planning for Community Health 
Services, submitting a proposal for a Model Cities haison, 
and still another Community Renewal Program all were 
undertaken. 

Consultant and advisory areas of activity resulted in 
the Legislature authorizing a limited certification of 
foreign nurses, progress in preparing revised Rules and 
Regulations for the Board, establishing guidelines for 
participation in various associations, and determining 
guidelines for research. The possibility of Harvard

Dental School involvement in the Tufts Oral Surgery 
Department, contract for the Obstetrics-Gynecology 
Services participation with Boston University, and pos- 
sible department interest in the 1969 World Health Or- 
ganization Conference in Boston also were areas of 
concern. 

A study of faculty, house officers, and administrative 
officers salaries was undertaken, including an examina- 
tion of liability insurance for staff members. Involve- 
ment was successfully completed in an expansive survey 
of research, teaching, and continuing education of volun- 
tary and nonfederal government hospitals with fourteen 
other nationally known hospitals. A regional hospital 
planning report also was undertaken. And, finally, back- 
ground information and orientation concerning the 
entire scope, organization, and function of the Depart- 
ment of Health and Hospitals was prepared and sub- 
mitted at the request of Mayor-Elect Kevin H. White.

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HEALTH AND HOSPITAL FACILITIES 


A number of significant projects were finalized, several 
others originated, and face-lifting operations continued 
during the 1967 calendar year. Boston City Hospital 
and the Long Island and Mattapan Chronic Disease 
Hospitals all were included in the programs supervised 
by Deputy Commissioner Howard J. Buckley. 

The Channing Building, a substantial $1.6 million 
four-story brick structure with a Laboratory for In- 
fectious Diseases, was completed and dedicated. A $1 
million modernization of the Mary E. Curley Children’s 
Building and a $375 thousand renovation of the Morris 
Building at Long Island were both commenced. 

The Children’s Building will include numerous innova- 
tive features, including the region’s only 24-hour emer- 
gency clinic for young people only, new laboratory and 
research facilities, smaller wards and private rooms, ex- 
panded X-ray facilities, an out-patient pharmacy, and 
overnight observation rooms. ‘The first major improve- 
ment of facilities at Long Island was designed to re- 
habilitate the Morris Building into a first-class structure 
with standards to match future accreditation and federal 
requirements. A total of nine different contracts were 
under way at Mattapan, the largest encompassing the 
rehabilitation of the Foley Building. 

A Diabetic Research Laboratory in conjunction with 
the United States Public Health Service was opened to the 
public in the South Department. Its cost was $63 
thousand. Alterations and additions to the Out-Patient 
X-Ray Department were completed with an expenditure 
of more than $200 thousand. This involved the installa- 
tion of cesium and cobalt units for the treatment of 
cancer, among the few located in the New England states.

IV. LITIGATION 
A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following case in which the Corporation Counsel 
represented the City’s officials involved was decided by 
the Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 

Children’s Hospital Medical Center v. Board of Asses- 
sors of Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. (1967) 1151: This case 
concerned the exemption from taxation of a laundry 
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serving public hospitals and private hospitals not oper- 
ated for profit. It was held that laundry work is an 
indispensable feature of hospital operation and that 
Hospitals Laundry Association, Inc. is ‘‘a public charity 
where the dominant purpose for which it was incorpo- 
rated is to conduct an important hospitable function by 
a cooperative effort of the charitable organizations 
named or authorized in its charter.”’ The Association 
was distinguished from a mutual benefit association be- 
cause the ultimate class of beneficiaries is the general 
public. Exemption was accordingly granted for 1961 
when the laundry was owned by the Children’s Hospital 
Medical Center in trust for the Association and also for 
1962 and 1963 when the Association owned it. 


B. FEDERAL AND STATE 
ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 


1. DEPARTMENT oF PUBLIC UTILITIES 


During 1967, this department screened approximately 
forty-two public utility cases, and when the City’s in- 
terest warranted, entered an appearance on behalf of 
the City and participated at the hearing. 


2. CIVIL SERVICE 


This department handled 84 hearings given to em- 

ployees by the various department heads under the 
Civil Service laws and 3 hearings before the Boston Re- 
tirement Board. 
— This department represented department heads in 11 
cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission by City 
employees and in 6 other appeals to the Boston Munici- 
pal Court. 


3. MISCELLANEOUS 


An Assistant Corporation Counsel was specially as- 
signed to provide legal counsel to the Government Cen- 
ter Commission created by Chapter 624 of the Acts of 
1958. 
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C. TORT ACTIONS 


During the year, 1,237 tort cases were disposed of. 
The total amount paid by the City was $494,591.02.

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Ga CONTRACT CASES 


One contract case was tried during the year, result- 
ing in plaintiff’s verdict totaling $67,000.00. Two con- 
tract cases were settled in the sum of $197,290.93. 


H. LAND DAMAGE CASES 


Seventeen land damage cases were disposed of during 
1967. All of them arose from the taking of land for 
street purposes. Eight of them were settled for sums 
totaling $22,900.00. One was tried resulting in a find- 
ing for the petitioner in the sum of $1,987.37.

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V. CONSULTING SERVICE 


During the year our legal staff advised city and 
county officials by telephone communications and at 
personal conferences regarding the performance of their 
duties. In addition the department rendered 26 formal 
opinions and passed upon the form and validity of 528 
bonds and 1,370 contracts. 


VI. CONVEYANCING 
A. REAL ESTATE 


During 1967 in connection with city-owned property 
(other than foreclosed tax titles) the Conveyancing Sec- 
tion of the department prepared 8 deeds, 6 leases, 10 
City Council orders, 10 licenses, 20 agreements, and 16 
opinions. 

This section of the department conducted numerous 
title examinations and examined many deeds, leases, 
plans and other instruments, conferring with and re- 
porting to public officers interested therein. 


B. EMINENT DOMAIN 


The Conveyancing Section during the year prepared | 
instruments in settlement of 59 petitions for land tak- 
ings and damages to property resulting from the laying 
out and construction of public highways involving pay- 
ments of $18,588.70. 


C. LAND COURT 


The City of Boston is a party respondent to all peti- 
tions filed with the Land Court for registration of title 
to lands within the territorial limits of the city. During 
the year the office appeared in this court and examined 
all petitions and papers filed therewith, preparing many 
answers to said petitions and documents and stipula- 
tions affecting the land and title sought to be registered. 
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D. PROBATE COURT 


During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee. 
All accounts upon which the city or its departments 
were cited were examined.

There are pending 23 petitions against the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts for reimbursement. These pe- 
titions cover aid rendered dating back to 1951 and the 
total of the accounts involved is $7,724,094.15.

To the Board of Trustees of the Boston Public Library: 


As Director, and Librarian I have the honor to sub- 
mit my report for the year January 1 to December 31, 
1967. 

Last year the highlight of the annual report was the 
signing of the contract between the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the City of Boston establishing the 
Eastern Regional Public Library System. An account 
of the progress of regional library service will be given 
later in this report. This year’s major event was the 
formal approval on February 1, 1967, by the Mayor 
and the Trustees of the Boston Public Library of the 
design for the addition to the Central Library in Copley 
Square. 

The Library Addition of 480,000 square feet will oc- 
cupy the entire area bounded by Boylston, Exeter, and 
Blagden Streets. Its height and roof line will conform 
to the existing Library and its exterior will be similarly 
faced with granite. 

Two complete floors are below grade and house a 300- 
seat auditorium, conference rooms, audio-visual area, 
storage space, and space for mechanical equipment. The 
main entrance to the Addition will be from Boylston 
' Street and will directly serve the Main Floor, Lower 
Concourse, Mezzanine, and Second Floor. Administra- 
tive offices and work areas will occupy the Third Floor, 
with book stacks filling the entire upper three floors. 
A service and enclosed truck delivery entrance will be 
located on the Blagden Street side. 

The plan of the new structure is similar in principle 
to the present Library. While the existing building is 
oriented around an open court, the Addition is planned 
around an enclosed interior court, so that a good sense 
of orientation is maintained within the building. The 
fenestration of the new building is kept to a minimum 
and the basic proportions are in sympathetic relation- 
ship to the present Library. 

Philip Johnson, the principal architect, has selected 
the Architects Design Group, Inc., as his associate in 
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this joint venture. The structural engineer for the 
project is William J. LeMessurier and Francis Associates 
is handling the mechanical engineering. 

Staff committees have been active throughout the year 
reviewing services to be provided in the new and present 
buildings. Basic to the considerations of these com- 
mittees is the plan to provide on the first three floors 
of the new structure a well selected open shelf collection 
of upwards of one-half million volumes. This General 
Library facility will provide service for children, young 
adults, students (both high school and college), and 
adults. 


General Library Services 


Directly related to the evolution of the “Open Shelf 
Department’’ from a branch within the Central Library 
building to a General Library were the changing of 
the book buying policy for the “Open Shelf Depart- 
ment,’ the enlargement of its shelving capacity, and 
the modification of its classification system. Beginning 
with the merging of the Branch Issue collection with 
the Open Shelf collection, the former Open Shelf De- 
partment staff embarked on a project of interfiling 
catalogs, integrating shelf lists and doing extensive 
checking toward making recommendations for future 
purchases. Starting in January the Library of Congress 
classification scheme was used for the new General 
Library and branch library collections as well as for 
the research collections. The reclassification of the 
existing collection was undertaken and by the year’s 
end approximately 40 percent of the adult nonfiction 
had been reclassified. Advantage was taken of the 
pre-existing lettering of fiction under the Dewey classi- 
fication so that, to all intents and purposes, the fiction 
was already compatible with Library of Congress 
practices. The young adult and children’s collections, 
plus the balance of the adult nonfiction, are scheduled 
to be done in 1968. 


An 87 percent increase in circulation in the Central 
Library was due in some measure to the enlarged book 
collection. However, circulation in branches seemed to 
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drop uniformly. The activities of the Bookmobile 
Service were severely dislocated during the protracted 
truck strike. Following the termination of the truck 
strike a ‘“‘no fines amnesty”’ was declared to stimulate 
the return of overdue materials. Despite publicity in 
the news media, the returns were rather limited. 

The Library’s role of being a community center 
focused upon learning is emphasized by programs 
run in the branch libraries in cooperation with local 
community councils and in staff participation as council 
members in community affairs. On a city-wide basis, 
the Library worked with such organizations as the 
World Affairs Council, the Massachusetts Council of 
Churches, the Massachusetts Commission on Aging, 
the Jewish Community Council and a number of Negro 
organizations on the presentation of programs and 
exhibits, and on the preparation and distribution of 
reading lists. 

Among the agencies used as speaker resources for 
the eight Parents’ Discussion Groups and the nine 
Never Too Late Groups were: Boston Legal Aid Society, 
Northeastern University, Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, Boston Ballet Company, WGBH-TV, Family 
Service Association, Unicef, and the New England 
Conservatory of Music. School-public library contacts 
resulted in visits by Young Adults Librarians to junior 
and senior high school classrooms and assemblies as 
well as class visits to the Library. 

Communication and cooperation with youth serving 
agencies took the form of special deposit collections, 
film-book presentations, joint sponsorship of programs, 
and the making of subject booklists. One branch 
library summer program which drew a large attendance 
met weekly to hear speakers on the Peace Corps and 
travel, to study literary forms, to view films, to make 
field trips, and to embark on service projects. 

In the area of children’s work the Library was in- 
volved with the Head Start program, tutorial services 
for the disadvantaged areas of the city and advisory 
service for housing project reading rooms. A full range 
of story hours, pre-school programs and parents’ dis- 
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cussion groups were held in the course of the year and 
special programs designed to stimulate the work of 
children’s librarians were organized. 


A change in the lending policy for films for school use 
was made in conjunction with the audio-visual units of 
the State Department of Education and the Boston 
School Department. Films for classroom use are now 
the responsibility of the education departments and 
library films are to be lent to schools for assembly use 
only. Despite this change of policy, audiences for the 
showing of library films totaled 568,046. There were 
999 film showings in the Library system and 11,319 
films were borrowed by other libraries, clubs and or- 
ganizations. A new edition of the film catalog was 
prepared for distribution to libraries in the Eastern 
Region. 


The branch library building program moved ahead. 
Work on the West End Branch was substantially com- 
pleted within the year and its formal opening was 
scheduled for January, 1968. 


In November the contract for the demolition of the 
old Brighton Branch Library and the construction of 
the new branch library was awarded. The Architects 
Collaborative have designed this facility. Temporary 
quarters for branch service were secured in the Brighton 
Congregational Church. 


Work on the new libraries for Charlestown, Fields 
Corner, Dudley Street, Grove Hall, South End, and 
Lower Mills reached various stages of completion. 
Because of the excessive cost of the first bids received 
for the Charlestown and Fields Corner Branches, the 
architects were requested to restudy their designs with 
the view of bringing these projects within the budget. 
It is hoped that construction on the Charlestown and 
Fields Corner Branches will get under way early in 
1968. Cost estimates for the South End Branch indi- 
cated the need for a restudy of the design, and the 
progress on the Dudley and Grove Hall Branches could 
result in 1968 construction starts. The site selected 
for the Lower Mills Branch awaits final approval. 
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The Eastern Massachusetts Regional Public Li-= 
brary System 


Funds for the full implementation of the Eastern 
Regional Library Service were provided in the Com- 
monwealth’s 1968 fiscal budget for the year beginning 
July 1, 1967. Interim service for the first six months 
of the calendar year was funded in the 1967 deficiency 
budget. 

By June of 1967 each of the seven subregional libraries 
—Andover, Falmouth, Lowell, New Bedford, Quincy, 
Taunton, and Wellesley—had signed contracts with 
the Commonwealth. These contracts were the same 
in every detail and state that each subregional center 
will provide interlibrary loan and reference services to 
the cities and towns in the subregion. The subregional 
center is the first point to which requests are to be 
relayed, but if the center cannot fill the request it will 
pass it on to the Boston Public Library, the head- 
quarters for regional service. 

The appointment of A. William Kunkel as Adminis- 
trator of the Eastern Regional Library System was 
announced on August 14. Mr. Kunkel was Librarian 
of the Newton Free Library from 1958 until October 1, 
1967, when he assumed his new duties. As an active 
participant in the planning for the Eastern Regional 
Program, including terms as Secretary, Vice-Chairman, 
and Chairman of the Eastern Regional Library Ad- 
visory Council, Mr. Kunkel brings to this important 
post a thorough knowledge of the aims of the regional 
program and the background and experience to ensure 
its success. 

The steady growth in the number of interlibrary 
loan requests including requests channeled through 
the headquarters libraries in the Central and Western 
regions is an indication of the way in which the state 
program is improving service to the citizens. Reference 
service was strengthened with the installation of a tele- 
type service connecting the Worcester, Springfield, and 
Boston libraries. The substantial increase of non- 
resident borrowers in Boston and the New Bedford 
Public Library’s free registration for all citizens in its 
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subregion are important elements in regional service. 
Reading lists prepared at the Boston Public Library 
for the libraries of the Eastern Regional Library System 
are being printed and distributed under the regional 
program. 

With increased urbanization and greater opportunities 
for leisure time activities there will be need to expand 
our educational, cultural, and social facilities. The 
regional library system is already improving library 
services for the core cities as well as for the suburban 
areas. Its ultimate goal is to assure each citizen the 
same high quality of library service and to make this 
service readily accessible. 

Exhibits 

The exhibits program publicizes the Library’s re- 
sources, takes cognizance of annual events such as 
the Children’s Book Fair, Negro History Week, and 
Jewish Book Month, features specialized interests and 
takes note of important events. A major event of the 
year was A Salute to Canada, an exhibit of current 
books relating to Canada. The month-long exhibit, 
honoring the 100th anniversary of the Founding of 
the Canadian Federation, featured a collection of over 
1,000 books and magazines dealing with all aspects of 
Canadian life and culture. The cooperation of the 
Combined Book Exhibits and the Canadian and Ameri- 
can publishers is gratefully acknowledged. The Salute 
to Canada included daily showings of films from the 
National Film Board of Canada, displays provided by 
the Canadian Government Travel Bureau, and a 
special program for Canadian organizations sponsored 
by the Trustees of the Library and the Consul General 
of Canada in Boston. 

The Wiggin Gallery exhibitions for the year included: 
a David McCord show in which various phases of his 
diversified career as writer, collector, and artist were 
represented; A Decade of Experiment—color litho- 
graphs and posters of artists of late nineteenth century 
France: Printmakers At Work—designed to give in- 
sight into the processes by which many graphic works 
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of art have been created: A Journey To The Picturesque 
—early French landscape lithographs: a Whistler ex- 
hibit; and two shows by contemporary local artists, 
Ture Bengtz and Barbara Westman. 


In addition to a number of popular exhibits pro- 
grammed by the Exhibits staff the Music Department 
arranged a display of music education materials in- 
cluding many early Boston imprints to celebrate the 
Boston meeting of the National Music Educators 
Conference and an exhibit entitled ‘“‘New Sights and 
Sounds” which was made up of avant garde scores. 


Exhibitions mounted by the Rare Book Department 
included: The Christmas Story through Artists’ Eyes: 
medieval manuscripts and woodcuts of the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries; Years of Bondage: books and 
manuscripts relating to the Abolitionist movement; 
Manse and Mansion: early books on domestic archi- 
tecture; and The Literary Back Bay. 


Resources 


The circulating collection of foreign language books 
and the film collection were expanded again this year 
with federal support. These federal book credits, made 
available to the Boston Public Library for its regional 
and statewide services, also enabled the Library to ex- 
pand its research resources in a number of fields. New 
serial files have been acquired and at the same time a 
constant effort is under way to fill in gaps in titles al- 
ready held. The Library continued to receive all current 
Israeli publications under the Public Law 480 program; 
similarly, it received current Latin American works 
as one of the major libraries participating in the Latin 
American Cooperative Acquisition project. 


In preparation for the expanded General Library 
services scheduled for the 1970 opening of the new 
building the Coordinator for Research Services was 
assigned the task of identifying the serial and reference 
titles for the new facility. A preliminary list of 1,000 
periodical titles was prepared and some 2,000 reference 
titles selected. Files of some of the periodical titles 
have been donated by libraries in the Eastern Region. 
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It is possible to note but a few of the significant 
acquisitions in any given year. A collection of some 
1,800 Peronista items was acquired to strengthen our 
Latin American holdings. In 1967 some 7,000 prints 
were added to the collection. Just over 6,000 of these 
were color lithographs produced by the printing firm 
of Louis Prang in Boston between the years 1865 and 
1900. ‘The prints range from big New England land- 
scapes and portraits of famous Americans to thousands 
of greeting cards. During 1967 in conjunction with 
Francis Comstock’s work on a definitive catalog of the 
work of Thomas W. Nason, the Library’s Nason collec- 
tion has grown from about 80 prints to roughly 500 
prints and 20 drawings and watercolors. Most of these 
have been gifts from Mr. Nason, some have come from 
Francis Comstock. The Nason Catalog will be pub- 
lished by the Library in 1968 or 1969.

The con- 
tinued support of donors combined with support from 
local, state, and federal funds will ensure the growth 
that is necessary for any urban research library which 
intends, at a level of high quality, to serve the total 
library needs of today’s community.

Staff Retirements 


Gerald L. Ball, since 1964 Curator of Engineering 
Sciences. Mr. Ball entered the full-time service of the 
Library in 1927 and was appointed Chief of the Book 
Purchasing Department in 1950. 
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Russell A. Scully, Coordinator of Resources and Ac- 
quisitions. Mr. Scully’s library career began in 1920. 
He served in the Periodical and Newspaper and the 
General Reference Departments and in the Director’s 
Office prior to his appointment as Chief of the Book 
Selection Department in 1957. 

Special mention should be made of the retirement of 
two long-term employees, Mary A. Brennan who has 
worked in the Library since 1918 and Palmira Piciulo 
whose first employment took place in 1915. 


- Staff Appointments 


Gunars Rutkovskis as Assistant to the Director in 
charge of personnel. Before joining the Boston Public 
Library staff, Mr. Rutkovskis, who holds masters 
degrees from Boston College and Columbia University, 
served as Head of the Periodical Division, Fordham 
University, Head of the Circulation Division, Harvard 
Graduate School of Business Administration, and Gift 
and Exchange Librarian, Harvard College Library. 

A. William Kunkel as Administrator of the Eastern 
Regional Public Library System. His appointment was 
noted above under the Regional Library Services. 

Dr. Yen-Tsai Feng as Assistant Director for Research 
Library Services. Miss Feng has her doctorate in the 
field of social sciences from the University of Denver 
and an M.S. from Columbia University. She held the 
post of Assistant Librarian in the Harvard College 
Library where she had served as Reference Assistant 
and Subject Specialist in the Resources and Acquisitions 
Department. 


Personnel 


In addition to establishing new salary scales for the 
professional and administrative staffs note should be 
made that the Trustees adopted new salary scales for 
the nonprofessional service and voted to authorize 
the President of the Board of Trustees to approve an 
agreement to be entered into between the City of Boston 
and the American Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees, AFL-CIO and Affiliates in respect

to certain employees of the Library in the Library 
Assistants Service, the Clerical Service, the Mechanical 
Service, and certain of the Bookbinders. 

Special library projects were aided immeasurably by 
the assistance given under the federally aided College 
Work-Study Program. Some thirty to thirty-five 
college students were employed during the college year 
on a part-time basis (10 to 15 hours per week) and sixty 
students were employed full time during the summer 
months. Cooperating institutions in 1967 were Boston 
College, Boston University, Brandeis, Emerson College, 
Northeastern University, Simmons College, Suffolk 
University, Tufts University, and the University of 
Massachusetts. 

In addition the Library participated in the Work 
Training Programs for Disadvantaged Persons, and 
cooperated with the Action for Boston Community 
Development, Inc., the Boston Welfare Department, 
and the John F. Kennedy Family Service Center in 
making job-training programs available to disadvan- 
taged youths and older persons. 


Professional Activities 


The Boston Public Library was host for an afternoon 
session of the Second Annual Convention of the As- 
sociation of Jewish Libraries which met at the Statler- 
Hilton Hotel from May 28 to 31. At the end of August 
following the International Federation of Library Asso- 
ciations meetin at the University of Toronto, 114 dele- 
gates and observers came to Boston. Eighteen nation- 
alities were represented in the group. The largest 
delegation numbering 26 came from Great Britain. 
Other large delegations iecluded the French, German, 
and Russian librarians. The Boston Public Library 
and Boston College served as co-hosts and the program 
arranged by Mrs. Elizabeth L. Wright, of the Director’s 
Office, was greatly appreciated by the participants. 

Among the many visitors in the course of the year, 
two might be singled out because of the extent of their 
visits. Mr. David E. Gerard, City Librarian of Notting- 
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ham, made Boston his first port of call. He spent the 
first two weeks of April here studying all facets of public 
library administration. Mr. Gerard was the first 
librarian to have been awarded a Winston Churchill 
Traveling Fellowship. The second visitor, Miss Patricia 
Dunn, served an internship of approximately six weeks 
in the Rare Book Department. Miss Dunn was on 
leave from her post as Chief Cataloger, West India 
Reference Library, Institute of Jamaica, and came to 
Boston as a participant in the 1967 Multi-National 
Librarian Project of the U. 8. Department of State. 

Each year members of the professional staff take an 
active role in national, regional, state, and special 
library organizations. In addition to contributions 
made to workshops, institutes, and training programs 
staff activities to be noted are: 

Mr. John M. Carroll and Miss Mildred C. O’Connor 
taught courses at the Simmons College Graduate 
School of Library Science. 

Mr. Sinclair Hitchings was the main speaker at the 
Annual Senior Convocation of Utica College. He 
also lectured at the Currier Gallery in Manchester, 
New Hampshire, and gave a series of eight seminars 
on the appreciation of prints at the Worcester Art 
Museum. 

Miss Rose Moorachian was elected President of 
the Boston Chapter of the Women’s National Book 
Association and had the lead article, Trends in Young 
Adult Reading, in the January-February issue of 
North Country Libraries. 

Miss M. Jane Manthorne contributed to the 
bibliographical projects of the Troubled Child Com- 
mittee of the Association of Hospital and Institution 
Libraries. 

Mr. Euclid J. Peltier was the main speaker at the 
annual program of the New England Unit of the 
Catholic Library Association. He spoke on Literature: 
Challenge for the Film Maker. 

Mr. Francis X. Moloney represented the Library 
at the dedication of the Merrimack College Library 
and the Director attended dedication ceremonies at 
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the Radcliffe, Newton College, and St. John’s 
Seminary libraries. 

Mr. Edward G. Fremd, who for the past three 
years has served as Higher Education Advisor to the 
U.S. State Department Agency for the International 
Development Mission in Guatemala, has had primary 
responsibility for the establishment of a central 
library at the University of San Carlos de Guatemala. 


Mr. Philip J. McNiff was a panelist at a conference 
on Libraries and the Future sponsored by the Atlantic 
Provinces Library Association at Dalhousie Univer- 
sity in Halifax, Nova Scotia. He delivered a paper 
at the annual University of Chicago Graduate Li- 
brary School Conference. He was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Committee to the Massachusetts 
Board of Higher Education on Library Needs in the 
Public Institutions of Higher Education in the Com- 
monwealth. 

Mr. John Alden was interviewed by a Saint Croix 
radio station on the Boston Public Library’s West 
Indian collections. At the invitation of Bishop 
Bernardine Mazzarella, O.F.M., Mr. Alden surveyed 
the episcopal archives of Comayagua, Honduras. 
Bishop Mazzarella was at one time stationed in the 
North End and requested the assistance of the 
Library during a visit to Boston.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
‘Park Department.’’ The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, 1t was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music De- 
partments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. ‘The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. The other 
two members served without compensation. 

In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
Department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sioners was increased to five members. 

Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Section 36-42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 

The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,300 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the follow- 
ing facilities: a general office building; 121 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service. yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse, and garage; a recreation 
office building; 13 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bathhouses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes) both with 
clubhouses; 3 public bathing beaches with bathhouses 
in which are 2 solaria; 4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 
2 outdoor); 82 public squares; 16 greenhouses; 19 ceme- 
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teries (3 active, 16 inactive or historic); 108 miles of 
parkways, driveways, walks, and paths; 131 acres of 
ponds and rivers; and the care and maintenance of all 
trees on city streets, parks, and playgrounds (1966 
statistics). 

The department organizes, promotes, and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 

This report Summarizes briefly the efforts of the Parks 
and Recreation Commission and the staff of the de- 
partment to maintain a high standard in essential 
services and to expand the facilities of our park system 
to meet the needs of the department within our appro- 
priation allowances. 


In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that much 
of our appropriation is expended for the maintenance 
and improvement of parks, gardens, park and recrea- 
tion buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, ceme- 
teries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to efficient 
service. We are confining this report to major work 
accomplished in 1967 all of which is substantially out- 
side the area of general maintenance. 


Major Accomplishments in 1967 


Paul Revere Mall, North End: Extensive repairs were 
made to the concrete and the brick pavement running 
from Hanover Street to the Old North Church. The 
entire brick area was reset, and eight new trees were 
planted on this Historic Mall, which is one of the fea- 
tures of the Boston Freedom Trail. The entire cost was 
$18,045.71. 


Renovation of Tennis Courts at Franklin Field: For 
several years this section of the department was very 
popular when tennis was a major sport. Within the last 
year or two tennis seems to be making a comeback, and, 
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accordingly, the first phase of reconditioning the several 
tennis court sites on Franklin Field has been started. 
In 1967 five of these courts were reconstructed and 
resurfaced with asphalt pavement. Contract was 
awarded in the amount of $11,148.50. As of the pres- 
ent time the work has not been completed. 


Renovation of Tennis Courts at Billings Field, West 
Roxbury: Following our program of rehabilitating and 
reconstructing tennis courts throughout the city, a con- 
tract was awarded for this location in the amount of 
$9,482.50. Church and social organizations have devel- 
oped a very active tennis program in this section of 
West Roxbury. 


Floodlighting the Ballfield at North End Park: In 1966 
we established our first floodlighted recreation area 
when lights were placed on Town Field in Christopher 
Gibson Playground at Dorchester Avenue and Geneva 
Avenue. This is one of the most active areas in the city 
for baseball and football. The second location for flood- 
lighting, as indicated above, was in the North End Park, 
in which is located a most active playground. ‘The 
contract was in the amount of $31,465. Work is now 
in progress, but, as of the time of the issuance of this 
report, has not been completed. 


Improvements to Mall, Commonwealth Avenue, Boston: 
A major program of developing this well-known mall 
on one of Boston’s better-known avenues was started 
in 1967. This program will require three years for 
completion if appropriations are allowed in subsequent 
years. The initial program awarded in 1967, which is 
now in progress, amounts to $27,125 and it includes 
fertilizing and liming the entire area from Arlington 
Street to Massachusetts Avenue, installation of brick 
pavement in the cross walks, planting of twenty-five 
new trees, and the placing of an ornamental iron fence 
in the section of Commonwealth Avenue opposite the 
Public Garden. In the program, which will be major 
in character, the department has the cooperation of the 
Back Bay Association and the Back Bay Neighborhood 
Group, who are assisting with their active, as well as 
financial, support in this project. 
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Construction of Concrete Handball Courts at L Street 
Bathhouse: Handball is a most popular sport at this 
famous bathhouse, both on the men’s and boys’ courts. 
For several years there has been talk of constructing 
new courts on this area, but appropriations were never 
available. We are now in the process of constructing 
one large court in the men’s section and a three-wall 
court in the boys’ section. The contract is in the amount 
of $51,050. It is hoped that, if additional funds are 
made available in 1967, a second court may be placed 
in the men’s bathhouse. If not in 1967, funds will be 
included in the 1968 budget. 


Cemeteries 


In 1967, for the first time in years, no new burial areas 
were prepared in our three active cemeteries — Mount 
Hope, Roslindale; Evergreen Cemetery, Brighton; and 
Fairview Cemetery, Hyde Park. It was found that 
sufficient areas were available for 1967. The 1968 con- 
tract has been awarded in the amount of $70,000, on 
which work is now in progress. In 1967 a small con- 
struction job of 1,100 linear feet of green vinyl-covered 
six-foot fence with gate was completed at Evergreen 
Cemetery, in the amount of $4,733.12. 


Tree Planting 


We continued our tree planting throughout the city. 
Many trees were planted to replace diseased trees which 
had to be removed, and trees were planted on many of 
the newly constructed streets throughout the city. A 
total of 1,044 trees were planted, at a final cost of $76,418. 


Boston Redevelopment Authority 


There is probably no department in the city that is 
more actively identified with the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority than the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment. Forthe pasttwo years we have been meeting almost 
constantly, weekly and sometimes biweekly, with the 
division heads of the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
and the Boston School Department, perfecting plans and 
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making arrangements for new parks, new playgrounds, 
and new tot-lots in the developments being planned 
throughout the city. 


A wonderful spirit of cooperation has developed be- 
tween the three agencies, and the close attention given 
to every detail of every plan will make certain that 
Boston will have the best for its citizens in recreation 
activities. We are cooperating to the fullest in the 
1965-75 report prepared by the Redevelopment Au- 
thority for the many new areas which will come under 
the Parks and Recreation Department—the new Govern- 
ment Center, the new Copley Square area, Washington 
Park, Castle Square, Charlestown, Atlantic Avenue 
waterfront, and other developments as they occur— 
and this is most challenging. 


The division heads of our departments are constantly 
working and preparing reports so that all final plans on 
each area will reflect great credit on the administration. 
During 1967 a major contract was awarded in coopera- 
tion with the B.R.A., the first of many planned under 
the South End Project Development. A contract was 
awarded in the amount of $221,749, which consisted of 
constructing concrete walls, pavements, utility lines 
and drainage, lighting, new benches, spray fountain, 
fencing, tree planting, etc. The work done thus far, 
which will continue in 1968, was all in the area covered 
by the new Castle Square Housing Redevelopment. 
As of the present, only one payment of $13,647.26 has 
been made against the contract. 


Christmast Festival 


Once again, aS in many years past, the Parks and 
Recreation Department played a major part in the de- 
velopment and presentation of the Christmas Festival, 


The transporting and trucking of equipment, setting 
up of equipment, the furnishing of the major Christmas 
tree and all other Christmas trees, assisting in electrical 
work, erecting trees in all major sections throughout the 
city, and other incidental work was accomplished by the 
Parks and Recreation Department at a cost of ap- 
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proximately $30,000, from the Parks and Recreation 
Department budget. 


Recreation 


During the past year we continued our seasonal 
recreation program, involving all ages from youth to 
the Golden Age. Our baseball and football programs 
are well known throughout the United States. We 
believe that we have the oldest established leagues in 
these sports. Not only do these sports give the op- 
portunity for fine physical development among our 
youth, but they also bring much enjoyment to the thou- 
sands of spectators. 

Basketball and handball leagues are part of our pro- 
gram, and there are small craft classes conducted in 
the various recreation centers. 

During the summer season we staff many playgrounds, 
play areas, and schoolyards with men and women 
instructors, under the direction of Mayor John F. 
Collins and Commissioners William J. Devine and John 
J. Tierney, Jr. At Castle Island, South Boston; the 
Tileston School, Mattapan; the Fifield School, Dorches- 
ter; and at the Chestnut Hill Playground in Brighton 
we conducted programs for handicapped and retarded 
children. The City of Boston is the pioneer in this type 
of program throughout the country. 

Cummings Estate, Woburn: Once again we conducted 
our most excellent garden program at the Cummings 
Kstate, Woburn-Burlington. Children from crowded 
and congested sections of the city planted and raised 
many vegetables and cultivated the plots of ground 
assigned to them. This project is a joint operation of 
the Parks and Recreation Department and the School 
Department. The children are able to bring home 
their harvest and the results of their efforts. 

We take to the farm area 750 to 800 children weekly 
— approximately 9,000 during the year. If this program 
was not provided by the Mayor, most of the children 
would not have the advantage of a day’s vacation in the 
country.

PENAL INsTITUTIONS, DEER ISLAND — 1967 3 
COMMENT 


I hereby submit the annual report for the Suffolk 
County House of Correction for the year of 1967. The 
expenditures for the year were greater than the amount 
appropriated due to the fact that salary increases were 
granted during the year and these increases were as- 
similated without another appropriation being made 
for the same. 


The so-called antiquated New Prison Building was 
demolished early in the year. This was an old bucket- 
type prison building constructed in the past century 
and its removal was acclaimed by all penologists and 
the press. This also could result in a considerable sav- 
ing in heating and maintenance expenses at the institu- 
tion. 

A dormitory building was completed entirely with 
inmate labor to accommodate thirty inmates who are 
soon due to be released from the institution. This has 
very successfully aided these inmates in the transition 
period from confinement to freedom. 

A bill has been prepared and submitted to the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature which would authorize a work 
release program at the institution. This would allow 
certain inmates to work outside the institution in 
gainful employment during the daytime hours. The 
wages earned by them would be forwarded to the institu- 
tion and would be distributed as follows: An amount 
would be forwarded for the support of the dependents 
of the inmate, an amount would be deducted to go 
towards the expenses of the institution, and the re- 
mainder would be held in trust for the inmate until his 
release from the institution. 


A recreation program has been carried on with an 
organized softball league and horseshoe and ping-pong 
tournaments. Various other games such as checkers, 
dominoes, chess, handball, basketball, ete., are avail- 
able. First run movies are shown on Sundays and 
holidays. A monthly newspaper, edited and published 
by the inmates, is received with great interest by the 
inmate population. 
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The following agencies have carried on programs at 
the institution for the education and assistance of the 
inmates in various ways: ABCD-Director of Adult 
Work Program; Self-Development Group, Inc.; Divi- 
sion of Employment Services; Boston YMCA-Correc- 
tional Assistance Program Project 50; Phillips Brooks 
House, Harvard; Brooke House, Boston; and Salvation 
Army Correctional Services. 

The social worker and the representative of the State 
Parole Board have been instrumental in securing posi- 
tions and places of residence for many discharged in- 
mates. 

The inmates of the institution donated a total of 
769 pints of blood to the Red Cross during the year. 

The Alcoholics Anonymous group at the institution 
has held weekly meetings which are addressed by 
representatives from the various Greater Boston groups 
of this organization. The Narcotics Anonymous pro- 
gram has continued with meetings being addressed by 
speakers who have experience of one kind or another 
with the narcotics problem. 

The chaplains of the various faiths assigned to the 
institution have been most cooperative in caring for the 
spiritual and temporal needs of the inmates and we are 
most grateful to the Salvation Army and the Guild 
of Our Lady of Ransom for their donations and aid 
given to inmates during the year, and especially during 
the Christmas Season.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In compliance with the provisions of Section 25 of 
Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, I respectfully 
submit the annual report of the Public Works Department. 

As required by Section 36 of Chapter 21 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961, I am also submitting the annual 
report of the Public Improvement Commission. 

Because the workings of the department are such that 
its every move is in the public eye, it is imperative that 
this department operate as economically and efficiently 
as possible. The operation of the department is through 
a Central Office and five divisions. Each division is in 
charge of a Division Engineer, who is an expert in his 
particular field. The following are the functions of the 
Public Works Department: the construction, reconstruc- 
tion of highways and sidewalks, street lighting, snow 
removal, sewerage and drainage construction and main- 
tenance, distribution of potable water, and the main- 
tenance of necessary components, sanitation, street clean- 
ing, removal and disposal of refuse and garbage, incinera- 
tion, and the cleaning of catch basins. The engineering 
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requirements to carry on the above programs are by 
departmental employees, assisted by contract experts. 

Delegation of authority within the department is as 
follows: 


CENTRAL OFFICE 


There are four sections in the Central Office: an Admin- 
istrative Branch; a Maintenance Branch; a Permit 
Branch, and a Personnel Branch. 

The Administrative Branch processes purchase and 
supply requisitions, service orders, payrolls, personnel 
requisitions, transfers, promotions, and terminations. 
This Branch also handles, studies, and prepares reports. 

The Maintenance Branch was established February 8, 
1960, by the consolidation of the Automotive Section and 
the Repair Shop, formerly in the Sanitary Division. This 
Branch is responsible for the care, control, and main; 
tenance of departmental vehicles. They are also in 
charge of the public utility facilities in the various yards 
and serve as a housekeeping unit. 


COMMUNICATION CENTER 


The department maintains a Communication Center 
consisting of a main base station radio, linkage by closed 
circuit teletype system with ten highway yards, and the 
Central snow removal office at Albany street. Depart- 
mental mobile units are radio equipped. — 


During the year, automotive equipment amounting to 
an expenditure of $433,853.42 was purchased for the 
department. 


Permit BRANCH 


The Permit Branch is the departmental unit for the 
issuance of permits and licenses. This Branch receives 
departmental fees, rentals, and charges for these functions. 

The cash receipts for the year 1968 show a decrease from 
the previous year. 

The largest percentage of this decrease is reflected in 
the Engineering and Inspection Fees account. This ac- 
count fluctuates from year to year depending on the 
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amount of street reconstruction work that is undertaken 
by the department, the amount of repairs made to trenches 
opened by the Public Utilities and the availability of time 
for the preparing and processing of bills for the transfer 
of these funds from Street Opening Account (Special) 
to the General Revenue Account. 

There has been a decrease in the income received from 
projections caused by the demolition of many locations 
which had projections and from the numerous business 
establishments that have gone out of business. 

The decrease in revenue from opening and occupation 
permits is due to the completion during the year of some 
major projects which were paying substantial permit fees. 

The decrease in revenue from licenses reflects the trans- 
fer of most of the produce dealers to their new area out- 
side of the city. 


CONTRACT SECTION 


One of the more important functions of the Adminis- 
trative Branch is the Contract Section. Here, approxi- 
mately 150 contracts, involving all facets of public works, 
are processed. The volume of these contracts amounts 
to expenditures of about $15,000,000 per annum. The 
work is extremely technical as there must be strict com- 
pliance with the general laws, ordinances, and special 
laws pertaining to the city. Upon execution of contracts, 
copies of periodical estimates, extensions of time, extra 
work orders are processed and filed. 


FISCAL 


There was carried over from 1967 the amount of 
$10,040,477. Appropriations for 1968 amounted to 
$23,713,895. Revenue received amounted to $13,190,066, 
making the amount available $46,946,438. 

Expenditures amounted to $36,405,117, leaving an un- 
expended balance of $10,541,321, and unliquidated en- 
cumbrance and carry forward of $6,855,107, and a net 
unencumbered balance of $3,686,214. 

The Water Division operated with a deficit of $915,- 
042.63, and the Sewer Division operated with a deficit of 
$976,466. There was a Snow Removal deficit of $443,615. 
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Revenue from the sale of water amounted to $9,445,971 
and expenditures amounted to $10,030,865. Metropoli- 
tan water assessments do not pay the cost of their ex- 
penditures resulting in ever-increasing sales of Water 
Use Development Loan Bonds, which on June 30, 1967, 
amounted to $51,903,000 of a net debt of $117,176,000. 
Proper refinancing would be of distinct benefit to Boston. 


The Sewer Deficit is quite serious. The Metropolitan 
Assessment has been reduced by 52 percent until the 
Boston Main Drainage System is connected to the Metro- 
politan system. This may occur within a few months. 
The only answer is to increase the Sewer Use Charge. 


There was available for Snow Removal the sum of 
$760,000 as a 1968 appropriation and $135,000 for equip- 
ment. Expenditures amounted to $1,203,615 and $99,974 
for equipment creating a deficit in the removal account of 
$443,615, and the amount of $35,026 carried over in the 
equipment account. 


There was a bridge loan amounting to $1,526,044, with 
an unencumbered balance of $66,925. There was a side- 
walk loan of $1,400,000 which with $289,530 carried 
forward, made $1,689,530 available. Expenditures 
amounted to $748,490, with an unencumbered balance of 
$1,443,773. The sum of $1,702,100 was carried forward 
which with a sewerage loan of $1,250,000 made $2,952,100 
available. Expenditures amounted to $973,039, with an 
unencumbered balance of $112,607. 


The Public Ways Loan was $3,000,000 augmented by 
$2,811,337 carried forward plus the revenue received for 
a total of $6,442,028. Expenditures amounted to $4,029,- 
695 with an unencumbered balance of $280,648. 


Funds were available under the several accelerated 
Highway Programs created by Chapter 782 of 1962, 
Chapter 882 of 1963, 679 of 1965 and 616 of 1966. 


Chapter 782 funds amounted to $51,155, with an un- 
encumbered balance of $14,338. Chapter 822 funds 
amounted to $98,631 with no unencumbered balance. 
Chapter 679 funds amounted to $255,738, with an un- 
encumbered balance of $113,384. Chapter 616 funds 
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amounted to $1,511,805, with an unencumbered balance 
of $778,809. 

There was a Water Loan of $1,300,000 which with the 
amount carried forward, amounted to $2,300,000, with 
an unencumbered balance of $1,735,717. A Water 
Meter Loan was carried forward in the amount of $142,- 
258, with an unencumbered balance of $1,747. 


Appended hereto is the report submitted by the Public 
Improvement Commission and statistical data relative to 
the activities of the various divisions.

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ENGINEERING DIVISION 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Engi- 
neering Division of the City of Boston, Public Works 
Department, for the year 1968. This represents the ninth 
such report since the division was activated in 1960. 

An analysis of the various programs for sewer, water, 
and highway projects planned versus the actual projects 
advertised and completed or started, indicates that the 
actual dollar value of work encumbered for construction 
appears to be close to the 1967 encumbrances. However, 
there are two disturbing factors here that indicate a need 
for accelerating our pace. One is that contract prices 
have risen sharply with the result that the same dollar 
value produces less results than in 1967. The other 
factor is that work advertised in 1967 represented many 
projects originally planned for 1966 so that, of necessity, 
the 1968 work in turn became in large part, work planned 
for 1967. This was the case particularly for Chapter 90 
projects, street reconstruction and sidewalk projects. 
Sewer and water projects in general remained fairly 
current in execution. 

This trend to lag behind planning is a direct result of 
inadequate manpower both in technical competence and 
in numbers to get the work accomplished as well as 
inadequate funds. It is hoped that 1969 will be used to 
solve the manpower and financial problem and reverse 
this trend. 

Along with what might be called the routine projects 
advertised for construction were several advertised 
items that were of interest such as the following: 


1. The completion of American Legion extension, 
from Cummins Highway to Hyde Park avenue. This 
should have the dual result of serving both present and 
proposed commercial and residential abutting properties 
and also of dispersing traffic loads in the general area. 


2. The start of the restoration of the colonial appear- 
ance of Charles street, Boston Proper, from Beacon 
street to the Charles Street Circle. His Honor, the 
Mayor, requested the department to consider this resto- 
ration in the form of brick sidewalks and gas lights, so 
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that the world-renowned charm of Beacon Hill would be 
reflected in this street also. Because the imminent 
approach of cold weather made the complete installation 
impossible, a special concerted effort produced the com- 
pletion of a representative stretch between Beacon street 
and Chestnut street. The completion of this restoration 
is planned for 1969. 


3. Again, in the interest of producing an oasis of 
neighborhood relation, this division produced plans re- 
sulting in the reduction of the curb to curb width of 
Dartmouth street, between Boylston street and Common- 
wealth avenue, to 44 feet, the elimination of the median 
and the installation of brick sidewalks on the easterly 
side. This will allow the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment to construct a pedestrian mall on the westerly side 
during 1969. This attractive mall will have trees, benches, 
special pedestrian lighting and other recreational facilities, 
and should enhance the over-all neighborhood appearance. 
Because of money limitations it was necessary to postpone 
a similar development of Dartmouth street, from Com- 
monwealth avenue to Beacon street, until 1969. 


4. Closely associated with the Dartmouth Street im- 
provement was the paving and sidewalk and street 
lighting work done in those sections of St. James avenue, 
Dartmouth street, and Boylston street, which surround 
Copley square. This work has been done in order to 
further enhance the charm of the beautification of 
Copley square now in progress. 


Although not in the categories of advertised projects, 
another event took place that is certainly worthy of 
mention and that is the moving of the department and 
consequently, this division, to the New City Hall. 


Of necessity, this resulted in a gigantic review of plans, 
documents, books and records to see what could be dis- 
posed of or must be retained. This in turn, brought to 
light for review many ancient documents relative to per- 
sonnel history, early department doings, and items of 
our city’s over-all early history. The moving for our divi- 
sion required the packing, marking, and unpacking, after 
moving of approximately 40,000 plans. The final refiling 
of these has not yet to date been accomplished. 
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SUMMARY 


During 1968 the following projects were originated, 
surveyed, designed, estimated, and advertised. In areas 
not connected with urban renewal these projects were 
developed entirely within the division whereas the urban 
renewal projects were mainly prepared by consultants 
working for the department with the function of this 
division relative to this phase of the work being limited 
to outlining, reviewing, supervising, and approving their 
work.

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ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION 


The Administrative Section under the direction of the 
Division Engineer and the supervision of the Administra- 
tive Assistant performed the required administrative and 
clerical functions of the division. 


Processing and maintenance of division records per- 
taining to personnel, correspondence, indexing, filing, 
etc., were some of the duties performed by this section. 
Also typing, proofreading, and collating all stencils for 
contract books for all divisions of the department. 
Preparation of annual and other reports. Mimeograph- 
ing all stencil work for the department. In addition 
recorded and processed plot plans numbering approxi- 
mately 160 submitted by the Building Department. . 


On November 20, 1968, the division moved into New 
City Hall. The moving of the Administrative Section 
files and records, etc., took place with a minimum of 
interruption to the routine of the division. 


In addition the Administrative Assistant calculated 
and estimated all betterments and assessments levied for 
roadways, sidewalks, and sewers in the city of which 
there were approximately 850 parcels. ‘The Administra- 
tive Assistant also assisted the Division Engineer at 
Public Improvement Commission Hearings. 


ENGINEERING RECORD SECTION 


During 1968 this section furnished street line informa- 
tion, grade information, and plan information on ap- 
proximately eleven hundred and seventy-five streets to 
private engineers and surveyors. Checked approxi- 
mately seventy-five new Land Court plans for street line 
information and also received and reviewed approxi- 
mately fifty decree plans for the Land Court. 


Furnished information to various departments and 
agencies, including the Law Department, Building De- 
partment, Highway Division, Sewer and Water Divisions, 
Public Facilities Department, Assessing Department, 
Fire Department, Police Department, BRA, Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, Real Property Board, and the 
Department of the Navy. 
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Furnished information to Consulting Engineers work- 
ing on BRA projects as follows:

Had fifteen meetings with engineers and surveyors on 
various projects. 


During the course of the year, received fourteen sub- 
poenas to furnish plans and information that was pre- 
sented to Suffolk, Middlesex, and Norfolk Courts. 


As moving Coordinator for the Engineering Division, 
planned the moving of equipment, 40,000 plans, files, 
etc., from the Old City Hall to the New City Hall. The 
work of the Reproduction Unit of this section was as 
follows: 


PLANNING AND PROGRAMMING SECTION 


The Planning and Programming Section of the Engi- 
neering Division, under the general direction of the 
Division Engineer, compiled the programs of public works 
construction that the City of Boston was to carry out 
in 1968. 


On the basis of citizens’ petitions, complaints, depart- 
mental information and field inspections, this section 
selected and programmed the city’s public works for 1968. 
These programs compiled by the Planning and Program- 
ming Section set in motion the survey work, the prepara- 
tion of plans, specifications and finally, the construction 
of the city’s public works projects. This involved the 
reconstruction of 12 miles of streets, the construction 
of 14 mile of new streets, the laying or relaying of 3 miles 
of water pipe and the replacement or extension of 2 miles 
of sewers. 
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While on the subject of reporting the activities of the 
Planning and Programming Section it is appropriate to 
pay tribute to a fine gentleman and capable engineer, the 
former head of Planning and Programming, Paul Ford, 
who retired last September and died in December. 


The Planning and Programming section along with its 
primary responsibility of preparing the program for the 
Public Works Department for the current year, also had 
the responsibility of receiving, verifying, and processing 
all of the urban renewal projects that require Public 
Works Department decisions. There are approximately 
twelve active urban renewal projects and work has been 
progressing in most areas. Following is a breakdown 
of work reviewed for these project areas and acted upon 
by this section. 


Waterfront Project Mass. R-77 


Site Preparation, Contract B (Seawall and Embank- 
ment, East India Row), consisting in part, the construc- 
tion of a new granite seawall between India and Central 
Wharves, the construction of a roadway embankment 
for the first stage of a proposed roadway called East 
India Row and for the site of the Harbor Towers Complex. 


Washington Park Project Mass. R-24 


Public Works contracts in Washington park are under 
the control and supervision of the Public Works Depart- 
ment rather than the BRA. 


The work reviewed and completed in this project area 
was Highway Construction of a portion of Washington 
Park Boulevard and complete reconstruction of twenty- 
one other streets. 


Charlestown Project Mass. R-55 


Contracts reviewed and completed by the BRA in 
this area totaled 27 streets reconstructed and 16 re- 
surfaced. 
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South Cove Project Mass. R-92 


The Bay Village area of the South Cove project pro- 
duced an unusual accomplishment due to the early 
American motif planned for the streets. Colonial gas 
lights and brick sidewalks were installed. This section 
assisted in this work by reviewing the plans for streets 
and lighting. 


South End Mass. R-56 


Three contracts concerning recreational facilities were 
reviewed and verified relative to their impact on our 
public works. 


Among other duties performed in this section was the 
reviewing of 131 plot plans, which required checking 
of grades before submission to the Building Department. 


Developers who intend to install new streets in their 
projects must prepare the necessary approval plans and 
submit them to this section for processing and approval. 
Nineteen hundred and sixty-eight was a lean year for this 
work since only five approval plans were reviewed. 

Proposed driveway opening plans are also reviewed by 
this section for feasibility. 


SURVEY SECTION 


The Survey Section of the Engineering Division, under 
the direction of the Associate Civil Engineer, originated 
all field engineering surveys and related activities required 
for the determination and recording of engineering data, 
measurements, calculations, sketches, and other informa- 
tion needed in connection with: 


(a) The laying out, locating, relocating, design and 
construction, reconstruction, alteration or discontinuance 
of streets and street improvements, including sidewalks, 
bridges, storm drains, sewer, water, and other related 
facilities in the City of Boston. 
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(b) Special survey requirements of the City of Boston 
in general, including the acquisition by the city of land 
by eminent domain; and taking of easements; the con- 
struction of municipal buildings and structures; the inter- 
departmental transfer, sale or development of city-owned 
land; and the furnishing of survey and engineering data 
in matters of concern to the City of Boston as required 
or related to construction programs and other activities 
under the jurisdiction of other municipal, state, federal, 
or private agencies or authorities; including services to 
consultants or contractors engaged by these agencies or 
authorities. 
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HIGHWAY DIVISION 


The Highway Division is charged with the responsibility 
of construction, reconstruction, care, control, and mainte- 
nance of all highways; the street cleaning activities of 
the city; the construction and care and maintenance of 
bridges and the street lighting program. Supervision of 
snow removal is also a function of this division. 

The method of financing the highway construction pro- 
gram is diversified. Funds for the so-called “Chapter 
90” program are obtained in part from the proceeds of 
the fees from which the Commonwealth’s highway fund 
is composed. This work is under the direction and control 
of the State Department of Public Works, with the high- 
ways remaining city streets after completion of the con- 
tracts. In 1968, the sum of $630,691 was contributed by 
the state and a like amount was contributed by Boston 
for the “Chapter 90” program. 

The so-called ‘393 streets” are highways constructed 
under the basic highway statute (Chapter 393 of the Acts 
of 1906), as most recently amended. Funds for this pro- 
gram and for the construction of stone, block, brick, 
cement concrete, bituminous concrete, bituminous mac- 
adam or other permanent pavement of similar lasting 
character, are obtained by the issuance of a Public Ways 
Loan under authority of Chapter 44, Section 7, Para- 
graph 5, of the General Laws, augmented by several 
accelerated highway acts, which provide funds to the 
cities and towns, for use under the terms set forth above 
under Chapter 44, Section 7, Paragraph 5. 

In 1968, expenditures under the Public Ways Loan 
amounted to $4,029,695. Accelerated highway act of 
1962, $29,912; 1963, $42,112; 1965, $84,457, and 1967, 
$305,670. Under the Bridge Loan there was an expendi- 
ture of $748,490. Under the Sidewalk Loan there was 
an expenditure of $166,011. 

The sum of $1,203,615 was expended for snow removal, 
resulting in a deficit of $443,615, plus an expenditure of 
$99,974 for snow equipment. 

The expenditures on the seven tidewater bridges 
amounted to $495,589.93. There were 8,189 openings by 
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the five drawbridges at a cost of approximately $60 per 
opening. ‘Total expenditures on inland bridges amounted 
to $49,033.14. 


Three contracts for street cleaning were let in 1968, 
to clean parts of District 1; the North End and Market 
Area; and the Charlestown District at a cost of $681,- 
611.76. The balance of the city is cleaned by depart- 
mental forces. 


A street lighting contract in the amount of $45,560 was 
let during the year. ‘The balance of the work of the 
Street Lighting Section consists of lighting studies sub- 
sequent orders for installations by the Boston Edison 
Company. 


SANITARY DIVISION 
ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION 
Program 1 — Administration 


The activities of the Administrative Section com- 
prised supervising the various functions and operations 
of the division, the preparation of all contracts, the proc- 
essing of payments, the processing of reports, corre- 
spondence, violation notices and complaints (complaints 
were written, telephoned, and in person), the compilation 
of inspector’s reports and daily reports on the Collection 
and Disposal Sections’ performances, investigating and 
processing applications for permits for the transportation 
of refuse, the preparation of the budget, and the super- 
vision of the Snow Emergency Center. 


During the year the following changes were made in 
personnel: On July 8, 1968, John F. Flaherty returned 
as Division Engineer after leaving his post as Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. Ransom W. Stiles, Principal 
Civil Engineer, retired on March 31, 1968, and passed 
away on August 31, 1968. Charles T. Dinneen was 
permanently promoted to Principal Civil Engineer, re- 
placing Mr. Stiles, on May 1, 1968. Stephen J. Clegg, 
Clerk, was transferred on March 4, 1968, to the Central 
Office Personnel Section as Principal Clerk-Typist. 
Maxine Pratt transferred from the Engineering Division 
on April 15, 1968, and was made a Senior Clerk and 
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Stenographer on September 4, 1968. Jeremiah Connolly, 
Supervisor of Sanitation, was promoted on November 20, 
1968, to the position of Superintendent of Sanitation. 
Bernard G. Donnelly who had been Acting Superin- 
tendent since the death of James F. Kane in 1967 re- 
turned to his duties as Supervisor of Sanitation in Area 2. 

The Sanitary Division moved into the New City Hall 
on November 19, 1968. The office layout and building 
facilities are very pleasing to all the personnel. 


COLLECTION SECTION 


Program 2 — Refuse Collection Contracts 


Refuse Collection Contracts were awarded in all eleven 
of the contract districts as a result of publicly advertised 
bids, the work commencing on April 1, 1968. These one- 
year contracts have renewal options for a second and a 
third year. The contract prices increased considerably 
over those of the past year, due in part to wage increases 
and increase in services to be provided. ‘The total ex- 
penditure in 1968 for refuse collection contracts amounted 
to $3,849,525.93 an increase of $1,356,000 over 1967. A 
total of 295,288 tons of refuse was collected during the 
year. 

Program 3 — Lot Cleaning 

The Lot Cleaning Crew was organized in 1967 com- 
prising one foreman, two inspectors, one special heavy 
motor equipment operator, 6 motor equipment operators, 
and eighteen laborers using one bulldozer, two frontend 
loaders, and six dump trucks for the cleaning of vacant 
lots throughout the city. 

All littered vacant lots in the city were cleaned at least 
once and many lots were cleaned several times during the 
year for a total of 4,069 lots. Scheduled periodic clean- 
ing of all lots is now in progress. 

Program 4— Alley Cleaning 

The Alley Cleaning program in the South End and 
lower Roxbury districts was continued during the year 
and is responsible for keeping the littering of these alleys 
within reasonable bounds. Approximately 2,299 tons 
of debris and garbage was removed from the alleys dur- 
ing 1968. 
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Program 5 — Litter Baskets 


Three hundred pole-type baskets were requisitioned in 
April but not delivered by the Purchasing Division prior 
to the end of the year to replace badly damage and pilfered 
baskets. Consequently very few pole baskets were in- 
stalled at new locations. Over 890 pole-type baskets are 
located throughout the city, principally where there are 
accumulations of pedestrian litter. Also requisitioned but 
not delivered were 1,000 anti-litter “Hey look, We’re 
Getting Boston Clean” signs silk-screened on 5 x 7-inch 
aluminum plates to replace the “Town Crier” type. All 
baskets were emptied by the refuse collection contractors 
on Mondays except in the Boston Proper district where 
they were emptied on the regular collection days. A 
departmental night litter basket detail, using three 
packer-type trucks and eight men, emptied every basket 
nightly, Tuesday through Saturday. This crew is under 
the supervision of an Inspector who also directs the pick- 
up of dead animals. 


Program 6 — Market Cleaning 


Under this program, the division provides two packer- 
type trucks on Fridays and Saturdays servicing pushcart 
peddlers and storekeepers in the Market area in the 
vicinity of Blackstone street, removing approximately 
2,080 tons of refuse during the year and depositing it at 
the South Bay incinerator. 


Program 7 — Abandoned Vehicles 


The abandoning of automobiles in the city has been 
reduced considerably. The new shredding plan in Everett 
plus the increased price of scrap iron contributed greatly 
to the reduction in the number of cars and the cost for 
the removal and disposal of derelict vehicles. Many 
abandoned cars continue to be removed from the streets 
by persons unknown probably because a profit can now 
be made in their disposal. Some junk dealers are evi- 
dently increasing their business by taking these vehicles 
from streets and vacant lots. ‘Two hundred forty-six 
vehicles were removed at a contract cost of $566.70. 
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Program 8 — Cleanup Campaign 


The Spring Cleanup Campaign was conducted in the 
spring of 1968. The liaison between the department and 
the various civic groups was maintained by personnel 
from the Mayor’s Office and the Office of Public Service. 
Hundreds of tons of debris (placed on the sidewalk by 
residents conducting basement, attic, and backyard 
cleanouts) were removed by the contractors and by the 
division’s labor forces. One hundred thirty-nine large 
25-cubic yard containers and eleven smaller 8-cubic yard 
containers were placed in various locations designated by 
civic organizations for use in the local cleanup efforts. 
The providing and servicing of these containers was done 
under contract. 

Program 9 — Enforcement and Education 


The uniformed Sanitation Inspectors continued ringing 
doorbells and notifying violators of the barrel ordinance 
to supply the required number of receptacles to provide 
for the maximum amount of refuse generated at their 
addresses. 

To supplement the work of the Uniformed Sanitation 
Inspectors we used the slogan, ““Hey Look, We’re Getting 
Boston Clean” in the spring anti-litter campaign. All 
departmental vehicles were posted on both sides with 
signs featuring this motif. 

Over 10,000 violation notices were issued by these 
inspectors and the results of their efforts were readily 
evident in the areas in which they worked by the re- 
duction of litter and the increase in the number of new 
barrels. 

DiIsPosAL SECTION 
Program 10 — South Bay Incinerator 


The South Bay incinerator received and disposed of a 
total of 143,429 tons of refuse during the year. 
Maintenance work performed under contract is listed 
below as follows: 
1. Renewed the grate on No. 6 furnace and installed 
a water cooled beam (front grate support beam). 
2. Installed a new ash quenching system on all six 
furnaces. 
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3. Installed a new heating system in the ash tunnel. 

4. Installed a new electric signal system for the 
charging of furnaces. 

5. Existing refractories were repaired at a cost of 
$10,000. 

6. Installed three new ash gates on No. 1 furnace. 


During the year our resubmitted application for a 
Demonstration Grant under the Solid Waste Disposal 
Act for the erection of a shredding mill and a water wall 
continuous feed furnace with electrostatic precipitator 
was rejected by Health Education and Welfare and it now 
appears that the chance of construction moneys for these 
proposed improvements will not be forthcoming from the 
federal government. The work we proposed to do under 
the grant has in part been approved in at least two major 
cities and the information we will obtain from these 
municipalities regarding the preprocessing of refuse in a 
shredding mill prior to burning, may result in a future 
recommendation from this division to adapt the South 
Bay incinerator to this new method of burning. 

Steam generated from the burning of refuse was used 
for providing heat and hot water in the incinerator. 

Steam was not transmitted to the City Hospital during 
the year. The division recommends that this program 
should not be reactivated and that out efforts be con- 
centrated on the reduction of refuse rather than the 
production of steam. 


Program 11 — Gardner Street Sanitary Landfill 


One hundred twenty-eight thousand, six hundred 
and ninety-three tons of cover material were purchased 
from a contractor who trucked it to the dump site where 
it was used to cover the initial layer of incinerator residue, 
completing the program of a sanitary landfill operation. 

During 1968 we did not receive a single complaint from 
residents of the West Roxbury area regarding the Gardner 
Street sanitary landfill operation. A total of 195,128 tons 
of rubbish was received and disposed of at the site during 
the year. 

We submitted an application to the State Department 
of Natural Resources in May and received approval in 
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November for relocating Brook Farm Brook. This brook 
which now meanders through the middle of the Gardner 
Street sanitary landfill will be moved to the westerly 
limits of the city-owned land. This will provide a con- 
siderable increase in dumping capacity at this site. 

Once again we report that the life of the landfill is very 
limited and therefore it is urgently recommended that 
initial action is now essential for the construction of a 
second incinerator. It appears that the city is now in a 
squeeze between the length of life of the landfill and the 
present lack of an alternate method of disposing of the re- 
fuse from six collection districts of the city. 


Program 12 — Garbage Disposal 


On April 1, the city entered into contracts with Kristoff 
Brothers for removing garbage delivered to the Victory 
Road Transfer Station and with the Kennedy Brothers 
for removing garbage delivered to Gardner Street Transfer 
Station. Both of these contracts were awarded at the 
bid price of $1,300 per month. Approximately 4,970 tons 
of garbage was transferred at Gardner Street and 3,380 
tons at Victory Road. 


Snow Removal 


The Snow Emergency Center finished its seventh 
season of operation at the Civil Defense Office located in 
the Fire Department Headquarters building during the 
winter of 1967-1968 under the direction of the Deputy 
Commissioner. ‘The Sanitary Division continued to 
supply personnel that were the backbone of this operation. 
The assignment of sanding and snowplowing in the Main 
Routes 3 District was capably handled by Sanitary 
Division Personnel. 


Snowfall 


Snowfall amounting to over 4 inches occurred as follows: 
January 7, 6.6 inches; January 25, 6.1 inches, total for 
the month amounted to 17.7 inches. In February, total 
snowfall totaled only 3.4 inches with no snowfall greater 
than 1.9 inches. Total snowfall for March amounted to 
6.8 inches, with no snowfall greater than 4 inches. Snow- 
fall in November amounted to .4 inch and 5.1 inches in 
December produced by seven storms. 
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SEWER DIVISION 


ORGANIZATION OF THE DIVISION 


The Sewer Division is comprised of three sections, viz.; 
Administrative, Maintenance, and Construction, under 
the direction of a Division Engineer. 


The Administrative Section, under the direction of an 
Administrative Assistant, is responsible for the prepara- 
tion of budgetary requirements; maintenance of time 
records of personnel; presenting receiving notices and 
warrants for service orders and purchase requirements, 
to the Central Office of the Department for Processing; 
all correspondence received in and emanating from the 
division; processing of estimates for payment of contract 
work; keeping records pertaining to the Sewerage Works 
Loan Account; furnishing information relative to depart- 
ment policy as determined by directives, orders, and 
ordinances; and processing of abatements in connection 
with the sewer use charge. 


The Maintenance Section, under the direction of an 
Associate Engineer, is charged with cleaning of sewers 
and sewer appurtenances; answering and investigating 
complaints relating to sewerage works; maintaining and 
repairing sewers; inspecting the laying of drains; oper- 
ation of pumping stations and disposal plant; recording 
complaints; recording sewer inspections; keeping record 
plans of the entire sewerage system; and furnishing in- 
formation to the public. 


The Construction Section, under the direction of an 
Associate Engineer, is responsible for the entire building 
operations of sewerage works under contracts, from the 
field layouts through the final inspections; preparation of 
estimates for payment on all work performed for the 
Sewer Division, under contracts; and furnishing record 
plans of work for the sectional plans maintained by the 
Maintenance Section. 

On November 22, 1968, the Sewer Division main office 
moved to its new location in the New City Hall, Room 
pave 

Early this year the first comprehensive plan made in 
this century for the elimination of pollution due to waste 
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waters in the City of Boston was completed and accepted 
by the city. This plan was the result of an investigation 
for the Sewer Division by Camp, Dresser and McKee, 
Consulting Engineers, Boston, Mass., begun on Febru- 
ary 10, 1966, and paid for at a cost of $221,220.28 from an 
interest-free loan granted by HUD (Housing and Urban 
Development), to the city. Four principal alternative 
methods for pollution elimination were studied, viz.: 
(1) Complete separation of all sanitary sewerage and 
storm drainage systems; (2) construction of chlorination 
detention tanks; (3) construction of surface holding- 
tanks, and (4) construction of the Deep Tunnel Plan. 
Method (4), the Deep Tunnel Plan, proved to be the 
most efficient and least costly, and was therefore recom- 
mended by the consultants. 

The Deep Tunnel Plan will involve the construction of 
deep rock storage tunnels, shafts, transmission tunnels, 
surface connections, a main pumping station located in 
Deer Island, and an ocean outfall with diffusers. With 
this method, all flows of sewage and storm water may be 
disposed of well off-shore into the Atlantic Ocean and 
thereby eliminate the pollution of Boston Harbor and 
adjacent waters. The cost of the above method is 
estimated to be about 496 million dollars, of which 
Boston’s share would be about 300 million dollars. 

It is obvious that such vast construction could not be 
accomplished overnight but would take many years of 
partial construction projects to accomplish the end in 
view, even if the millions of dollars required were at hand. 
Therefore, an initial construction program has been sug- 
gested as follows:— 


1. Main Intercepter and Tributory Con-

2. South Boston Pollution Control Con-

The initial construction programs are designed to com- 
plement the Deep Tunnel Plan. 
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If present percentages of state and federal grants are 
maintained, and if these grants are made, the cost to the 
city for the initial program would be about $20,800,000. 
This would result in an annual increase in the property 
tax of 99 cents. 


On April 22, 1968, the third major collapse since 1962 
of a section of the main intercepter occurred in Massa- 
chusetts avenue. This repair was not completed until 
October 30, 1968, and the cost was $155,461.83. During 
the rebuilding of the damaged portions of the conduit 
great inconvenience was caused to the public inasmuch 
as traffic had to be detoured. Even now the center strip 
of Massachusetts avenue is barricaded so that no traffic 
will bear on the intercepter, thus cutting down the flow 
of traffic considerably. The total cost of rebuilding the 
collapsed sections of the intercepter to date has been 
$439,238.90. 

From this history of the hazardous condition of the 
main intercepter, and potential repair costs, all efforts 
will be made to proceed with phase (1) of the initial con- 
struction program as outlined above, which calls for 
abandonment of the existing main intercepter and the 
building of a new smaller intercepter in a different location. 
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WATER DIVISION 


The operation and management of the Water Division is. 
channeled through four sections: Administrative, Construction, 
Maintenance, and Revenue. 


All pipes and appurtenances for supplying potable water to 
the approximate 93,000 customers are under the control, care 
and maintenance of this division, as are the hydrants and 
supply for ordinary fire extinguishment. The source of supply 
is the Metropolitan District Commission. The charge for 
water to the member cities and towns is fixed by legislative 
enactment at $120 per million gallons, a sum insufficient to 
meet operating expenses. In 1968, Boston required 129,176,300 
gallons per day or approximately 210 gallons per capita. The 
cost to the consumer is one cent for twenty-five gallons. 


Water is distributed by the division by gravity. Water is 
also supplied by the two High Pressure Pumping Stations 
operated by the Fire Department in the high-valuation section 
of mercantile Boston. 


Relocation of the Water Division was made from Old City 
Hall Annex to the New City Hall on November 21 and 22, 
1968, with no confusion or interruption of service to the public. 


MDC Water Assessment 


The Metropolitan District Commission’s assessment for 1968 
will -amount to $5,673,420.96 for 47,278,508,000 gallons of 
water, at the rate of one hundred and twenty (120) dollars per 
million gallons. 


Employees 


The number of permanent employees with the Water Divi- 
sion on December 31, 1968, was 275, as compared to a total of 
271 on December 31, 1967. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION 


All of the important clerical and administrative functions of 
the Water Division are performed by the Administrative 
Section. This section assists the Division Engineer in the prep- 
aration of annual budget estimates and requests, and prepares 
correspondence, reports, memoranda and notices; receives 
requests and prepares overtime authorizations and furnishes 
information to the public regarding this division’s activities and 
regulations. The Administrative Section is staffed by one 
Administrative Assistant, one Senior Clerk-Stenographer, and 
one Senior Clerk-Typist. 
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Business Unit 


The processing of all functions in relation to the revenue 
from water supply and service is the responsibility of this office. 
These functions include the processing of applications for new 
services and fire pipes, the reading of more than 93,000 accounts 
quarterly and/or semi-annually, requesting the testing, installa- 
tion or removal of meters, and the handling of complaints 
or inquiries concerning charges rendered. Water Division gross 
receipts amounted to $9,475,471.06 in 1968. 


Employees of the Business Unit answer inquiries from the 
public regarding the sewer use charge. 


The Business Unit processes and resolves all petitions for 
abatement, including those petitions for abatement of the 
sewer use charge, when said charge is directly related to water 
consumption. Sewer use charge petitions, when of a technical 
nature, are resolved by the Sewer Division. The number of 
partial abatements of metered water rates granted in 1968 was 
899 amounting to $71,086.66. 


CONSTRUCTION SECTION 


The Construction Section consisted of one Senior Civil En- 
gineer, one Assistant Civil Engineer (temporary), two Senior 
Engineering Aids (temporary), six Water Service Inspectors 
and one Principal Clerk. One Principal Civil Engineer is re- 
quired to bring the Construction Section to full strength. 


The following work was accomplished during the year: 527 
domestic services were made; 74 fire pipes connected; 150 
hydrants established; 115 changed, and 126 abandoned for a 
new increase of 126. 


During the year, a total of 23,541 linear feet of main pipe 
was laid or relaid, varying in size from 4 inches to 16 inches. 


Main Projects 


The Water Division received a federal grant of $900,000 
from the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment for the construction of two 36-inch trunk water 
mains in Charlestown and Dorchester; a contract was 
awarded to Consulting Engineers to provide information, 
plans and specifications for the construction and instal- 
lation of the aforesaid water mains. 

A contract was awarded for the purchase of 50 high 
pressure fire hydrants to be manufactured in accordance 
with plans and specifications revised in 1968 by this 
division. 
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In 1968, 4,125 water meters in various sizes were pur- 
chased. The Water Division set approximately 6,800 
water meters in 1968. 


The cleaning and cement lining of 14,700 linear feet 
of water mains (8 inches, 12 inches, 16 inches, and 24 
inches) has been completed in Charlestown under BRA 
contract. Also, 33 new water gates in sizes ranging from 
6 inches to 24 inches have been installed replacing exist- 
ing gates, and 5,400 feet of new domestic service pipe 
have been installed in Charlestown replacing old and/or 
defective water service pipe.

MAINTENANCE SECTION 


The Maintenance Section consists of one Associate 
Civil Engineer, one Junior Engineering Aid (temporary), 
one Senior Clerk-Stenographer, one Principal Clerk and 
with the aid of the personnel of the Construction Section, 
assisted in supplying official information to the public 
concerning all hydraulic problems, main pipe and service 
pipe locations; processed applications for new or enlarged 
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domestic and fire services, and maintained official records, 
plans and pressure charts, and generally supervised the 
three Water Division yards. Additional personnel re- 
quired for this section are one Senior Civil Engineer and 
two Senior Engineering Aids.

These yards are responsible for the repair and mainte- 
nance of main pipes, service and fire pipes, hydrants, 
gates and providing emergency and general service to the 
public. The main yard at 710 Albany street maintains 
emergency crews around the clock for any water service 
that may be required in any section of the city. 

The main yard and two area yards were assisted by 
three contractors. ‘The contractual work consisted of 
excavation and backfilling to allow Water Division em- 
ployees to repair leaks, lay or relay water services, change 
hydrants and repair or replace defective appurtenances. 
This contractual work was performed in a satisfactory 
manner and is of value in providing service to the public. 


The Maintenance Shops handled all drilling of services 
in the main yard and assisted, in case of emergency, 
in the area yards. These shops repair defective hydrants, 
defective gates (in the ground, if possible) and rebuild 
corporation, tapping and high pressure gates. Along 
with this work, the Maintenance Shops render assistance 
to other branches of the Public Works Department in 
many special jobs. The Meter Shop installs new large 
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meters, changes worn and defective meters, tests and 
repairs water meters, and maintains records of all meters 
in and out of service. More than forty-five hundred 
water meters in various sizes were installed by the Meter 
Shop during 1968, replacing connection pieces, non- 
registering water meters, and to meter new accounts.

During the year 1967 there were three meetings held 
by the Commission, and the Commissioner held eight 
departmental meetings where he promulgated new rules 
and regulations. 

The department had a complete reassessment of the 
roadway painting program, with the adoption of plastic 
markers on all new street-surfacing projects. They are 
far superior to painted lines, as they last much longer 
and remain visible twelve months of the year in most 
locations. The average life of these plastic markers 1s 
about five years, so that the initial higher cost of installa- 
tion is offset due to its longer life as compared with 
painted lines. 

The efficiency of the meter maids tagging meter viola- 
tions was substantiated by the increase in revenue from 
the parking meters during 1967. Overtime parking 
violations on parking meters has continued to show a 
decline since this system has been adopted; and it is 
hoped that legislation may soon be passed extending 
their powers to cite all types of parking violations 
throughout the city. If the powers are granted to the 
meter maids, their force could grow from thirty-four to 
one hundred. 


Planning new street traffic patterns as the progress of 
new construction continues throughout the city, along 
with the necessary new and improved traffic control 
devices, has been top priority with the Engineering 
Division, and many such changes are already in evidence 
as the New Boston begins to flourish. Liaison with the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority and our engineers 1S 
on a regular continued basis as new projects are under- 
taken now with the Central Business District and the 
waterfront projects. 


Progress on the pedestrian lifesaving program con- 
tinues to show wonderful results as pedestrian deaths 
and injuries continue to drop due to the willingness of 
the general public to accept our safety programs and 
cooperate with the Police, Fire, and Traffic and Parking 
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Departments. Once again the pedestrian death rate 
dropped, with a final total of thirty-four pedestrian 
fatalities. 


After six years as Traffic Commissioner, Mr. Thomas 
Carty terminated his position in the latter part of 1967 
to join the forces of the M.B.T.A. in the transportation 
division. Mayor Collins then appointed Mr. John H. 
O’ Neill as Commissioner for the balance of the year. 

The Trafic and Parking Department, always on the 
alert with its experienced staff, has been able to cope 
with every major traffic problem to prevent major tieups, 
especially in the downtown sections of the city, and, 
after investigations and surveys, has kept the traffic 
flowing through the city reasonably smooth. 


The New Boston is fast becoming the main attraction 
of all visitors as well as Bostonians, and with great pride 
we accept our part as residents of this great city.

The Boston Trafic and Parking Department fleet 
now has fifty-six vehicles, consisting of twenty-nine 
passenger cars and twenty-seven trucks. 


These late model vehicles, mostly 1966’s and 1967’s, 
are equipped with automatic transmissions which have 
proven very efficient from a maintenance point of view, 
contributing to the fact that our costs of repairs have 
been reduced considerably. 


Our two-way radios that are installed in the vehicles 
enable the personnel to perform many of their duties 
without unnecessary trips back to the department, es- 
pecially during emergencies that occur out in the field. 


This ever-expanding fleet has been driven over 385,000 
miles, and through our preventive maintenance by the 
garage personnel this department has been able to per- 
form and complete all its duties without any difficulty. 


The Motor Pool Division, attached to this depart- 
ment, operating with three chauffeurs and three vehicles, 
has done an outstanding job in being able to complete 
all the daily scheduled trips assigned to it by the various 
city departments in the course of the business day.

SUMMARY OF MOTOR VEERICLE TRAFFIC 


ACCIDENTS FOR TEE YEAR 1967 


Trafie Commissioner Thomas F. Carty submits the 
following report of the fatal, personal injury, and 
property damage motor vehicle accidents as reported 
to this department, and that occurred on the City of 
Boston public ways under the jurisdiction of the City 
of Boston Police and Traffic and Parking Departments 
during the year ending December 31, 1967:

Boston is still showing great success in the pedestrian 
lifesaving program which went into effect on April 1, 
1966. 


a. There were only thirty-four pedestrians killed, for a 
new low, out of fifty-three fatalities, including nine 
operators and ten occupants. 


b. Pedestrians accounted for 64 percent of all the 
fatalities occurring on the streets of Boston. This 
was a reduction of one pedestrian death from 1966 
and a total of twenty-two since the pedestrian life- 
saving campaign began. 


ce. Of the thirty-four pedestrians killed twenty-eight 
were adults and six were children. Our senior 
citizens have accounted for many of the fatalities, 
with a score of sixteen fatals over sixty years of age. 


Of the fifty-three fatal accidents twenty-one (40 percent) 
occurred during daylight hours, while thirty-two (60 
percent) happened during the hours of darkness. 


Fatal accidents at intersections took the heaviest toll, 
with twenty-six (50 percent), while nineteen fatals 
(37 percent) occurred between intersections and seven 
(13 percent) at signalized areas. 


Of the thirty-four pedestrian fatalities in 1967, twenty- 
four (71 percent) were males, while ten (29 percent) 
were females. 
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5. April and September were the worst months of the year, 
when seven fatal accidents each month claimed fourteen 
lives, while only one fatal accident was reported in 
January. 

a. Friday was the worst day of the week, with thirteen 
fatalities, and Monday was next, when ten persons 
were killed in fatal accidents. 

b. Once again, driving too fast for conditions was a 
factor in a majority of fatal accidents. 


6. Of all the districts, most fatal accidents occurred in 
Boston Proper, with ten, while no fatalities were listed 
in Charlestown and Hyde Park. 


7. M.D.C. fatal traffic accident figures in Boston indicate 

the following, in addition to those reported above. 

a. Fatals— thirty-one accidents; thirty-five persons 
killed, including six pedestrians. 

b. All other M.D.C. traffic accidents in Boston, non- 
fatal — 5,647.

VETERANS’ SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1967

DEAR SIR: 

The annual report for 1967 for the Veterans’ Services 
Department is hereby submitted. 

The present Veterans’ Services Department was 
established by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 66, and operates under the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was 
known as the Department of Veterans’ Services and 
prior to January 1, 1947, it was known as the Soldiers’ 
Relief Department. A complete revision of General 
Laws, Chapter 115, effective January 1, 1947, neces- 
sitated the earlier change in the name and structure of 
the department. 

The department has two primary functions pre- 
scribed by law: 

1. The furnishing of veterans’ benefits to or for 
veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, 
dependents, and the various wars and conflicts in- 
cluded in our program are defined in the General Laws. 

2. The furnishing of information, advice, and 
assistance relative to the procurement of employment, 
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vocational or other educational opportunities, hos- 

pitalization, medical care, pensions, and other vet- 

erans’ benefits. 

Each application is investigated thoroughly, and 
particular care is exercised each and every year to ex- 
tend the monetary benefits provided by law to those 
who are entitled to them and who require them but to 
withhold benefits to those not entitled. Special effort 
is made by the department to assure that federal and 
state benefits available to recipients be received so that 
the burden upon the City of Boston is reduced as much 
as possible. Reimbursement from the Commonwealth 
for cases at the Boston City Hospital is made possible 
because of the operation of our division at the hospital 
which investigates all cases. 

Over three quarters of the appropriation of this de- 
partment represents benefits paid to or for veterans 
and their dependents. The amount that we spend in 
any one year on this item is governed largely by the 
economic climate. Experience has indicated that this 
expenditure, the only one over which any savings may 
be effected, can only be done through investigation of 
the claims received; yet in the final analysis and in a 
large measure it cannot be said to be an absolute control 
for the reason that demands are governed by so many 
circumstances over which we have no control. When 
genuine need exists for veterans and their dependents, 
this department stands ready and willing to render 
assistance. This department will endeavor to withhold 
benefits to persons not entitled to them or actually in 
need. Furthermore, we shall do our utmost to see that 
our recipients avail themselves fully of any federal or 
state benefits which would reduce the burden upon the 
City of Boston. 

In the current year of 1968, an increasing number of 
World War II and Korean veterans are making applica- 
tion to this department for assistance in one or more 
categories. Sickness, disability, need for eyeglasses, 
braces, orthopedic appliances, inability to perform duties 
required in laboring jobs, etc., have been a predominant 
factor in this increased need for assistance. Hospital 
rates are on the upward spiral, as are corresponding 
costs of doctors, nurses, dentists, pharmacies, ete. 
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The World War II and Korean veterans are now reach- 
ing the age bracket where the above services are becom- 
ing necessary. The Veterans Administration hospitals 
are decreasing the number of domiciliary patients al- 
lowed in their facilities as rapidly as possible, and the 
Soldiers’ Home and Hospital at Chelsea have instituted 
a program of admitting only acute illnesses and decreas- 
ing the number of chronic and domiciliary care patients 
at a very rapid rate. 

Due to the above conditions the case load in this 
department will show a constant upward trend as more 
and more World War II and Korean veterans grow 
older. 

Effective December 8, 1966, under Chapter 716, 
veterans’ status is now granted any person who served 
on active duty with the armed forces for more than 180 
days from February 1, 1955. These veterans are all 
eligible for veterans’ benefits. Because of this legisla- 
tion an increase in expenses in all categories of benefits 
must be expected. These veterans are known as 
Vietnam veterans. 

Our office, through the Massachusetts Veterans 
Services, has supported bills pending before the legisla- 
ture for increased reimbursement from the Common- 
wealth on our veterans’ benefits cases and contacted 
the Central Office of the Veterans Administration for 
increased pensions for all veterans needing aid and 
attendant care. 

In 1967 the department was composed of three divi- 
sions, as follows: 

1. Administrative 
2. Benefits and Residence 
3. Hospital 

Veterans’ Services Department is located at 38 
Chauncy Street, Boston, where applications for assist- 
ance may be made. 

Our relations with the office of the Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services for the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts continue to be excellent. It is particularly 
important to maintain this relationship in order that 
the City of Boston may obtain the greatest possible 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth. 
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The department received $1,581,387.32 in 1967. The 
sources of this revenue and the amounts are listed.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, Sec- 
tion 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I submit here- 
with the annual report of the City of Boston Auditorium 
Commission for the year ending December 31, 1967. 

The Auditorium Commission is composed of five mem- 
bers who serve without compensation. The Commissioners 
are appointed for a term of five years, one term expiring 
each year. Mr. Robert C. Nordblom is Chairman of the Com- 
mission. The Auditorium has a full-time Manager, Business 
Manager, Conventions and Exhibitions Coordinator, and 
Superintendent who were appointed under Chapter 438 of 
the Acts of 1965, and four permanent Civil Service employ- 
ees, namely, an Executive Secretary, a Head Administra- 
tive Clerk, a Receptionist, and a Junior Building Custodian. 

The War Memorial Auditorium was occupied approxi- 
mately 282 days by fifty-seven conventions, exhibitions, 
regional and trade shows, the Metropolitan Opera, com- 
mencements and graduations.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


We submit herewith our annual reports for the years 
1965, 1966, and 1967, in accordance with the require- 
ments of Chapter 3, Section 25 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1961. 

Although annual reports for the years 1959 through 
1964 were filed as required, we were nevertheless remiss 
in filing reports for the years 1965 and 1966 until the 
present time. This was due primarily to the fact that 
we were busily engaged in negotiating contracts for the 
construction of the New City Hall of which you were 
informed periodically either by our Chairman or the 
Director of Administrative Services, who, as you know, 
is a member of our Commission, and which information, 
in our opinion, would have little or no public interest. 
As the minutes of our meetings and financial reports of 
the City Auditor are public records and contain practi- 
cally all of the facts or figures that may or could be in- 
corporated into a report of this nature, these factors were

DEAR Mayor WHITE: 


Herewith is submitted the annual report of the Boston 
Housing Inspection Department for the year 1967. 

The department has continued its policy of vigorously 
enforcing Article 2 of the State Sanitary Code, both 
on the basis of planned area house to house inspections, 
and on the basis of complaints. ‘The planned area 
house to house inspections have been made largely in 
the Roxbury and North Dorchester sections of the city 
with some limited sections of Brighton, South Boston, 
and Mattapan included. Complaint inspections con- 
tinue to be city-wide. 

One of the basic problems in Code Enforcement is 
the fact that the Code, itself, is too minimal and, even 
when a house is brought up to Code Standards, the 
quality of the house is not materially improved. As 
examples of this, the Code does not provide for the 
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periodic painting of common areas or dwelling units, 
there is no requirement for screening, the present regu- 
lation governing heat is not clearly defined and, since 
it is not a performance code, there is no way to control 
the quality of the work performed. 

A commission was appointed by the State Legisla- 
ture to study and recommend revisions of the Code. 
This department presented recommendations to the 
commission to eliminate the deficiencies cited above 
and it is believed that they will be incorporated in the 
commission’s report which will be forthcoming this year. 

Court prosecutions continue to be a problem with the 
department. Of the three hundred ninety-five (395) 
cases presented in the District Courts in 1967, only 
eight resulted in fines being levied. All of these cases 
were appealed to Superior Court and, in every case, the 
fine was set aside. These cases required eight hundred 
forty-nine (849) separate appearances before the court 
by members of the inspectional staff. 

The only apparent solution to the problem is the 
creation of a Housing Court for the City of Boston. 
The Commissioner of the Department was appointed as 
a member of a special Legislative Commission to study 
the formation of such a court and anticipated that the 
commission will make such a reeommendation this year. 

An application for a Code Enforcement Grant was 
prepared and submitted to the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. The areas to be involved 
in this program encompass 416 acres in Jamaica Plain 
and 243 acres in the Fields Corner Ronan Park section 
of Dorchester. When funded, the city will be in a 
position to give federal financial assistance to owners to 
bring their property to Code Standards as well as 
making general public improvements in the areas. 
It is to be hoped that the program will be funded 
shortly. 


Enclosed is a statistical summary of the activities 
of the department.

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Introduction 


The Department of Public Facilities was created on 
September 3, 1966, by Chapter 642 of the Acts of 1966 
by the Senate and House of Representatives in the General 
Court. Formed to resolve the problems created by divided 
responsibility in municipal construction, the department is 
responsible for creating and maintaining the total physical 
plant required by the city. This includes the development 
and supervision of all new construction and major altera- 
tion and repair projects from conception to completion. 

In municipal building, however, the construction of one 
facility cannot be treated as a completely individual proj- 
ect. In order to develop a fiscally as well as structurally 
efficient plant for the city, it must be viewed as one aspect 
of a larger, all-inclusive master plan. The Public Facilities 
Department is charged with developing this master plan in 
the form of a city-wide, ten-year capital improvement 
program. From a detailed analysis of each department’s 
capabilities and future needs, a program of construction, 
alteration, repair, and major equipment priorities projected 
over the next ten years is developed. This program is then 
viewed in terms of the city’s financial future, and a budget 
cost is assigned to each project. If at all possible, sites and 
alternative sites are then designated. Due to its nature, the 
capital improvement program is obviously subject to con- 
tinual review and change as municipal policies and urban 
conditions change. 

The department is under the charge of a commission of 
three men who are appointed by the Mayor and serve at 
his pleasure without compensation. These appointments 
expire the first Monday of the January following a 
mayoral election. 

The first Public Facilities Commission, appointed by 
Mayor John F. Collins in October of 1966, consisted of 
Chairman William D. Fisher, a prominent civil engineer in 
private practice in the City of Boston; Vice Chairman 
William H. Ohrenberger, Superintendent of Schools for the 
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City of Boston; Secretary Arthur G. Coffey, Director of 
Administrative Services for the City of Boston. 

The commission, in turn, selects a director to serve as 
active head of the department. In January of 1967, the 
first permanent director, Malcolm E. Dudley, was ap- 
pointed. A comprehensive recruitment program was 
immediately initiated by the director to attract the 
qualified professional people needed to staff the depart- 
ment. By December of 1967 a staff of thirty-eight had 
been assembled. Included in this number are architects, 
engineers, attorneys, and construction inspectors as well as 
administrative, fiscal, accounting, drafting, and clerical 
personnel. 


Responsibility for the operation of the department is 
divided into six major branches. 

The Administrative Branch is concerned with internal 
office management. This includes all items relating to 
personnel, accounting, purchasing, and the departmental 
budget. The Administrative Officer’s personal respon- 
sibility extends beyond this to include all matters 
relating to community involvement in the city’s building 
program. 

The Operations Branch formulates and monitors a 
schedule for all phases of each project from design 
through construction. This section is also responsible for 
review of all contracts for technical content as well as 
architect and engineer review and evaluation. In the 
event of any major design decision conflicts among the 
agencies involved in a particular project, the Operations 
Officer brings together a design review board to find an 
acceptable solution. 

The Advance Planning Branch is primarily concerned 
with developing, revising, and maintaining the capital 
improvement program. This involves all fiscal matters 
such as preparation and follow through of loan order 
requests needed to finance approved projects as well as 
fiscal research. Area site designation is also within the 
scope of this branch. 
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The Programming and Design Branch handles projects 
from activation through the basic design stage. In this 
period the program is created, a statement of. design 
requirements is prepared, contracts are negotiated and 
awarded to consultants, and the design is repeatedly 
reviewed through the preliminary and basic stages. This 
section also handles the special responsibility of 
researching and analyzing city services and making 
recommendations to improve their efficiency. 

The Engineering Branch takes charge of design review 

for projects after the basic stage and provides super- 

vision in the construction stage. The design of all 
in-house projects is done by this section, as well as 
programming for repairs and alterations. Acquiring sites 
by right of eminent domain and management of 
acquired property complete this area of responsibility. 

The Contracts Branch handles all phases of contractual 

work. This includes advertising for bids, opening and 

evaluating them, and awarding contracts. 

Projects to be undertaken each year as specified in the 
capital improvement program are funded by annual loan 
orders submitted by the Mayor and approved by the City 
Council. A loan in the amount of $1,000,000 for 
construction of thirty-eight demountable classroom units 
was approved by the Council on April 10, 1967. Six more 
loans of varying amounts were authorized on May 17 for 
“Planning, Designing and Acquiring Land for Construction 
and Original Equipping of Structures and Facilities” for 
the following departments; Library Department 
($18,700,000; Parks and Recreation Department 
($1,460,000); Health and Hospitals Department ($2,050.- 
000); Police Department ($765,000); Fire Department 
($1,750,000); Traffic and Parking Department ($370,000). 
A loan in the amount of $12,000,000 for land acquisition 
and design of school buildings as well as construction of 
school facilities not eligible for state aid was approved by 
the Council on December 21, 1967. In addition, at the 
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time the Public Facilities Department was created, it 
received authority over a backlog of approved loan order 
requests pertaining to new construction and repair and 
alteration of existing city facilities. A complete list of 
these loans can be found in Table I. 

Alterations and repairs as well as general operation of 
the department are financed by appropriations in the 
annual budget. A breakdown of these Expenditures can be 
found in Table II. 

Developing and maintaining an efficient physical plant 
for a city as large and complex as Boston is not an easy 
task. In any urban area today the key word is change — 
social ,economic, and technological change. Constant re- 
search and analysis is required to keep abreast of this 
change together with insight and imagination to effectively 
provide for it. This is the basic mission of the Public 
Facilities Department. By eliminating the red tape of 
dispersed authority and by combining the talent of the 
department staff with the highest level of professional 
consultation, we are developing a fiscally realistic program 
that will provide Boston with an up-to-date, efficient 
physical plant in the shortest possible time. 

The following is an outline of the accomplishments of 
the Public Facilities Department in its first year. 


School Facilities 
Demountable Classroom Units 


In March of 1967 the Public Facilities Department was 
notified that demountable classroom units would be 
needed to alleviate overcrowded conditions in some city 
schools. The following month fifteen schools were desig- 
nated to receive these units. By May financing had been 
arranged, designs were completed, and construction con- 
tracts were awarded for thirty-eight classrooms. All units 
were in place and turned over to the care of the School 
Committee by October of 1967. The total construction 
cost was $1,070,000, and pupil capacity is 1,064. These 
units have special value in that they can be moved to 
accommodate fluctuation in school population. 
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Humboldt Avenue School 


This 700-pupil elementary school came under the 
authority of the Public Facilities Department nearing the 
end of its design stage. Educational specifications had been 
prepared by the Boston School Department in conjunction 
with the Boston University Graduate School of Education. 
The architectural firm of Drummey Rosane Anderson, 
under contract to the Department of School Buildings, 
developed a highly innovative, language arts oriented 
school. It is hoped that the school’s special educational 
opportunities will draw students from all over the city to 
the Roxbury location. Construction began in the second 
half of 1967 at a cost of $2,600,000. The building is 
scheduled for completion during the winter of 1969-70. 


John W. McCormack School 


This is a 1,000-pupil junior high school with a construc- 
tion cost of $2,700,000. The school was opened on 
September 7, 1967. It was, of course, well into the 
construction stage when the Public Facilities Commission 
assumed responsibility. 


Harvard-Boston Schools Planning Project 


In May of 1967 the Public Facilities Department 
entered into a contract with a team from the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education for the development of 
detailed educational requirernents for proposed Boston 
schools. By December the group had formulated docu- 
ments setting down concepts and requirements for five 
new elementary schools. At the same time they were 
continuing work on eight additional programs, including a 
new campus high school for Madison Park. The concepts 
and innovations incorporated in the schools now under 
design are a result of this study. 


Four New Elementary Schools 


Three will be built in North Dorchester and one in 
Jamaica Plain All four of these schools are being planned 
for 1,000 pupils from ages four through ten. In accordance 
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with modern educational thought the schools will be 
essentially nongraded, each pupil being allowed substantial 
leeway in subject emphasis and rate of progress. A major 
contribution of the Harvard Task Force was the concept of 
a separate identity for each of the three schools in North 
Dorchester. The school planned for the Franklin Field 
area, being designed by Richmond and Goldberg, will 
stress the arts; the Marshall School replacement, being 
designed by Whitney, Atwood, Norcross, will emphasize 
the sciences; and the John Carr Associates design intended 
for Olney Street will have more than the usual facilities for 
physical education. It should be noted that each school 
will offer a complete curriculum and that — being 
elementary schools — the emphasis can be accomplished at 
a minimal cost. For example, the Franklin Field School 
might have provisions for a resident artist and a performing 
capability adequate for professional presentations. The 
Marshall School replacement might have fish tanks, and 
the loan of specimens from the new Boston aquarium 
might be requested. Occasional interschool visits will be 
arranged when special events are scheduled. 

The new school for Jamaica Plain is being planned with 
special emphasis on community facilities. This latter 
school is being designed by Samuel Mintz’s PARD Team, 

Sites have been selected for all four schools. Each is 
budgeted at $3,500,000, and all should be under construc- 
tion by 1969 and completed during the 1970-71 school 
session. 


A Replacement for the Kent School in Charlestown 


Architect Earl R. Flansburgh has been selected to design 
this school intended to house 500 or more elementary 
school children. Advantage will be taken of Mr. Flans- 
burgh’s special knowledge of the relatively new School 
Construction System Development. Several manufacturers 
now offer these units. Five feet wide and up to fifty feet 
long, each shop-fabricated unit comprises a roof and 
ceiling section complete with lighting and heating units as 
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well as air conditioning. In conjunction with the compan- 
ion system of movable interior partitions, great flexibility 
in room arrangement is easily achieved. This makes 
provision of team teaching and special attention classes 
possible almost at will. SCSD components do not include 
exterior shells which are constructed of conventional 
materials. Construction is projected for the fall of 1969 
and completion for late 1970. 

If the benefits anticipated are realized, the system will 
be widely used in future construction. So far as is known 
this will, however, be the first New England installation of 
these units developed under the auspices of the Educa- 
tional Facilities Laboratory of the Ford Foundation. 


Madison Park High School 


The architectural firm of Marcel Breuer and Associates 
has been at work on site feasibility studies for this facility 
since May of 1967. Educational specifications will be 
available in the first half of 1968, at which time detailed 
architectural design will begin. Groundbreaking for this 
5,000-pupil high school is scheduled for late 1969. 

Opening of this modern educational plant in 1972 is 
expected to relieve secondary school crowding city-wide. 


New School Warehouse 


The firm of Cabot, Cartwright and Rankin has received 
the contract to design this $2,250,000 building which will 
include, in addition to badly needed storage space, highly 
complex audio-visual and general science centers. Comple- 
tion of this warehouse is anticipated by the fall of 1969. 


School Lunch Study 


In July of 1967 the engineering firm of Ganteaume and 
McMullen was contracted to study the feasibility of 
establishing a central commissary to prepare all school 
lunches. 

This study is a direct outgrowth of the department’s 
responsibility for investigating and making recommenda- 
tions regarding city services. 
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Boston City Hospital Reconstruction 


Completion of this project, scheduled for 1975, will 
provide Boston with a completely new medical center 
second to none. Preliminary planning has been completed 
by Lester Gorsline Associates, Medical Planners, who are 
now engaged in detail building programming. The firm of 
Samuel Glaser, Associates, has been designated architect 
for the first phase of construction — $10,000,000 worth of 
parking and student and staff housing as well as a modern 
school of nursing and extensive recreational facilities. 
‘These recreational components include a gym and swim- 
ming pool and will be available for community use. 
Groundbreaking is scheduled for early 1969. Construction 
of the first phase of the medical facilities is to begin early 
7): | 

It should be noted that this is almost entirely new 
construction. Renovation and retention of existing 
buildings is restricted to three relatively minor facilities. 
No architect has yet been selected for the medical 
facilities. Ultimate cost of the reconstruction is estimated 
at nearly $100,000,000. Substantial federal participation 
must be forthcoming if this project is to be completed as 
planned. It is beyond the fiscal capability of the city 
unaided. 


Branch Libraries 


The Brighton Branch Library was designed by the Archi- 

tects Collaborative under contract with the Library 
Trustees. Construction began at the end of 1969, under 
the control of this department, and completion is sched- 
uled for March, 1969, at a cost of $596,000. 

A branch for the Fields Corner area is now being 
designed by the architectural firm of Holmes and Edwards. 
Again the contract is with the Library Trustees although 
supervision is to be provided by the Public Facilities 
Department. Construction is scheduled to begin in June, 
1968, and to be completed in March, 1969. 
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Three additional branch libraries are in the design state 
one in Charlestown by Edwardo Catalano under 
contract to the Library Department; another in the South 
End by Mitchell and Guirgola, also under contract to the 
Library Department; and the third in the Grove Hall area 
by Peter McLaughlin. All four of these branches will cost 
less than $500,000. 


Fire Stations 


Two new fire stations were in the design stage as of the 
end of 1967 — for Charlestown by Frederick Bruck, one 
for South Cove by Carlin and Pozzi. The site has been 
selected for a third station to be located in Hyde Park. As 
in the case of the branch libraries, these fire stations will 
cost less than $500,000 and should go into construction 
early in 1969 and be completed by the fall of the same 
year. 


Police Department Service Center 


Architects Bedar and Alpers have begun studies on this 
$1,500,000 facility. The center will include among other 
things, a vehicle service and repair area, a signals service area, 
and radio repair area, as well as a firearm training range. 


Renovations to the City Hall Annex 


Archtect Alonzo B. Reed, Inc., has completed feasibility 
studies verifying the usability of this building to house the 
entire School Department nonteaching staff under one 
roof. Work will start on these renovations as soon as the 
Annex is vacated, at an anticipated cost of nearly 
$2,000,000. Completion will take nearly a year and a half, 
although staff will probably start to move in before that 
time on a floor-by-floor basis. 
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Boston Redevelopment Authority Relocation Contracts 


The Public Facilities Commission has the power to 
acquire sites by right of eminent domain. Since the 
relocation of families and businesses on these sites is such a 
highly sensitive task, we have chosen to make use of the 
BRA’s specialized skills in this area. In June of 1967 a 
contract was signed for relocation services for three school 
sites in the Roxbury-Dorchester area. Another contract 
was signed in October of 1967 for an additional school site 
in the Roxbury-Jamaica Plain area. 


Roxbury Civic Center 


This Civic Center will include a Court House; a Police 
Station, and a Branch Library located on a landscaped 
public plaza. Designs were started by the Roxbury Civic 
Center Associates, a joint venture of architects Kallman 
and McKinnell with Hoyle, Doran and Berry, under three 
separate contracts — one with the Real Property Depart- 
ment; another with the Police Department; and the third 
with the Library Trustees. The designs are now in the 
working drawing stage. In the interest of efficiency, a new 
design contract between the architects and the Public 
Facilities Commission that includes all three structures has 
been awarded. The project is expected to cost approxi- 
mately $3,000,000. It should be bid during November, 
1968, and completed by the fall of 1970. 


Various Renovation and Alteration Projects 


These include repairs to the Suffolk County Court House, 
repairs to two parking garages, street lighting at Long Island 
and Mattapan Chronic Disease Hospitals, and provision of a 


new computer center for Police Headquarters. _ 
Other projects similar to these are sometimes done by 


the various departments involved under a delegation of . 
authority by the Public Facilities Commission. In either 
case programming, bid and contractual work, and often 
supervision are handled by this department. A complete 
list of these projects can be found in Tables III and IV.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
YOUTH ACTIVITIES COMMISSION 
AND 
YOUTH EDUCATIONAL ASSISTANCE 


The Youth Activities Commission is the official de- 
linquency prevention agency of the City of Boston, 
financed jointly by the City and the Division of Youth 
Service of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on a 
matching fund basis. 

It is comprised of two Field Work Services — an 
Area Youth Division and a Counseling Division. 

The Area Youth Work Division is the focal point of 
the program and at the current time has twenty-three 
Area Youth Workers servicing nineteen areas of the 
city. The main purpose of the Area Youth Work Di- 
vision is to work with those youth who are not being 
serviced by any other social service agency and to help 
these youth in finding a solution to the various problems 
with which they are confronted. 

The Counseling Division presently consists of one 
Senior Counselor and three Counselors. Each Counselor 
is responsible for a specific number of districts serviced 
by the Area Youth Workers to help those youth referred 
to them in the solution of educational and vocational 
problems: for example, a course change to alleviate 
academic problems in school, a change in schools to 
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prevent dropouts, back-up services for dropouts returned 
to school, assistance for college-oriented youngsters lack- 
ing proper know-how regarding admission policies and 
financial aid available. 

In the case of youngsters unwilling or unable to return 
to a structured, academic setting, placements have been 
made in vocational/trade schools, and, where necessary, 
funds or scholarships are obtained through Youth Edu- 
cational Assistance (a nonprofit charitable organization 
established in 1961 to raise private funds for our counsel- 
ing program). 

Ancillary services available to both the Counseling 
and Area Youth Work Divisions, on a contractual basis, 
are intensive counseling and testing services from 
the Boston YMCA, psychological services contracted 
according to type of need and availability of funds. 


ORGANIZATIONAL HIGHLIGHTS 


An increase in budget for the expansion of staff to 
service additional areas of the city was approved by 
Mayor John F. Collins in the spring of 1967. The num- 
ber of Area Youth Workers was increased from twelve 
to twenty-three. This made possible the staffing of 
nineteen neighborhoods where in the past year only 
twelve had been serviced by Area Youth Workers. The 
Youth Activities Commission has made great strides 
towards effectively implementing its programs in these 
new areas which have been in dire need of such service. 

The selection and hiring of competent professional 
personnel was completed in September. 

This increase in staff enabled the Youth Activities 
Commission to make noteworthy progress in bringing 
a significantly larger number of Boston’s youth within 
its sphere of influence and direction during 1967. 


COUNSELING SERVICES 


An innovation was initiated at the Youth Activities 
Commission with the appointment of a female Educa- 
tional Counselor. All the counseling staff now work 
three nights a week in various neighborhood offices, thus 
making their services more readily available for needy 
youth. 


The cooperative relationship with COPE (Center for 
Opportunities for Progress in Education) has continued, 
with a Counselor being assigned to its main office. 


Counselors serviced 223 youth through educational 
counseling, with 121 successful placements. Seventy- 
three youth received vocational counseling, with a total 
of fifty-five successful placements. 


There were 725 educational and 705 agency contacts 
made by the counseling staff. Twenty-six referrals were 
made that have been included as a separate entity. 
These twenty-six youngsters were in no position to 
receive vocational or educational counseling from the 
Youth Activities Commission, so they were referred to 
agencies better suited to handle their present difficulties. 


Youth Educational Assistantce, Inc., granted forty 
youth scholarships during 1967 to various trade and 
commercial schools throughout the city. 


The counseling staff continues to work closely with 
other agencies to increase its effectiveness in providing 
successful placement. Such agencies as the Youth Op- 
portunity Center and the Division of Apprenticeship 
Training have been most cooperative. 


YOUTH WORK SERVICES 


As on the counseling staff, a female Area Youth 
Worker was appointed. She is part of a team approach, 
where she works with a male worker assigned to Hyde 
Park. 


This team approach is also being used in Parker Hill, 
Mission Hill, South Boston, Brighton, and Roslindale 
with the aid of Junior Area Youth Workers. 


Closer contact was made with the Boston Poliec De- 
partment by having one Area Youth Worker, Super- 
visor, and a member of the Research Staff appear at an 
evening roll call at every police precinct which covers a 
neighborhood being serviced, to explain the role of the 
Youth Activities Commission in the prevention of 
juvenile delinquency. 


The Head Supervisor of the Area Youth Work Di- 
vision continued his annual lecture appearances at Boston 
University. This year, as in the last two years, Boston 
University School of Social Work utilized our agency as 
a field work placement for a group work student. This 
arrangement allows the student to gain useful experience 
under the Academy of Certified Social Workers super- 
vision and gives our program wider, more competent, 
professional service to youth. 


Several of the Area Youth Workers, during the year, 
served on local antipoverty program advisory boards, 
such as the Parker Hill-Fenway A.P.A.C. and the North 
End Community Action Program. 


STATISTICAL ANALYSIS — 1967 


The year 1967 was one of transition, with promotion 
from within, expansion of staff, and turnover. 


In 1966 statistics were compiled on fourteen Area 
Youth Workers who serviced twelve areas; in 1967 they 
were compiled on twenty workers covering seventeen 
areas. 


Five of the twenty workers were either promoted or 
left the agency during the course of the year, and seven 
were not with the Youth Activities Commission long 
enough to compile any meaningful statistics. 


Nineteen areas of Boston were serviced during 1967; 
the average length of service per area was 8.2 months. 


The range of length of service to an area was twelve 
months on one extreme and two months on the other. 
Four workers serviced their area from ten to twelve 
months; nine workers serviced their area from six to 
nine months; and seven workers serviced their area from 
one month to five months. It is important that we 
realize the variability of time spent in service during 
1967 because, without taking this into account, the 
statistics appear as though this were a year of under- 
achievement, when, in fact, it was a year of positive 
accomplishments, not only in terms of service rendered 
but also in terms of the quality of recording.

NUMBER OF YOUTH KNOWN AND 
CONTACTED 


In 1967 seventeen workers reported that they “knew” 
(this implies at least minimal relationships between the 
Area Youth Worker and youth as contrasted to a ‘‘con- 
tact’? which implies a more intensive professional re- 
lationship between youth and worker) 2,013 youth. 
(Distribution by age is shown on the chart on page 11.) 
When compared to our total of 2,038 in 1966, it seems 
as if our workers did not know many youth. However, 
keeping uppermost in our minds the variability of time 
served, due to promotion, turnover and the fact that all 
Area Youth Worker positions were not filled until 
September, this figure is quite impressive. 


The average number of youth known to the four 
workers who served from ten to twelve months was 158. 
If we multiply this by seventeen, the number of workers 
reporting youth known, we may estimate that the 
workers would have known, had they all served a full 
year, 2,686 youth. 


In 1966 workers reported 862 contacts, whereas in 
1967 nineteen workers reported ‘‘contacts’’ (those youth 
with whom our workers have intensive professional 
relationships) with 798 youth. (Chart on page 11 shows 
distribution by age.) Had all nineteen workers served 
a full year, the estimated number of youth contacts 
would have been 1,387. 


The projected figures show a marked increase in ser- 
vice to youth of the City of Boston commensurate with 
our increase in staff. (See Table I on page 11.) 


EDUCATIONAL AND VOCATIONAL CONCERNS 


One of the objectives of the Youth Activities Com- 
mission is to help those youth who are so troubled make 
a successful educational or vocational adjustment utiliz- 
ing the worker’s skills and all the resources available for 
the solution of such problems. During the year the 
Area Youth Workers were especially suecessful in ful- 
filling this objective. Workers reported knowing 101 
youths who dropped out of school during 1967. There 
were approximately fifty-four contacted youth between 
sixteen and eighteen years old who were previously 
known to be school dropouts. Thirty-two of these 155 
dropouts returned to school in 1967. This means that 
21 percent of the dropouts known to our workers re- 
turned to school. It is doubtful whether many of these 
youth would have returned had it not been for the 
impact made by the Area Youth Workers. 

In addition, our workers referred thirty-nine youth to 
the Commission’s Counseling Staff for educational 
counseling. There were also 106 youth referred to 
COPE, an agency affiliated with the Youth Activities 
Commission, whose main purpose is to assist youth in 
entering college. 

Therefore, Area Youth Workers referred 145 youth to 
Commission affiliated services to help them make a 
successful educational adjustment. This signifies that 
for every 1,000 youth known the workers referred 72. 

The second aspect of this objective is to help youth 
make a successful vocational adjustment. The Com- 
mission’s Counseling Division no longer actively seeks 
employment for youth because of the many youth em- 
ployment services already in existence. The division 
does, however, counsel youth in vocational matters, and 
thirty youth were referred for vocational counseling by 
Area Youth Workers. In addition to this, thirteen youth 
were referred directly to the Youth Opportunity Center 
for vocational placement. Area Youth Workers through 
their own efforts were able to place fifty-three youth in 
some type of employment ranging from full-time to 
one-day jobs.

Another objective of the Commission is “‘to rebuce the 
amount of antisocial and illegal behavior committed by 
area youth.” 

During 1967 workers recorded taking some positive 
action in forty-one incidents concerning area youth. 
The preventive action included breaking up fights (15); 
taking away dangerous weapons from youth (8); pre- 
venting alcohol violations (8); preventing drug abuse, 
assaults, thefts, vandalism (10). This represents about 
10 percent of all incidents known to the workers for 
which police were not contacted. This figure is some- 
what understated because of the Research Division’s 
method of recording such incidents. Nevertheless, the 
workers display a potential for preventing and con- 
trolling behavior which may prove harmful to the youth 
known to the workers and to other members of the 
community. 

Area Youth Workers were especially active in helping 
youth who did get in trouble. The workers had 135 
contacts with police and court representatives. This 
represents 31 percent of the total agency contacts made 
during the year. 


AGENCY CONTACTS AND REFERRALS 


A third objective of the Commission is ‘‘when neces- 
sary, to refer youth and/or their families to proper social 
service agencies to be helped in the solution of their 
problems.” 

To achieve this objective the workers made forty-two 
referrals to helping agencies during 1967. A listing of 
the type of agencies is given on the chart on page 17. 

It is difficult to project the number of referrals that 
would have been made had all twenty workers served 
for the whole year. What is significant is that our 
workers are utilizing the social welfare resources avail- 
able to them in the community to give the best service 
possible to the youth of the city.

OTHER STATISTICS 


There were 434 agency contacts made in 1967. 

In 1967 workers made 107 contacts with parents of 
youth being serviced. Of these contacts seventy-three 
percent were at the request of a parent, youth, or Area 
Youth Worker. This means that most recorded contacts 
were in relation to some problem or concern of parents 
and not merely to chance meeting on the street. 

Table II on page 11 compares the quality of parental 
contracts between 1966 and 1967. 


1968 PROJECTIONS 


The overall objectives for the Youth Activities Com- 
mission which have been drafted for the approval of the 
Commission are as follows: 

1. The Youth Activities Commission anticipates 
having, in addition to our main headquarters in Hyde 
Park, three counseling suboffices, one to be located in 
the Roxbury/North Dorchester section, one in Parker 
Hill servicing the Parker Hill/Jamaica Plain and Back 
Bay area, and the third one to be located in either 
Charlestown or East Boston, servicing both communi- 
ties as well as the North End. 

2. A 50 percent increase in field work staff will be 
requested to improve coverage in some areas presently 
being serviced and to provide staff to seven new high 
priority districts. 

3. The Youth Activities Commission is looking for- 
ward to a contemplated role in providing counselor 
staffing and/or coordinating the counselor staffing of our 
program with Mayor White’s proposed neighborhood 
city halls. 

4. The completion of a new program of evaluation, 
two thirds of which is being financed by private funds, 
will be presented for both the Mayor’s and Commis- 
sioners’ consideration by November 1, 1968. 

5. A unique in-service training program that will 
better equip our present staff to service their clientele 
has been planned and will be financed by private and 
federal funds. 
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6. An “Intern Program” will be proposed which 
would be similar to the Federal New Careers Program. 


7. A complete reorganization and revitalization of 
Youth Educational Assistance, Inc., is to be undertaken. 
Youth Educational Assistance, a nonprofit charitable 
corporation, was established in 1961 to raise private 
funds for use in the Youth Activities Commission 
counseling program. 


8. The publication of a series of booklets prepared 
with the cooperation of youth and for their benefit is in 
the planning stages. The Youth Activities Commission 
has already published one pamphlet entitled “Trouble 
and Teens’? which has won widespread acceptance and 
commendation by both youth and _ social services 
agencies. 


9. A reestablishment and reorganization of the co- 
ordinating function of the Youth Activities Commission 
is to be accomplished jointly by United Community 
Services and the Commission and is now in the planning 
stages. 


10. The establishment of a radio-telephone com- 
munications system is being studied. Such a system 
would give the Youth Activities Commission better 
contact with our staff and, in turn, provide for greater 
mobility during emergencies. 


11. Assuming all of our goals are met, the Youth 
Activities Commission will then be a delinquency pre- 
vention agency with multiservices available for youth 
clients.

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RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
1968 - 1969 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the city 
council shall be held on every Monday at two o’clock 
P.M. Special meetings may be called by the president 
at his discretion, and by the city clerk for the purpose 
only of drawing jurors. No special meeting of the city 
council, except to draw jurors, shall be called, except 
with the consent of all the members, upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are 
mailed or dispatched by special messenger. 








QUORUM 

Rule 2. A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of five members. If, at the time any meeting is called 
to order, or if, during a meeting, a roll call shows less 
than a quorum present, the presiding officer shall de- 
clare a recess of not more than ten minutes, after which 
time, if a quorum is not present, the meeting shall be 
adjourned; provided, that any member may call for a 
roll call on the question of presence of a quorum. 


PRESIDENT 

Rue 3. The president of the council shall take the 
chair at the hour to which the council shall have ad- 
journed, shall call the members to order, and, a roll call 
showing a quorum present, shall proceed with the 
regular order of business. In the absence of the presi- 
dent the senior member by age present shall preside 
as temporary president, or until a presiding officer is 
chosen. 
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Rue 4. The presiding officer shall preserve decorum 
and order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business, 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table, shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 


The question shall be put as follows: 


‘“‘Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council?” The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes are to the contrary. 


The presiding officer may at any time, during debate 
or otherwise, declare a recess for not more than ten 
minutes, and such action shall not be subject to appeal, 
nor shall any motions apply thereto. 


Rute 5. The presiding officer shall propound all 
motions in the order in which they are moved, unless 
the subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature, 
except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sum and the longest time shall be put first. 


Rue 6. The presiding officer shall, at the request of 
any member, make a division of a question when the 
sense will admit of it. 


Rue 7. Subject to the provisions of these rules, the 
presiding officer shall, without debate, decide all ques- 
tions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 


Rute 8. The presiding officer shall declare all votes; 
but if any member doubts a vote, the president shall 
cause a rising vote to be taken and, when two members 
so request, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified 
by yeas and nays. 


Rute 9. When the presiding officer shall desire to 
vacate the chair he may call any member to it; but the 
president or the president pro tempore, as the case may 
be, may resume the chair at will. 
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Rue 10. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the presiding officer shall so direct. 


Rue 11. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being 
lost shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to 
strike out and insert. 


Rute 12. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 

Any motion, order, or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bearing 
on the business of the council shall be referred without 
debate to the committee on rules, and shall not be 
further considered by the council except upon report 
by that committee. There shall be no appeal from the 
decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule shall not 
be subject to suspension. No motion shall apply, nor 
shall unanimous consent to speak on the matter so 
referred be in order. 

The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order, or resolution so referred to it is out of order 
because not having a direct bearing on the business of 
the council, and its report shall be a final disposition 
of the matter, subject to an appeal which shall be 
governed by the same provisions as those governing 
appeals from rulings of the presiding officer. 


Rute 13. When a petition, order, or resolution re- 
lates to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the council, 
such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, be 
referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 


1. To astanding committee of the council. 
2. To aspecial committee of the council. 


Any member offering a motion, order, or resolution 
which is referred to a committee shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is

made thereon, provided he so requests at the time of 
offering the order or before final action by the com- 
mittee. 

If, within thirty days, a matter referred to a com- 
mittee of all the members is not reported upon, it may 
be recalled by a majority vote of all the members. 

If, after thirty days, a matter referred to a commit- 
tee other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a standing vote 
of three members of the council. 

If, after sixty days, a matter referred to a commit- 
tee is not reported upon, any member may recall such 
matter from the committee, and such matter shall not 
again be committed to any committee other than the 
executive committee. 


Rue 14. After a motion has been put by the pre- 
siding officer it shall not be withrawn except by unani- 
mous consent. 


Rute 15. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained, and shall 
have precedence in the order in which they stand 
arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To postpone to a day certain. 

To commit. 

. To amend.

Rue 16. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion to 
lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question shall be decided 
without debate. 


Rute 17. Unless inconsistent with any provision of 
these rules, the proceedings of the council shall be 
governed by Roberts’ Rules of Order. 
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READINGS 


Rue 18. Every ordinance, order, and resolution, 
unless reported upon by a committee or rejected, shall 
have two separate readings, both of which may take 
place at the same session unless objection is made, pro- 
vided, however, that all orders for the expenditure of 
moneys, unless reported upon by a committee of the 
council, shall lie over for one week before final action 
thereon. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first reading, the document may be read on 
the second occasion by its title only. All orders releas- 
ing rights or easements in or restrictions on land, all 
orders for the sale of land, all appropriations for the 
purchase of land, and all loans voted by the council 
shall require a vote of two-thirds of all the members 
of the council, and shall be passed only after two sepa- 
rate readings and by two separate votes, the second of 
said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen 
days after the first, except in cases in which a shorter 
period is authorized by law. Any order rescinding an 
order for any of the foregoing purposes shall require the 
same number of readings and of votes aS was required 
for the passage of the original order. 


RECONSIDERATION 

Rue 19. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meet- 
ing. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited 
to twenty minutes, and no member shall occupy more 
than four minutes, but on a vote upon any subsidiary 
or incidental question debate shall be limited to ten 
minutes, and no member shall occupy more than two 
minutes. 


Rue 20. When a motion to reconsider has been de- 
cided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


1. To adjourn. 
2. The previous question. 
3. To lay on the table. 
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4. To take from the table. 
5. To close debate at a specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action 
in either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS 


RuLE 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized. 
In speaking he shall refrain from mentioning any other 
member by name, shall confine himself to the question, 
shall not use unbecoming, abusive, or unparliamentary 
language, and shall avoid personalities. Any member 
who, in debate or otherwise, indulges in personalities, 
or makes charges reflecting upon the character of an- 
other member, shall make an apology in open session 
at the meeting at which the offense is committed or at 
the next succeeding regular meeting, and, failing to do 
so, shall be named by the president or held in contempt 
and suspended from further participation in debate 
until said apology is made. 


RuLE 22. No member shall speak more than once 
on a question when another member who has not spoken 
claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, with- 
out his consent, be interrupted by another, except upon 
a point of order. 


RvuLE 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 


RuLE 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote in the affirmative or negative or shall 
respond “‘present,’’ unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him from voting. 


COMMITTEES 
Rute 25. The president shall appoint all standing 
committees and, unless specially directed by the coun- 
cil, all special committees. He shall fill any committee 
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vacancy and designate the rank of the members of each 
committee. There shall be the following standing com- 
mittees: 


1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 


2. A committee on Appropriations and Finance, to 
consist of seven members, to which shall be referred all 
matters concerning appropriations, the city budget, 
expenditures, and loans. 


3. Acommittee on Claims, to consist of five members, 
to which shall be referred all claims against the city 
arising from the act or neglect of any of its departments. 
It shall report annually an account of the claims awarded 
or approved by it and the amount of money awarded 
or paid in settlements thereof. 


4. A committee on Confirmations, to consist of five 
members, to which shall be referred all appointments 
which are required to be confirmed by the council 


5. A committee on Legislation and Home Rule, to 
consist of five members, to which shall be referred all 
memorials to the General Court or the Congress and 
all matters relating to the eighty-ninth article of amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the Commonwealth. Said 
committee or its delegate shall appear before the com- 
mittees of the General Court to represent the interest 
of the city when authorized so to do by vote of the 
council. 


6. A committee on Licenses, to consist of five mem- 
bers, to which shall be referred all petitions for licenses 
and permits. 


7. A committee on Ordinances and Resolutions, to 
consist of five members, to which shall be referred all 
orders concerning ordinances and all resolutions ex- 
pressing opinions, principles, facts, or purposes. 


8. A committee on Penal Matters, to consist of five 
members. 
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9. A committee on Public Health, to consist of five 
members, to which shall be referred all matters concern- 
ing public health and hospitals. 


10. A committee on Public Housing, to consist of 
five members, to which shall be referred all matters 
concerning public housing. 


11. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members, to which shall be referred all matters relating 
to public lands. 


12. A committee on Public Services, to consist of 
five members, to which shall be referred all matters 
concerning public safety, public works, parks, play- 
erounds, and recreation. 


13. A committee on Public Welfare, to consist of 
five members, to which shall be referred all matters con- 
cerning public welfare. 


14. A committee on Rules, to consist of Seven mem- 
bers, to which shall be referred all matters concerning 
rules, committee procedures, and council equipment, 
facilities, staff, and supplies. 


15. A committee on Urban Renewal, to consist of 
seven members, to which shall be referred all matters 
concerning urban redevelopment, rehabilitation, and 
renewal. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 


Rue 26. At every regular meeting of the council 
the order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

Reports of city officers, ete. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Reports of committees. 

Motions, orders, and resolutions.

SPECTATORS 


Rue 27. No person except a member of the coun- 
cil shall, at any time, be permitted to occupy the seat, 
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in the council chamber, of any member of the council. 
The city messenger shall enforce this rule. 


Rue 28. No person excepting officials connected 
with the council and duly assigned reporters of the 
daily newspapers shall be allowed in the anterooms or 
upon the floor of the council chamber while the council 
is in session, except upon invitation of the presiding 
officer. Spectators will be allowed in the gallery of 
the council chamber when the council is in session, but 
no one will be admitted to said gallery after all the 
seats are occupied. No demonstrations of approval or 
disapproval from the spectators shall be permitted, 
and if such demonstrations are made the gallery will 
be cleared. The city messenger shall enforce this rule. 


CoMMITTEE MEBTINGS 

Rue 29. No meeting of any committee shall, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof, be called 
upon less than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk 
shall have mailed the notices or dispatched them by 
special messenger, provided, however, that meetings of 
the executive committee may be held in the recess period 
of any meeting of the council without such consent or 
notice. No committee, unless authorized by an order 
of the council, shall incur any expense. No committee 
meeting shall be called later than one hour immediately 
preceding the time set for any regular meeting of the 
council, nor shall any committee remain in session later 
than the hour named for such regular meeting. 

The clerk of committees shall mail notices of all com- 
mittee meetings to all the members of the council. 


Form or VOTES 
Ruz 30. In all votes the form of expression shall 
be “Ordered” for everything by way of command, and 
the form shall be “Resolved” for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts, or purposes. 


Usre or Rooms on CounciLt FLoor 


Rute 31. No person except members and officers of 
the council and regularly assigned city hall reporters 
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shall be admitted at any time to the president’s room, 
the personal offices of the councillors, executive com- 
mittee room, or council chamber, except when invited 
on official business or accompanied by a member of the 
council. 


AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION 


Rue 82. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by 
the votes of two thirds of all the members of the council.

OBAPTER 1. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
[No change.| 


CHAPTER 2. 
THE MAYOR. 
[No change except for insertion of section 9A and for 
changes in section 2.| 


Sect. 2.* The mayor shall annually appoint, subject to con- 
firmation by the city council, officers to act as weighers, mea- 
surers, surveyors, or inspectors of certain articles, each for a 
term of one year beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment, who shall exercise the powers and perform 
the duties provided by the statutes and ordinances relating to 
the weighing, measuring, surveying or inspecting of such 
articles, shall be sworn to a faithful performance of their duties, 
shall be paid the fees established by law, and shall receive no 
compensation from the city, viz.: 

One or more employees of any person, firm or corporation to 
be weighers of goods, who shall have no other authority than 
to weigh, for the benefit of their employers, all goods or mate- 
rials (except beef and coal) sold or purchased by such employ- 
ers in the ordinary course of business, 

One or more weighers of coal, one of whom shall not be en- 
gaged in the business of selling coal;

One or more weighers of beef, who shall not be dealers in 
cattle; 

One or more weighers of vessels and ballast, who shall not at 
the time of appointment or during their term of office own, or 
act as agent of, or have any interest in, a vessel engaged in 
the transportation of stone, gravel, sand or ballast, or be en- 
gaged or interested in the sale of stone, gravel, sand or ballast; 


One or more measurers of wood and bark; 
One or more weighers of grain; 


One or more measurers of leather who have been certified by 
the director of standards as fit persons for such appointment; 


The mayor shall annually appoint, subject to confirmation 
by the city council, constables for the term of one year begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year of appointment, who 
shall be inhabitants of the city. Appointments of constables 
shall specify in each case whether the appointment is for a posi- 
tion connected with the city or county service to serve without 
bond or for the service of civil process upon the filing of the 
bond required by law. The number of constables authorized 
to serve civil process upon filing bond shall be limited to one 
hundred and seventy-five; provided, that no person appointed 
such a constable while holding an office or position in the 
housing inspection department shal], so long as he holds such 
an office or position, be included in computing for the purpose 
of such limitation the number of such constables, 

The bond required in order to autlorize the service of civil 
process by constables shall be in the sum of three thousand 
dollars with an incorporated surety company, approved by 
the collector-treasurer as surety thereon, and only such surety 
shall hereafter be accepted by the city council on said bonds.

CHAPTER 2A.* 
THE CITY COUNCIL. 

SecTion 1. Effective January 4, 1965, the president of 
the city council shall be paid an annual salary of eight thou- 
sand dollars, and every other city councillor an annual salary 
of seventy-five hundred dollars.

CHAPTER 3. 
OFFICERS AND ROARDS. 


[No change except in section 5.] 


Sect. 5.* Holders of the following offices shall receive the 
annual salaries respectively set against such offices, which 
salaries shall, except as otherwise provided by ordinance, be in 
full for all services rendered to the city and county, shall be 
apportionable in the event of service for only part of the year, 
and shall be subject to deduction for any and all sums due to 
the city or county from such office holder: 

(1) The director of administrative services, twenty thou- 
sand dollars; the supervisor of budgets, fourteen thousand five 
hundred dollars; the supervisor of personnel, fourteen thousand 
five hundred dollars; and the purchasing agent, fourteen 
thousand five hundred dollars. 

(2) The commissioner of assessing, seventeen thousand five 
hundred dollars; the two associate commissioners of assess- 
ing, fifteen thousand five hundred dollars each; and the mem- 
ber of the board of review in the assessing department appointed 
from the public at large, twelve thousand two hundred fifty 
dollars. 

(3) The city auditor, sixteen thousand dollars. 

(4) The building commissioner, sixteen thousand dollars. 

(5) The city clerk, thirteen thousand five hundred dollars 
in addition to any compensation to which he may be entitled 
under section 19F of chapter 41 of the General Laws. 

(6) The clerk of committees of the city council, ten thou- 
sand nine hundred dollars; the assistant clerk of committees 
holding such office for the longer time, nine thousand dollars; 
and the other assistant clerk of committees, seventy-eight 
hundred and forty-five dollars. 


(7) The collector-treasurer, sixteen thousand dollars. 


(8) The corporation counsel, eighteen thousand five hun- 
dred dollars. 


(9) The chairman of the board of election commissioners, 
thirteen thousand five hundred dollars; and the other three 
members of said board, eleven thousand five hundred dollars 
each.

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(10) The fire commissioner, eighteen thousand five hundred 
dollars. 

(11) The health commissioner, sixteen thousand dollars. 

(11A) The commissioner of housing inspection, sixteen 
thousand dollars; and the assistant commissioner of housing 
inspection, fourteen thousand dollars. 

(12) The city messenger, twelve thousand dollars; the 
budget analyst, ten thousand dollars; the assistant city mes- 
senger, nine thousand dollars; the librarian-historian, eighty- 
three hundred and forty-five dollars; the document clerk, 
seventy-eight hundred and forty-five dollars; and the chaplain, 
nineteen hundred and thirty dollars. 

(13) The commissioner of parks and recreation, sixteen 
thousand dollars. 

(14) The penal institutions commissioner, twelve thousand 
five hundred dollars. 

(14A) The police commissioner, eighteen thousand five 
hundred dollars. 

(15) The commissioner of public works, eighteen thousand. 
five hundred dollars. 

(16) The commissioner of real property, fourteen thousand 
five hundred dcllars; and the assistant commissioner of real 
property, thirteen thousand dollars. 

(17) The commissioner of traffic and parking, fourteen 
thousand five hundred dollars. 

(18) The veterans benefits and services commissioner, 
thirteen thousand five hundred dollars. 

Each member of the board of appeal in the building depart- 
ment shall receive for every day or part thereof of actual 
service thirty-five dollars; but in no event shall any member 
of said board receive in any one year more than forty-two 
hundred dollars in the aggregate for services rendered by him 
under the building code and the zoning law. Hach member of 
the board of examiners in the building department shall re- 
ceive for every day or part thereof of actual service twenty-five 
dollars, but in no event more than two thousand dollars in any 
one year. 

The person in the service of the real estate appraisal division 
of the assessing department serving ex officio on the board of 
review in said department shall, while so serving, receive as 
compensation for his services as chairman and a member of 
said board, in addition to the compensation for his regular 
service in said division, the amount, if any, by which such 
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compensation is exceeded by the maximum compensation for 
an office allocated to Grade No. R-19 of the compensation plan 
from time to time in effect for the county; and the person in the 
service of the statistical research division of said department 
serving ex officio on said board shall, while so serving, receive 
as compensation for his services on said board, in addition to 
the compensation for his regular service in said division, the 
amount, if any, by which such compensation is exceeded by 
the maximum compensation for an office allocated to Grade 
No. R-18 of such compensation plan. 

The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they held an 
office allocated to Grade No. R-18 of the compensation plan 
from time to time in effect for the county; assistant assessors 
lawfully required to devote at least thirty-five hours a week to 
their work shall be compensated as if they held an office allo- 
cated to Grade No. R-15 of said compensation plan. 

The auctioneer in the real property department shall be 
compensated as if he held a position allocaited to Grade No. 
30 of the compensation plan from time to time in effect for 
the county. 


CHAPTER 4. 
ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT. 
[No change except in section I.] 


Section 1.* There shall be in the city a department, known 
as the Administrative Services Department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board, known as the Administrative 
Services Board, consisting of an officer, known as the Director 
of Administrative Services, who shall be chairman of the 
board, an officer known as the Supervisor of Budgets, an officer 
known as the Supervisor of Personnel, an officer known as the 
Purchasing Agent, and the commissioner of assessing, the city 
auditor and the collector-treasurer, ex officiis. The director of 
administrative services, the supervisor of budgets, and the 
purchasing agent shall each be appointed by the mayor for a 
term expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
and shall devote their whole time to the duties of their respective 
offices. The supervisor of personnel shall be appointed by the

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mayor, and hold office, subject to the civil service laws and 
rules, and shall devote his whole time to the duties of his office. 
The director of administrative services shall exclusively have 
the powers, and perform the duties, of a department head 
with respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates for the 
administrative services department and the several officers 
thereof. 


CHAPTER 5. * 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. Department and Divisions. There shall be in the 
city a department, known as the Assessing Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board consisting of an officer, 
known as the Commissioner of Assessing, appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which a mayor 
is elected, and of two other officers, known as Associate Commis- 
sioners of Assessing, each appointed by the mayor for a like 
term. The mayor shall from time to time by a writing filed 
with the city clerk designate one of the associate commissioners 
of assessing as the associate commissioner of assessing for 
motor vehicle excises and the other as the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes.

The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing depart- 
ment including the board of review, exclusively have the 
power, and perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law 
on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appoint- 
ment, suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification 
of subordinates. The commissioner of assessing shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the assessor and the board of review in the assessing

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department in existence immediately prior to the taking effect

ble to Boston with respect to taxes other than poll and motor 
vehicle excise taxes. 

Sect. 3. Powers and Duties of Associate Commissioners of 
Assessing. The associate commissioners of assessing shall have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect, in the case of the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate 
commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massachu- 
setts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, in the 
case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehi- 
cle excises, to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the 
associate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes. 
Ia addition, each associate commissioner of assessing may, at 
such time as he shall have been so authorized by written desig- 
nation signed by the commissioner of assessing, approved by 
the mayor and filed with the city clerk and such authorization 
shall not have been revoked in like manner, exercise the powers 
and perform the duties of commissioner of assessing in re- 
lation to such matters as may be specified in such designation. 
In the event of the absence, disability or vacancy in office of 
an associate commissioner of assessing, the powers and duties 
conferred or imposed upon him by or under this section shall 
be exercised and performed by the other associate commissioner 
of assessing. 

Sect. 4. Board of Review. There shall be in the assessing 
department a board, known as the Board of Review, con- 
sisting of (1) such person in the service of the real estate 
appraisal division of the assessing department as the mayor, 
by a writing filed with the city clerk after the commencement 
of a municipal year, shall designate to serve ez officio on said 
board at his pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, 
shall be chairman of said board, (2) such person in the service 
of the statistical research division of the assessing depart- 
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ment as the mayor in like manner shall designate to serve 
ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and 
(3) such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public 
at large to serve on said board for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial mu- 
nicipal election at which a mayor is elected. 

It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every 
application for the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax and report to the commissioner of assessing 
its findings and recommendations with respect thereto, in- 
cluding such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after discus- 
sion with the applicant, the board may think proper. 

Sect. 5. Application for Abatement. Every application for 
abatement filed with the assessing department shall be deemed 
to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a real estate 
or persoual property tax, the commissioner of assessing, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a motor vehicle 
excise tax, the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, and in the case of an application for the abate- 
ment of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assessing 
for poll taxes.

CHAPTER 16A. * 
HOUSING INSPECTION DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, known 
as the Housing Inspection Department, which shall be under 
the charge of a board, known as the Housing Inspection Board, 
consisting of an officer, known as the Commissioner of Housing 
Inspection, who shall be chairman of the board, another officer 
known as the Assistant Commissioner of Housing Inspection, 
and the building commissioner, ex officio. The commissioner of 
housing inspection and the assistant commissioner of housing 
inspection shall each be appointed by the mayor for a term 
expiring on the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, and 
_ shall devote his whole time to the duties of his office. The 
commissioner of housing inspection shall exclusively have the 
powers and perform the duties, of a department head with 
respect to the making of contracts and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification of 
subordinates for the housing inspection department. In the 
event of the absence or disability of the commissioner of

housing inspection or of vacancy in his office, the assistant 
commissioner of housing inspection shall act as chairman of 
the housing inspection board, and shall have the powers con- 
ferred, and perform the duties imposed, upo 1 the commissioner. 


There shall be in the housing inspection department an 
inspection division, an enforcement division, and such other 
divisions, if any, as the housing inspection board shall from 
time to time adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the 
department. The inspection division shall be under the im- 
mediate charge of the commissioner of housing inspection; 
and the enforcement division shall be under the immediate 
charge of the assistant commissioner of housing inspection, 
subject to the general supervision of the commissioner. 


Section 2. The commissioner of housing inspection, shall 
have the powers and perform the duties from time to time 
conferred or imposed on a board of health by section 12 of 
chapter 83, and section 127 of chapter 111, of the General 
Laws, by sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 of said chapter 111 
insofar, but only insofar, as said sections 122, 123, 124 and 125 
apply to places of human habitation, and by section 5 of said 
chapter 111 insofar, but only insofar, as said section 5 relates 
(a) to enforcing so much of the state sanitary code as concerns 
standards of fitness for places of human habitation, housing 
and sanitation standards for farm labor camps, and require- 
ments for the disposal of sanitary sewage in unsewered areas, 
and (b) to adopting such public health regulations, not in- 
consistent with the state sanitary code or other provisions of 
law, as in the opinion of the commissioner of housing inspection 
may be necessary to make aad keep all places of human habita- 
tion fit for such habitation. The commissioner of housiag 
inspection shall also have the powers ad perform the duties 
conferred or imposed upon the board of health of the city, or 
the health commissioner of the city, by sections 13, 14, 19, 20, 
21 and 22 of chapter 382 of the acts of 1885, as amended, by 
chapter 185 of the acts of 1897, by chapter 219 of the acts of 
1897, as amended, by section 128 of chapter 550 of the acts 
of 1907, as amended, and by section 116 or any other provision 
of the Boston Building Code. It shall further be the duty 
of the commissioner of housing inspection: (1) to receive all 
complaints of violations, in or about places of human habita- 
tion, of any and all statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations 
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enacted for the preservation of health or safety in or about 
places of human habitation; (2) to refer in writing to the 
building commissioner or the fire commissioner, as the case 
may be, for investigation and prosecution all complaints of 
violations of the Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire 
Prevention Code and to maintain written contact with said 
commissioners with respect thereto; and (8) to inspect places 
of human habitation and enforce therein the provisions of 
law specified in the preceding sentences of this section and 
all other statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations enacted 
for the preservation of health in or about such places. It shall 
remain the duty and responsibility of the building and fire 
commissioners, respectively, to enforce compliance with the 
Boston Building Code and the Boston Fire Prevention Code. 
To aid them in discharging such duty but without any lessening 
of their respective responsibilities, the enforcement division 
of the housing inspection department may offer them, and 
they may accept, assistance designed to unify action upon 
complaints received by the commissioner of housing inspection.

7.* The commissioner of parks and recreation shall 
have the care and superintendence of all trees, plants and 
shrubs belonging to the city; shall trim all shade trees standing 
in the street so that they shall not interfere with public travels 
shall carry out all orders of the commissioner of public work; 
made after public notice and hearing to remove trees standing 
in the street; shall, upon request of the officer having charge

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of the public lamps, trim in such manner as said officer may 
require any tree which interferes with the proper lighting of a 
street; shall cause all statutes and ordinances for the protection 
of trees, shrubs and flowers in the public grounds and streets 
to be strictly observed; and shall be deemed to be the official 
having charge of shade trees within the meaning of chapter 
eighty-seven of the General Laws. 


Srecr. 10.* No building or structure or any part thereof 
hereafter erected or altered on land which abuts on and has 
an entrance into and is within a distance of one hundred feet 
from the following: The Fens (excepting Charlesgate East and 
Charlesgate West from a point one hundred feet north from 
their intersection with Commonwealth avenue to Charles 
river); Riverway, including Park Drive, from Brookline avenue 
to Beacon street; Commonwealth avenue, from Arlington 
street to a line drawn parallel to and one hundred and thirty 
feet west of Charlesgate West, and from a line parallel to and 
one hundred and thirty-five feet south of the southerly line of 
Mt. Hood road, as extended across Commonwealth avenue, to 
the Newton line; Jamaicaway; Olmsted Park; Arborway; 
Columbia road on the southerly side from Sumner street to 
Dorchester avenue, and from Buttonwood street to Marine 
Park, and on the northerly side from Boston street to Dor- 
chester avenue, and from Buttonwood street to Marine Park, 
South Boston; shall be used for a livery or public stable or 
public garage, or for any mechanical, mercantile or manufac- 
turing purposes, nor, excepting churches and chapels, shall the 
extreme height of said buildings or structures exceed seventy 
feet from the mean grade of the edgestone or sidewalk on the 
front facing said parkway, exclusive of such steeples, towers, 
domes, cornices, parapets, balustrades, sculptured ornaments, 
chimneys and roofs as the parks and recreation commission 
shall approve; and no roof on any of the aforementioned 
buildings shall be used for laundry or clothes-drying purposes; 
provided, however, that the provision restricting the extreme 
height of buildings to seventy feet from the mean grade of the 
edgestone or sidewalk shall not apply to buildings or structures 
or any part thereof hereafter erected or altered on land which 
abuts on and has an entrance into and is within 100 feet from 
Commonwealth Avenue between Chestnut Hill Avenue and 
South street; and provided also that as to the lot of land at the

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southwest corner of Commonwealth avenue and Massachusetts 
avenue the prohibition of the use of building for mercantile 
purposes shall apply only to so much of any building erected 
thereon as lies within fifty feet of the southerly line of Common- 
wealth avenue; and provided further, however, that the 
prohibition of the use of building for mercantile purposes shall 
not apply to the lot of land on Ipswich street bounded by and 
making the northwest corner of Charlesgate West and Boylston 
street ; provided further, however, that the prohibition of the use 
of any of said buildings and structures for a public garage 
and the restriction on the extreme height of said buildings or 
structures to 70 feet shall not apply to the lot of land bounded 
by the Riverway, Francis Street, and Brookline Avenue; and 
provided further, however, that for a distance of one hundred 
feet running westerly along Commonwealth avenue from the 
northwesterly and southwesterly corners of Commonwealth 
avenue where it intersects with Arlington street, Berkeley 
street, Clarendon street and Dartmouth street the following 
provisions shall apply, anything hereinbefore contained in this 
section to the contrary notwithstanding: 

(1) buildings on the corners at the Arlington street inter- 
section may be built to a height not exceeding two hundred and 
eighty-five feet to the top of the parapet or cornice line and 
buildings on the northwesterly and southwesterly corners at 
the Berkeley, Clarendon and Dartmouth street intersections 
may be built to a height not exceeding two hundred feet to the 
top of the parapet or cornice line; 

(2) aay building or portion of a building attached to or 
appurtenant to a building erected or altered to a height in 
excess of seventy feet on any of the aforementioned eight 
corners shall be built to a height not less than fifty feet; 

(3) steeples, towers, domes, balustrades, sculptured orna- 
ments, chimneys, roofs, aerials, antennae, elevator and me- 
chanical penthouses, water tanks, monitors or other structures 
normally built above the roof and not devoted to human occu- 
pancy shall not be included in the computation of height of 
buildings for purposes of subparagraphs (1) and (2) above; 

(4) the prohibition of use for mercantile purposes herein- 
before contained in this section shall not apply so as to pro- 
hibit in an apartment or apartment hotel building such acces- 
sory uses as newsstand, barber shop, dining room and similar 
services provided they are entered solely from within the

building and no signs advertising such accessory uses shall be 
visible on the exterior of such building; 

(5) no building or structure shall hereafter be erected or 
altered on any of the aforementioned eight corners without 
prior written approval by the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
of the exterior design of such building or structure. The 
Authority’s review of such exterior design shall be concerned 
with such matters as the exterior facade, exterior materials, 
signs, the location of roof top structures described in subpara- 
graph (3) above, building mass and its placement on the site, 
the relation of the building to architectural characteristics of 
Commonwealth avenue and the Back Bay, and adequacy of 
vehicular ingress and egress, if any. The purpose of this sub- 
paragraph (5) is to insure that new buildings shall, without 
limiting the dimensions and building volume permitted herein 
and under applicable zoning regulations, be of outstanding 
architectural character and harmonious with Commonwealth 
avenue and the Back Bay area.

Sxct. 9*. The commissioner may issue permits to persons 
having authority in the premises to open, occupy, obstruct 
and use portions of the streets. Such permits shall specify 
the time, place, size and use of such opening, occupation or 
obstruction, and shall be granted upon condition, the terms 
of which shall be those stated in section twenty-one of chapter 
three of these ordinances, and upon the further conditions as 
follows: 

1. That the restoration of the paving or other surface of 
such streets shall be effected by the city as directed by the 
commissioner, the work to be done by city employees or by 
contract or otherwise at his discretion, the standard, type 
and extent of the repairs necessary to effect such restoration

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to be determined by him and to be paid for by the person 
recelving the permit, such payment to be made in advance 
on the basis of the commissioner’s estimate or during the 
progress or after the completion of the restoration as the 
commissioner may elect. 

2. That the person receiving the permit shall place and 
maintain from the beginning of twilight, through the whole 
of every night, over or near the place so occupied, opened, 
obstructed or used, and over or near any dirt, gravel or other 
material placed in or near such place, a light or lights sufficient 
to protect travelers from injury; shall place and maintain 
a safe and convenient way, satisfactory to the commissioner, 
for the use of foot travelers and for vehicles around or over 
such place; shall protect such trees as shall be designated 
by the parks and recreation department in such manner as 
said department shall specify; shall provide suitable sanitary 
accommodations for his employees; and shall deliver the coupon 
attached to the permit to an officer of the police force of said 
city on or before the expiration of the time fixed in the permit for 
completing the work, such coupon to be returned by said officer 
to the public works department. 

3. That the commissioner may detail an inspector, at 
the expense of the person receiving the permit, to supervise 
said opening, occupation and use and to see that the back- 
filling is properly done. 

4. That the commissioner may require the person receiving 
the permit to inclose the place in the streets so opened, occupied 
or used, with a rail, fence or other guard as specified by the 
commissioner. 

5. That the commissioner shall require the person receiving 
the permit to maintain at the expense of such person such 
police officers on special duty (outside their regular tour of 
duty) as the police commissioner may deem necessary to avoid, 
so far as reasonably possible, danger to the safety of persons 
and substantial interference with the free circulation of traffic. 
This clause shall not prohibit reimbursement of such person 
for such expense if a contract between such person and the city 
or any other person provides for such reimbursement. 


Secr. 16.* The commissioner shall not deliver any such 
permit to any person for the applicant therefor until he has 
received from such person a certificate that a copy of the 
permit entered in a book kept for the purpose, is a correct

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copy of the permit he receives, and the applicant, unless an 
employee of the city applying for a permit for public work, 
has given a bond in the case of permits under sections nine, 
ten, eleven, twelve and thirteen of this chapter, of five thousand 
dollars, and under sections fourteen and fifteen of this chapter, 
of twenty thousand dollars, each bond, with one or more 
sureties satisfactory to the commissioner, conditioned upoa 
the faithful observance of the conditions and specifications of 
each and every permit thereafter issued on his application by 
the commissioner; and the commissioner may at any time 
require a new bond, which shall be considered a strengthening 
bond, unless the sureties on the former bond or bonds are 
expressly released from their liability by vote of the city 
council. No bond shall be required of any person to open a 
public street for the purpose of planting a tree therein if such 
person has been duly authorized by the proper municipal 
authorities to plant trees in such street. 


Secr. 36.¢ There shall be in the public works department 
a board, known as the Public Improvement Commission, 
consisting of the commissioner of public works, the commis- 
sioner of real property and the commissioner of traffic and 
parking, ex officiis. The public improvement commission, 
shall not be subject to the supervision or control of the com- 
missioner of public works except as he acts as a member of 
said commission; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
the public improvement commission shall not communicate 
with the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the commissioner of public works. The public im- 
provement commission shall have all powers and perform all 
duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board of street 
commissioners except (a) those conferred or imposed on the 
committee on licenses in the public safety commission by 
section eleven of chapter nine of these ordinances, (b) those 
conferred or imposed on the commissioner of public works by 
section three of this chapter, and (c) those conferred or imposed 
on the real property board by section one of chapter twenty- 
two of these ordinances.

37.* For the purpose of plowing or removing snow 
from a street, the commissioner of public works or such subor- 
dinate or subordinates (as defined in clause Ninth of section 
four of chapter one) as he may from time to time designate 
may remove, or cause to be removed, to some convenient 
place, including in such term a public garage and an open-air 
parking space, any vehicle in such street interfering with the 
plowing or removal of snow therein, except a vehicle owned by

The owner of every vehicle removed under this section shall 
be liable for the cost of such removal and of the storage charges, 
if any, resulting therefrom; provided that the cost of removal 
shall not exceed twelve dollars and that the cost of storage 
shall not exceed fifty cents for the first hour (or fraction thereof), 
or ten cents for each subsequeut hour (or fraction thereof), of 
storage.

Annual Sewer Use Charges. 


Sect, 8.f Under authority of section 16 of chapter 83 of 
the General Laws and every other authority hereunto enabling, 
the annual charge for the use of the common sewers of the city 
by every estate in the city having one or more particular sewers 
discharging into such common sewers is hereby established as a 
primary charge of five dollars, an additional charge of one 
dollar for every thousand cubic feet, in excess of five thousand 
cubic feet, of water supplied by the city to such estate and

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billed in the calendar year in which the charge established by 
this section is assessed, and a further charge of one dollar for 
every thousand cubic feet of water derived or received by such 
estate from any other source during the period covered by 
such billing; provided, however, that if water so supplied, 
derived or received is used on the estate in such a manner as 
not to enter the common sewers of the city, in determining the 
charge established by this section the quantity of water so 
used shall be deducted from the aggregate amount of water 
so supplied, derived or received during such period; provided 
further that in no case shall any charge be assessed under this 
section in excess of a just and equitable charge; and provided 
also that persons exempt from the payment of water rates and 
charges, but only such persons, shall be exempt from the charge 
established by this section. 


The quantity of water supplied by the city through a water 
meter in good working order shall be determined by the readings 
of such meter. The quantity of all other water shall be esti- 
mated by the commissioner of public works by any reasonable 
and equitable method apt in the circumstances of the particular 
case to determine the quantity of water discharged through 
the particular sewer or sewers of the estate into the common 
sewers of the city; provided, however, in the case of water not 
supplied by the city but derived or received by an estate from 
another source, and also in the case of water used on an es- 
tate in such a manner as not to enter the common sewers of 
the city, that if such water is measured by one or more water 
meters in good working order installed and maintained on the 
estate by the commissioner of public works at the request and 
expense of the owner or tenant of such estate, the quantity of 
water so derived or received, or the quantity of water so used, 
or both, as the case may be, shall be determined by the readings 
of such meter or meters. Water supplied by the city or any 
other source exclusively for fire pipe purposes shall not be 
included in determining the charge established by this section. 


During the last three months of every calendar year, the 
commissioner of public works shall assess upon every estate 
in the city having a particular sewer discharging into the com- 
mon sewers of the city the charge established by this section, 
and in January of the next following calendar year certify to 
the commissioner of assessing a list of such charges. Said 
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commissioner shall in his order of assessment designate as the 
owner of a parcel assessed the person who was liable to assess- 
ment therefor on the preceding January first under the pro- 
visions of chapter fifty-nine of the General Laws. 


Sect. 9.* The Public Improvement Commission be and it

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1968 





Ordered: That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial year beginning with the first day of January, 
1968, for performing the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by vote of the City Council 
during the year, upon the City of Boston, or County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective sums 
of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several 
departments and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 


Ordered: That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, and the payment to the Metropolitan Water Dis- 
trict Commission, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and for the interest and debt requirements for water purposes be 
met by the income of said service, and any excess over income, from taxes, as provided for by Chapter 324 of the Acts of 
1914; that the appropriation for Sewer Service current expenses, payment of maintenance assessments to the Metropolitan 
District Commission, Commonwealth of Massachusetts and for the interest and debt requirements for loans issued for 
sewer purposes be met by the income of said service, and any excess over income, from taxes, as provided for by Section 16 
of Chapter 83 of the General Laws as amended by Chapter 311 of the Acts of 1961; that appropriations for the mainte- 
nance and operation of parking meters and the regulation of parking and other traffic activities incident thereto, be met 
by the income from parking meter fees; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met by the amount of avail- 
able funds in the city treasury as certified on January 1, 1968, in accordance with the provisions of Section 23 of Chapter 59 
of the General Laws, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, 
trust or special appropriation; by the income of the financial year beginning January 1, 1968; by taxes on the estates in the 
City of Boston; and by the proceeds of any duly authorized loans. 


Ordered: That the appropriation for the Cemetery Division, Parks and Recreation Department in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 13 of the Acts of 1961 be and hereby is appropriated from the General Cemetery Fund, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Commissioner, Parks and Recreation Department for the Cemetery Division the expense 
of maintenance, improvement and embellishing said cemeteries as is not met by the income of deposits for perpetual care 
on hand December 31, 1967. - 


Ordered: That all sums of money which form no part of the income of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered 
or work done by any department or division for any other department or division, or for any person or corporation other 
than the City of Boston, be paid into the general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation be ex- 
pended for the objects and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof, including such sums as may be appro- 
priated for the Sewer and Water Divisions of the Public Works Department and so designated in said appropriations as 
a proper allocation to the Public Works Department General or any subdivision thereof. 


Ordered: That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s pro- 
portion of the state tax for the year 1968, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the Commonwealth, shall be 
due and payable on July 1, 1968. Interest shall be charged at the rate of 6 percent per annum and computed from Octo- 
ber 1, 1968, on all real estate and personal property taxes remaining unpaid after November 1, 1968, and assessed and 
payable in the year 1968, before said November 1, 1968, until such taxes are paid. All interest which shall have become 
due on taxes shall be added to and be part of such taxes. 


Ordered: That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall be increased by additional appropriations or 
transfers lawfully made, no money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes or items designated in 
the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in excess of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or 
item.

FIXING THE FEE TO BE PAID FOR A CER-= 
TIFICATE OF DESIGN APPROVAL ISSUED 
BY THE SECRETARY OF THE BACK 
BAY ARCHITECTURAL COMMISSION 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-eight. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1961 is hereby amended by inserting after clause (23) 
the following clause :— 


(283A) Back Bay Architectural Commission Certifi- 
cate of Design Approval. ‘The fee for the issuance of a 
certificate of design approval by the secretary of the 
Back Bay architectural commission under section § 
of chapter 625 of the acts of 1966 shall be, in the case of 
the construction, reconstruction or demolition of the 
whole of such portion of the exterior of a structure as is 
designed to be open to view from a street other than a 
public alley, $35.00, and in every other case, $5.00.

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ORDINANCES OF 1968, CHAPTER 2 


CREATING THE OFFICE OF DEPUTY DI- 
RECTOR OF ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 
FOR FISCAL AFFAIRS 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-eight 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 4 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1961 is hereby amended by inserting immediately 
after Section 2 thereof the following Section 2A: 

Section 2A. The deputy director of administrative 
services for fiscal affairs shall, under the direction of the 
mayor, and in consultation with the director of ad- 
ministrative services, review all aspects of the fiscal 
affairs of the city and make recommendations for con- 
tinual modernization and improvement in the basic 
fiscal policies and procedures of the city, including, but 
not limited to, the means by which the budget can be 
used to effectuate policy decision. 

SECTION 2. Section 1 of said Chapter 4 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby further amended by 
inserting in the first sentence immediately after the 
phrase ‘‘who shall be chairman of the board”’ the words : 
—an officer known as the Deputy Director of Admin- 
istrative Services for Fiscal Affairs — and by inserting 
in the second sentence immediately after the words 
‘director of administrative services,’ the words: — the 
deputy director of administrative services for fiscal 
affairs.

In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-eight 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are hereby amended 
by inserting after chapter 4 the following chapter: 


CHAPTER 4A 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


SECTION 1. There shall be in the city a board, 
known as the Council on Aging, consisting of eleven 
members appointed by the mayor. The members of the 
council on aging first appointed shall serve, according 
to the provisions of their respective appointments, for 
terms expiring, in the case of three members, one year, 
in the case of three other members, two years, in the 
case of three other members, three years, and in the case 
of two other members, four years, from May 1, 1968. 
As the term of any such member, or of any subsequent 
member, expires, his successor shall be appointed by the 
mayor for a term of four years. Any vacancy in the 
office of a member shall be filled by the mayor for the 
unexpired term. The mayor shall from time to time 
designate one of the members of the council on aging as 
chairman and another as vice chairman. The members 


of the council on aging shall serve without compensa- 
tion. 


SECT. 2. The council on aging shall be cognizant 
of federal and state legislation concerning financial 
assistance, information exchange, and planning for 
better community programming for the elderly, and 
shall co-ordinate or carry out programs designed to 
meet the problems of the aging in co-ordination with 
programs of the Commission on Aging established under 
section 73 of chapter 6 of the General Laws. ‘The 
council on aging shall send to said Commission on 
Aging a copy of the annual report transmitted by it to 
the mayor under section 25 of chapter 3 of these ordi- 
nances.

BUILDING COMMISSIONER 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-eight. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out 
clauses (3) and (4) and inserting in place thereof the 
following clauses :— 

(3) Appeal to Board of Appeal under Building Code. 
The entry fee which shall be paid to the building com- 
missioner for each appeal to the board of appeal from a 
decision of such commissioner under the Boston Build- 
ing Code shall be, in the case of a structure which, if on 
such appeal the appellant prevails, is to be used ex- 
clusively for dwelling purposes by not more than two 
families, $25.00, and in every other case, $100.00. 

(4) Appeal to Board of Appeal under Zoning Law. 
The entry fee which shall be paid to the building com- 
missioner for each appeal under section 8 of chapter 665 
of the acts of 1956 to the board of appeal from a refusal, 
order or decision of an administrative official shall be, 
in the case of a structure which, if on such appeal the 
appellant prevails, is to be used exclusively for dwelling 
purposes by not more than two families, $25.00, and 
in every other case, $100.00.

(48) Building Permit. The fee of the building com-

ESTABLISHING A BOSTON CONSUMERS’ 
COUNCIL 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-eight 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are hereby amended 
by inserting after Chapter 10 the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 10A 
CONSUMERS’ COUNCIL 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a board, known 
as the Boston Consumers’ Council, consisting of the cor- 
poration counsel or his designee, the sealer of weights and 
measures or his designee, the commissioner of health and 
hospitals or his designee, a person appointed by the 
mayor after consultation with the consumers’ council of 
the commonwealth, and three other persons appointed by 
the mayor, at least two of whom shall be persons of low 
income. Each of the persons appointed by the mayor 
shall serve for a term expiring on the first Monday of the 
January following the next biennial municipal election at 
which a mayor is elected. The mayor shall from time to 
time designate one of the members of the council as 
chairman and another as vice chairman. All members of 
the council shall serve without compensation, but shall be 
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reimbursed for expenses necessarily incurred in the per- 
formance of their duties. The council shall meet every 
other month, and at other times at the call of the chair- 
man. 

The mayor shall designate an employee of his office to 
serve as executive secretary of the council; and the 
council may appoint a clerical assistant. 

Section 2. The Boston consumers’ council shall conduct 
studies, investigations and research in matters affecting 
consumer interests; shall keep consumers in the city in- 
formed on matters affecting their interests, using for that 
purpose such media of communication as the council 
shall from time to time adjudge appropriate; and shall 
pursue a course of action to insure to the fullest possible 
extent that all laws enacted for the benefit of 
consumers are duly enforced.

INDEPENDENCE DAY ORATION, 1968 


DELIVERED BY 


ROBERT C. WOOD 


We salute today the one hundred ninety-second year of 
this nation’s independence. But the traditional exuberance 
of such birthdays grows more difficult. Our recent spring of 
national tragedy — the murders of Martin Luther King, Jr., 
and Robert Kennedy and the spasms of civil disorder which 
they bracketed — prompts a summer of appraisal rather 
than applause. 

In this time of national self-examination, reminiscences 
of past accomplishments give way to a deep concern as to 
the endurance of our “‘domestic tranquility.”’ Pride in our 
political principles and processes confronts the truth that 
these are neither immutable nor impregnable. In fact, they 
are under legitimate attack. 

Reread the Declaration of 1776, and it is clear that the 
“abuses, usurpations, and injuries’ listed by the colonists 
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to justify their rebellion are examples more of clumsiness 
and indifference than of oppression and cruelty on the part 
of the British Crown. That government basically had 
failed to include the colonists in the system, had given them 
no influence within the establishment. 


One lesson from this is clear. Revolutions can arise from 


inaction as well as tyranny. 


America’s present governments and their leaders should 
not expect to rely complacently on traditional practices and 
existing laws. Our political system is a unique and effective 
instrument of popular government, but it will not auto- 
matically accommodate unprecedented urban growth and 
social change. Our political leaders must continuously 
measure their powers and resources against the new public 
problems they are expected to solve. Only if they adapt 
the government to fit these problems, only if they remain 
deeply dissatisfied, can the community or the nation with- 
stand the onslaughts of deeply dissatisfied revolutionists. 


Let me review with you today four key characteristics of 
our political system and examine their suitability in re- 
sponding to the two domestic issues which challenge that 


system most severely. 


The first characteristic is the familiar division of powers. 
Far more than most democracies, in fact, we divide and 
redivide power with such passion as to assure that only over- 
whelmingly popular causes advance. 
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This inclination is reflected not only in our constitutional 
framework but in our continuing suspicion with regard to 
the corrupting effect of power on public officials. Three 
years of service in HUD, a department at center stage of 
federal domestic activity, has taught me not how grave are 
the consequences of my mistakes but how few mistakes my 
colleagues in Congress, the states, and the local govern- 
ments will allow me to make on my own. 


Second, more than most democracies, our political system 
is committed to elaborate legalistic procedures, to detailed 
processes of safeguard and appeal. This commitment gives 
individuals a considerable capacity to halt the machinery 
of government. With the multiplying effect of mass media, 
a single unusual occurrence — a flamboyant speech, a crime 
of passion, isolated resistance to authority — is transformed 
to a national experience shared simultaneously by all. And 
the intricate paths of judicial remedy usually decree that 
the antidote to this experience will be boring before it is 
effective. 


Third, our system is based on majority consensus. The 
limits upon public authority are severe, but within that 
authority, and outside the realm of individual rights, posi- 
tive public programs go forward only when most Americans 
—a majority of the republic — favor them or at least are 
indifferent to their enactment. Minorities have their way 
ultimately only on matters of which the majority is ignorant, 
tolerant, unconcerned, or uncertain. 
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Finally, the American political system operates on the 
basis of what Hans Kohn has called “open nationalism.” 
The United States is the only large modern country that 
did not establish its nationhood on the basis of common 
descent. In part this is an accident of history, because — 
Englishman against Englishman — we could not claim in- 
dependence on the grounds of separate identity — of race, 
of culture, or language. Jefferson was forced back on the 
doctrine of “inalienable” natural rights. And there we 
were — committed to accepting every man as “created 
equal,’ every man — or at least every white man with 
property — as a citizen. We were pushed, as it were, into 
the melting pot. 

Born of necessity or otherwise, Mr. Jefferson’s Declara- 
tion reached out to the world’s oppressed people — its tired, 
hungry, and poor. They came to America. And over a 
century of sweatshops and hunger, quarrels and grudging 
accommodations, our cities gave them both economic and 
political power. Open nationalism was vindicated — and 
never more decisively than in its defeat of the most blatant 
and barbaric expression of closed nationalism in modern 
history: Nazi Germany. 

These then are the gifts of 192 years of democratic ex- 
perience: a system of divided powers, dedication to pro- 
cedures, commitment to majority action, and a nationalism 
based on individual worth and not group identity. Each of 
these characteristics is under fresh challenge from the new 
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generation, and we cannot dismiss their questions. In par- 
ticular we must acknowledge the critical nature of two 
fundamental tests of the American political style: 

First, can our system of “Free and Independent States” 
—so proudly born in a rural society strung on a single 
coast — effectively rule an urban continent? 

And, second, can the revolutionary philosophy of 
natural rights and equality that spelled the end of British 
colonialism be finally and peacefully extended to our poor 
and our black citizens? 

Obviously only time and history can provide firm answers 
to these questions. But with their challenge in mind, and 
in the spirit of reappraisal and adaptation that is the habit 
of most leaders in government today we need to ask which 
political characteristics we should rely upon and which we 
should modify and change. 

If our evolving heritage has served us well, certain im- 
portant adjustments are still in order for the nation to 
march to the drumbeats of the present. 

So far as our division of political power is concerned, 
no drastic increase in Presidential authority seems required. 
I believe in strong, vigorous Presidents. I have been priv- 
ileged to serve one. But I am convinced this nation’s chief 
executive should always be in the position of securing au- 
thority by persuasion. 

I would, however, make two reforms in political power at 
the local level. If we are to govern urban America, I believe 
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we need a greater consolidation of authority at the metro- 
politan level and a decentralization of authority at the 
neighborhood level. These arrangements are not as con- 
tradictory as they may first appear. 


America’s great urban regions lack the powers to guide 
the course of their development. They cannot decide the 
use of their most precious commodity — open land; nor 
prevent the fouling of the air and water; nor assure equality 
in education and opportunity for their children. Until they 
have such authority — until suburb and central city ac- 
knowledge in these specific respects their common concerns 
— we can blanket the present array of local jurisdictions in 
a blizzard of federal cash and still fail to protect our urban 
heritage and upgrade our urban environment. The careful 
nurturing and rapid expansion of regional forms of urban 
government, limited by scope but capable of decisive action 
in guiding the course of urban development, is an urgent 
need in our federal system. 


At the same time, however, as our regions grow larger, 
as the typical American urban community numbers its 
citizens by the hundreds of thousands, we need to put certain 
powers closer to the people. We need to decentralize both 
debate and action on those community activities that affect 
intimately the everyday life of every citizen — housing, 
schools, health care, jobs, public protection. The restora- 
tion of the neighborhood as a vital place whose residents 
have a sense of purpose and belonging is as great a challenge 
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of the American system today as regional development. 
Only in the neighborhood can the appearance and pace of 
life be changed — the conditions of the home, the cleanliness 
of the streets, the construction of community centers. And 
it is only in the neighborhood that men and women have a 
chance to meet face to face, to come to know one another, 
to distinguish between the individual and his group, and to 
learn how to work and live together — and be the richer 
for the experience. 


As for the second characteristic of our system — the 
American preference for procedure and process — it is so 
deeply imbedded in our society that it probably can never 
be changed in a major way — if, indeed, it should be. 


We should, however, move to make our processes of public 
determination, decision, and appeal less expensive and 
time-consuming. The courts and the public agencies need 
to respond to the poor as well as the rich, the passive as well 
as the aggressive, the untutored as well as the educated. 
Ignorance of the law is an excuse when a government has 
accepted the obligation of universal education. Participa- 
tion in government administration is as necessary as par- 
ticipation in the election of its leaders in a time when com- 
plex and complicated programs and instruction necessarily 
impinge on our lives. Not just participation in voting, but 
in planning and management operations, is needed today. 


I do not regret our inclination to majority rule; I glory 
init. I want no rule by the elite, whether that elite be rich 
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or poor, white or black, old or young. I do not want to be 
a part of The Establishment — even if I could find it. The 
appeal for re-election by the American officeholder, from 
President to Selectman, is in effect an appeal to, a search 
for, this majority. It takes place at a fixed time and under 
fixed circumstances that are not necessarily propitious for 
the party in power. It is an experience that is always ex- 
hausting, frequently undignified, laced with irrationality, 
and, too often, as the stakes increase, deadly cruel. But it 
is a triumphant political accomplishment. 

I would wish the majority were more thoughtful in its 
exercise of great power. I would continue to set limits on 
the exercise of its authority. But I would not replace 
Popularism with The Establishment. 

Finally, I would encourage and expand, as the absolute 
necessity of our times, the practice of open nationalism as 
contrasted to the closed nationalism that stresses common 
origins and ancestor worship, that weighs individual worth 
on some crazy scale of blood purity. 

I do not discount the warm and valuable role of group, 
kin, family, or kind in helping the lonely individual sustain 
the pressures of modern urban life. We all know that the 
history of this city of Boston is immeasurably richer for 
the contribution of English-American, Polish-American, 
Irish-American, Italian-American, French-American, Negro- 
American and so on. But the key to the contribution is the 
hyphen, the acknowledgment of a larger community. 
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It is to the common needs of Americans for productive 
jobs, good schools, sound homes, safe streets that our 
governments must respond, and it is in common endeavors 
that this nation flourishes. 

One hundred years ago in his Fourth of July oration before 
the city authorities of Boston in 1868, Samuel Eliot called 
his time the “‘age of great cities’ and hoped that it singified 
“the age of great civilization.”’ He said: “‘No longer partial, 
but total, independence is to spread like light throughout 
the nation. Emerging from its old eclipse, the slave restored 
to freedom, and the freeman to consistent principle, it is to 
suffer no new eclipse.” 

Such is the pluralism of our heritage, such is the variety 
of our occupations and interests, that we are statistically 
ordained to be a nation of minorities. We find our nation- 
hood in overleaping this historical fact. Those who would 
attribute to one race, one religion, or one generation a 
monopoly on morality, those who assert the exercise of power 
without resort to reason or assent, risk more than their own 
fortunes. They undercut our entire political culture. They 
betray 192 years of lessons born of pain and hard work.
